GOOD TIMES AHEAD. 

■There Is a fine spirit oC optimism 
abroad In the city, and it Is due In very 
giieat measure to the announcement of 
the government railway policy. Pro- 
irtlnent individuals, whose political 
sympathies naturall.v malce them crit- 
ical of any declaration of policy eman- 
.'iting from Jlr. JIcBride, nre beglnnlnpr 
t^ admit that the proposed railway 
construction means so miicli for this 
city that no obstacle ought to be placed 
in the way of its acoomplisliment. This 
optimistic feeling is conlincd to no 
class of people, and one, hears It ex- 
pressed In very strong' -terms by men 
not given to oxaggeratlon. 

It is the first step that counts in 
rriore than one sense. It counts in the 
bbldness necessary to take it; it counts 
In results. People are beginning to 
i«alize what the coming of a transcon- 
tinental railway will mean to Victoria. 
Time Avas necessary for a full appre- 
ciation of this. Those of as, who have 
made a special study of the subject, 
said, tht) -moment~tlw>--proJeet«d<>^lanH 
■wcpe brimouncod-.-ho.^t"" ttey were of 
significance, though probably none of 
lis is al)le to appreciate the magnititde 
of the benefits that will How from 
them. But others, less familiar with 
such matters, retiulred time to under- 
stand them. With time a full under- 
standing is coming, and' It Is inspiring 
tlie people of tliis city with a feeling of 
hope and confidence such as they have 
never before felt.

CRITICISM ANSWERED 

We expected misrepresentation of 
the meaning of the contract made be- 
tween the government anri the Cana- 
dian .Nortliern, hut not such mislate- 
incnts as have been nvule In the op- 
position press. It is claimed that the 
contract is such tliat tlie Canadian 
■Xorthern can Issue bonds to any ex- 
tent desired and thus completi^ly de- 
stroy the value of any security that 
the , government m;i\- have. The Col- 
onist has endeavored to make it plain 
nhd .Mr. .McHride has also endeavored 
to removi- all pnsslbl.- doubt on the 
point, that tlie cimtraet is only a pre- 
liminary one and must he amplified 
with all necessary d. tails. One of 
these details relates to the matter of 
seeui-ity. The proxinee l.s to liave a 
first iiuirlf^age on the line within Brit- 
ish ('(diiinbia and also tlie covenant of 
the t'iinadian ^Jorthem Railway com- 
pany. This Is not set out in the pre- 
liminary agreeiiient, liiil this is tiie 
manner In which effect is to be given 
to tlie i'')ncludlng section of that 
agreement. This is the uiulGrstandlng 
ibetween the government and the com- 
pany, and .Mr. McBride has ho state 1. 
ilt WHS .Mr. McRride's Intention in 
give out a statement .-it the same time 
the conliaet was iirint.'d. and in tliat 
Statement lie proposed to specify the 
nature of the matters to be' dealt with 
in the contract as it will he submitted 
to the Legislature. Such a declaration 
Is necessary becausi' in it would lie 
contained a full presiuitalion of the 
railway ijollc>-, which the g.-ivern- 
mont asks the peoji'e tn I'tidnrsi', fir- 
cumstaiiees prevent<'il Ihe pu hi Irat ion 
of thai Ktateiiii lit siiiiiiliani'inisly with 
.tlie contruct; but a reference lo lu-ei pju.H 
JntorviewB with Mr, McBrhle iniKbt 
1.0 have shown crItle.M what fh(_' final 
contract will contaii;. Oii (JctoluT i;o 
DNIr. McBridn said, in an interview pub- 
lished In the OoloiiiBt: "For security 
'lie province will hold a llrst mort- 
gage on the line of the comp.-my in 
Hrltisli t.'oUinibIa and will lia\e the 
covenant from the Creat .Xorthern 
Hallway company Indemnifying it 
against any loss that might possibly 
occur." The following is an extriiel 
from an interview luibllshed in ^u^.

On ladng asked the nature (if the 
matters that would have to he em- 
braced in the measure to he sulmiitted 
to the LeKisliitiire and not Included 
in the contract as signed, .Mr. Mclirido 
said: 

•'Tliey do not involve llie Kiilislaiillve 
features of tlio existing contract, for 
those will not be altered. 'I'liey will 
provide for the currying out of the 
contract." Per examplei'tho Canadian 
Northern Is to secure ,tlio province by 
a'. ilrst mortg-ago tipon its line wlthnl 
this province. Tlie measure subi\Ilttcd 



to the Legislature will have to provide 
for the creation of a trusteeship in 
which this mortgage sliall bo vested. 
Tlie government is going to guaran- 
tetn'' the company's bonds; but It .does 
not propose to allow the company to 
receive the money derived from the 
sale of tho , bonds, . until .it is. entitled 
to it.' V "ThiBrfefore, the money .will be 
paid to the credit of the province and 
will not bo paid out to the company 
until satisfactory evidence has been 
given that work of actual construction 
satisfactory to tlio government eutlt.les 
thp company .^-,to receive.; U." 

'Here w§''''liayp a^%siinct,'"statornent 
that the provisions as to a mortgage 
wore not contained in the j^'elimlnary 
contract, but would have. to be provid- 
ed In. the .completed contract tlmt 
will .be laid'"'b'cfore the X,ogialature. 
This statement, of I\Ir. Mc.Uride Is as 
binding upon him as if it were writ- 
ten In the preliminary contract. Let 
t here- •■be— mo '--rnlBtake— whatover-iupon 
these points: 

The bonds which the jirovlnce will 
guarantee will be secured by a first 
mortgage upon the railway within the 
province. 

The Interest and all other charges 
on account of the guiirantce, which 
the ]iriivlnce might In any e\'ent be 
called upon to pay, will be a charge 
against the whole Canadian Northern 
I Kalhvay system. 

: I'pon tlie,'-'' fvvo points there is no 
I (jiiestloii whatever. .Mr. .McBrlde^wIll 
siibniit to the legislature a contract 
embodying these features, or he will 
submit no contract at all, and will 
Iilacc' his resig.Tatinn in the hands of 
tile Lieut enant -(; over iiiir. 

Objection is made tliat tlie contract 
does -not call for a line having a 
maximum grade of half of one per 
cent. No one ever said that thi>re was 
such a statement in the contract. Cer- 
tainly .Mr. .McBride did not. Mr, .Munn 
is reported to have said In 'Vancouver 
that the agreement with the govern- 
ment called for a railway with a 
maximum grade as mentioned, and so 
it does. This is the representation 
which the Canadian Northern bus 
made to the government: it Is what 
the survey plans to bo submitted to 
tlie government and Legislature will 
show; It will be tor a railway con- 
structed according to such plans that 
the final contract will be drawn. 
Therefore Mr. Mann stated what 
quite true. The contract does not 
speak of grades; it does siieak of 
a standard of construction. The con- 
tract between the Dominion govern- 
ment and the Grand Trunk Pacific 
specllies a .standard of construction, 
but It ." does not specify maximum 
•grades; We-. do not' belleye any con- 
tract was ever drawn between any 
government and any railway company 
in which a ma.\imum grade was speci- 
lied. 

It Is contended that, because Mr. 
:McBrlde stated tliat lie would not 
propose a r.'iihyay policy until he was 
able to bring forwar a concrete pro- 
po.''itlon, it Is 'to be understood tlia'. 
the preliminary contract must be 
treated as complete. There is a vast 
difference between a concrete jiropo- 
sition and a coniidete contract. The 
concrete iiropositlon, so far as it re- 
lates to the Canadian Northern, Is for 
a railway from Yellow Head Pass to 
Barkley .Sound via AHctorla with up 
to date ferry connection u'itli the 
mainland. Tlie complete contract will be 
as it Is submitted to the Legislature. 
The concrete proposition has been em- 
bodied in a iireliminary contrai't: li. 
tile complete contract all the neces- 
.sary safeg-uards will be provided. It 
Is as to the latter that Mr. McBrlde's 
pledge applies as well as to the former. 



A RAILWAY POLICY 

.Mr. .McBrlde's attitude trnvards a 
government policy of rallwa.\ eonstrur- 
tlon has alwa.vs bei>n well kn.iwii. He 
has repeatedl.\- stateil that he would 
submit no proposals to tlie Legislature, 
unless he was prepared at the same 
time to give a guarantee that they 
would result in immediate construc- 
tion. Hence he lias refused to be 
stampeded into making general ol'fcrs, 
such as Mr. John Oliver has advanced. 
It is the easiest thing in the world to 
draw up a atatutp offering railway 
subsidies to a 'number of railwaj-s. It 
is the easiest thin.g in tlie world to 
pass »[trh a statute through tlie 
House. But it is not so easy to se- 
cure the building of lines thus sub- 
sidized. Any such cash subsidy as Mr. 
(illver iircip'ises to (iffer would not in- 



preclate what they wore doing when 
they submitted to the electorate a 
series of propositions with no other 
btisis 'than -Imagination, ^ , . .', . i .. 

Let' its' 'ifor ' tlie" present' ' elimlriate 
from recent rr.ilway projects the east- 
ern division of till! Natioinil 'I'rans- 
contlnontal Railway. The Dominion 
government Is building that line and 
liaying for ' it out of the public treas- 
ury, and, although the Grand Trunk 
Pacific is to pay a rental for it eciuiva- 
lent to Interest upon, its cost, which 
rental is 'not : to Ij.egto until a -ftiturej 
date, the case" Is "sufficiently different 
from the western division of the lino 
to be left out of what we are abotit to • 
say. I'"rom Lake .Superior to the Pa- 
cific Coast tliiM-e are many liundreds of 
inllus of railway ih course of con- 
JitrMctI6n,..as well as hundreds oC.miles 
that have been constructed during the 
past few year."", by the CauiuUan 
Northern and the Grand 'I'nink Pu- 
cillc. In the oase of all of tbesu the 
guarantee principle has been adopted. 
It has been alleged by a local con- 
temporary that the Dominion' liat! lie- 
liind its guarantee of the C.irand Trunk 
Pacific bonds the covenant of tlic 
"prariU^^unic Hallway company. We 
assume' that this statement was made 
in good faith, but It Is not correct. The 
government has no such covenant. The 
Grand Trunk does guarantee certain 
bonds of tlie Grand Trunk PacilU-; luit 
tliey are second mortgage bonds and 
arc to be issued to the public and 
with them the govcrtimcnt has nothing 
wliatever to do. The bonds which the 
provinces of Saskiitche'wan and .\1- 
berta have guarantei^i for construc- 
tion of branches of tlie Grand Trunk 
Pacific aro not the bonds of that com- 
pan.v, but of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Branch Lines company. In the 
case of the Canadian Nortliern branches 
lliey are the bonds of tliat comiiany- 
We do not say that the Dominion gov- 
ernment would have no recourse 
against the Grand Trunk Railway 
coini)an.\' In flie event of the default of 
the Grand 'I'runk i'lu ilic, for liie ma- 
jority of Ihe stock of the latter com- 
j-iany is held liy the former; hiu we do 
say that tlie guaranteed interest on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific bonds, and the 
Dominion guarantens principal as well 
as interest, is only indirectly se- 
cured, if it is secured at . all, liy the 
Grand Trunk Railway company. In 
every respect the terms of-^the agree- 
ment between the Canadian Northern 
and the province of British Columbia is 
much more favoralilc to the province 
than the contract between tlie Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the government of 
Canada Is to the Dominion. 
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which it d)<i not wish to liuild, anti 
therefnre such a policy would only be 
tleceptlve. We have only to look at 
the. experience i>f the Dominion gov- 
ernment In this regard Kor the last 
(luarter of a centiir.\' and more Parlki- 
inenl has lieeu loting suhsidles thiil 
might rea<.-li $l),-l«0 a mile to railwa.v 
companles. but the very groat majorltj- 
of thorn are still open for acceptanci'. 
I'or exaiii|ile, this subsidy wa.-? offered 
fur lOu miles of tile \'ancouver Island 
& Kastern Railway, but except ns a 
recognition by Parliament of tlie de- 
sirability of assisting such a project, 
the offer might as well not have been 
made, for no one happens to be ready 
to build the Mine. 

Mr. McBrlde's plan is much tlie Ijel- 
ter one. It Is the plan adopted by the 
Dominion government In the • case of 
the Grand Trunk Paciflc and the Ca- 
nadian Northern. It la the plan adopt- 
ed by the provinces of Manitoba, S;is- 
katchewan and Alberta In respect to 
the Canadian .Vortliein and the Grand 
'r:-unk Piieitlc. It ascertains what lines 
uf responsible railway companies will 
undertake to construct and the terms 
upon wliieli tliey are jirepared to con- 
struct tlieni, and tlien enters into 
agreementH which the legislature is 
iiskcd to confirm.. Thla Is a buslnens 
policy, and while we charge no one 
with iiiKincerlty, wo aro forced to Ou- 
conclusion that Mr. John Oliver and 
our Liberal friends can scarcely ap-

bu a very large ono. There arc ni:uiy 
ciuisos which all- good women liavr at 
heart and in tlio council tliey have an 
or^'aiilzation by whlcli tliey can maiiii 
tlicii- ln;'!ui'iice in Iheni fell. 

Wlilli' cai'li .society is, in It.s own way, 
rclli'VliiK suffering <>r brinyiiiK about 
reform, there la mucli worlv for the 
goncl of womankind and of lire eum- 
jnimity wlilch does not come williin the 
province of any. Sue!', (luestionn ean 
be eon.sidered In . a ni ietins of tlie 
I -oi al Council, * . 

.Since the Council was inuiigurated 
it lias been Instrumental In helping to 
bring about many reforms, civic and 
national. Our own, as well aa other 
Canadian cities. Is a better place t(] 
live In because the Council has stiiv. n 
to banish evil and to help people to 
be better. 

But we all 'know that Victoria, niueh 
as wo love It, is not as good as it 
could bo made i£ all its women united 
for its improvement. Perhaps jcspe- 
eially is this the case with regard to 
tlu; young. For several years the need 
of a better method of dealing with tl-.os,. 
ehildren whoso parents are i neglectful 
lia.s been pointed out and but little lias 
been done. 

jV recent occurrence has shown that 
the playground agitation, which l.s 
bearing fruit- In other Canadian cities 
may well begin here. If there Is any 
dllTiculty about boys of all ages hav- 
ing suitable places in wlikh to pla.s' 
llieir games. It is time llie niotlieis of 
tlic eily interested themselves In pro- 
rurlng .suitable grounds. But it is not 
the hoys alone wlio need opportunity 
for heallliy outdoor recreation. Tltc 
young girLs who are at work In the 
city, inan.v of wliorn are strangers 
want rational wholesome amusement 
wlietlier in winter or summer. 'l"o 
place tills uitliin their reach is un ob- 
ject worthy the efforts of all their 
elder sisters. 

But there are other objects which 
are common to us as Canadians and 
even as members of the Empire. Such 
are the many aspects of immigration, 
education and of the preservation of 
health. In these as well as in ques- 
tions concerning the moral well-being 
of t!io community women have, an In- 
terest. Already , the Influcncij., of Ca- 
nadian women united In the National 
Council from Halifax to Vlc^toria has 
been felt and the time may come when 
the power for good of what Is really 
a woman's parliament will make it.seif 
still more strongly felt. One great uhc 
of tills annual meeting of llie Local 
Council is to show to the whole corn- 
niunily whut tlie various women's 
societies have done during the yetir. 
A rei)ort is read from each and llie 
Ihouglitful woman, as she listens, ean 
judge of the whole scope of the work 
which is going on. 

There are In Victoria hundreds of 
newcomers among the women who in 
the communities In whjch they for- 
merly lived have engaged in various 
forms of benevolent activity. Since 
coming here they have not felt enonijli 
at home, or sutticlently familiar witli 
conditions to Identify themselves v.iiii 
any of the societies. Many of th( se 
ladles have the leisure and Influenec 
as well as the ability which would make 
their co-operation very valuable. To 
such ladles the opportunity of ob- 
serving what Is going on among liie 
women .workers of Victoria is offered 
and their presence will be-welcomed hy 
the president and members of tiie 
council. 

Tlic meetings, of wlilph a full i)ro- 
grarame will be published during tlie 
coming week promise to be interest- 
ing. There are, besides the reports to 
which allusion has been made, seve ral 



rcsohitlons which will call for an ex- 
pression of opinion on several very 
important aucstions. Mr. O. H. Lugriii 
v.iil dellvi'i- an address on Vuiicuuver 
Island conaiderecl as an Outpost of 
Empire, Mr. [■: ..\ndrews will read a 
paper on CMvie AITairs, il rs. Rocke 
Robertson one on '"I'hv. Present Train- 
ing- of Future Citizens." and Airs. Day 
lui.s iiromlsod to give an account of the 
meeting of the Inli'rnational tlongress 
of Women wiilcli she attended lust 
siummer and her description cannot 
rail to lie full of Interest. 

It will, it, is lio))ea, Ij'j evident that 
this year's annual nu-eting will be both 
lileasanl and prolitable and It only 
needs a good attendance. \y make it 
successful.

To make the corrl- 
1 (iors oC tiie hospitals ueautlful. lo bring 
I briHlUiiess and cheer into thi' wards 
and lo minister to siclv clillilren i.s i)art 
I of the work imdertaken by the 
Daughters of Pity. In such work too 
many of our girls catniot be engaged. 
They need not be less bri.ght or lose 
any of the enjoyment of life because 
their hearts are tender and because 
tliey arc ready to minister to the suf- 
fering and the sorrowful. 
' The annual meeting of the Daughters 
of Pity should be largely attended to- 
morrow not only by the members but 
by thbse who sympathize wllh thidr 
work and by other girls who have time 
to spare and the will and kindness of 
heart which form the only qualilica- 
tions needed to join this band of work- 
ers.

On the islands and 
in the l'pi)i-r Country there are young 
couples Willi llttli- cliildrcn whose 
homes are n'ot largi- enough to employ 
a servant who is unlit to he "one of 
the lamilv-." .\'or is tliis desirable. 
The wife, wliose husband must l>i; 
absent all day or perhaps, for several 
days at a time, needs congenial coin- 
panionsliip. 

Rut in lliese honios lliere is iniicli 
hard hibor to be done and the "lady 
help" who Is i-itlier unliUed or unwill- 
ing to do it Is of little use. Several 
of the delegates to the Inti-rnational 
Congress told during liieir visit In \'ic- 
loria of the training many ISritlsh 
gentlewomen were undi-rgoiiig in oj-der 
lo lit tlieniselvcs for Just the ilutics 
that must be jicrfornied In these 
homes. Whether these gentlewomen 
will find ill country life liappiness and 
contentment is a question on the an- 
swer to whicii the solution of a dlf- 
lieult problem depends. 

The ordinary domestic servant will 
not live In the lonely districts in which 
the pioneer rancher must bring up 
his family. The lady who does not 
know how to work Is useless. Whether 
the lady who Is rcfidy,f.9.nd willing to 
work can bear isolation and will know 
liow to accommodate .herself to cir- 
cumstances and to make herself use- 
ful and agreeable to employers who 
may be her mental and social Inferiors 
time will tell. While tho latter con- 
dition may not be general It is useless 
to deny that It may sometimes occur. 
The Influence for good in the homes of 
those who are laying the foundations 
of our province of cultured women 
strong 'and healthy In body and mind 
cannot be over-estimated.

I'Yom liaiif^aiore comes the strange 
atory of a Ciermaii reiduse, ntimed 
Kaspar SchielTmayer, who lived aloui; 
In a \illage near St. .Inlm'.s Hill, and 
was found dead in lus rooin. having 
hiiccnmbed to a, neghu'ted attack of 
bronchili.s. .Mr. Seldefl'mayer came 
to India thirty xcars ago ay a special- 
ist in agriculture for the .government 
,nf Madras, but as the climate did not 
suit him he resigned the appointment. 
Proceeding to Bangalore, he purchas- 
ed over forty acres, and never left 
his estate oven temporarily for the 
rest of Ills life. He occup.led a room 
•Thout eight feet square, U»e only ar- 
ticles In It being a oot, a chair, and 
a few cooking utensils. His food 
consisted of milk and eggs and a loaf 
of bread suppfled to him daily, and 
the one coolie whom ho employed was 
always sent away before sunset. A 
valuable stock of cows and p.igs and 
simio savage bull terriers were, in 
f;u.t. ail the companloii? of his life. 
His peculiar habit.s developed to such 
a pitch that he gave up wearing 
clothes, except when obliged to see 
siii'h rare visitors as came on busi- 
ness. 'IMils eccentric wa.v of life was 
attributed to an earl.v love trouble, 
winch was Ixdievcd to have turned the 
r.gricuUari.st into a misogypnist and 
a worid-liater. A tew months before 
his dratli a letter was forwarded to 
him from the German ilonsul at Mad- 
ras, to inform liim tliat be bn,d come 
into a considerable fortiuio, hut the 
old hermit scorned to acknowledge 
the communication, and dieil Intcis- 
tate. 

In recent .vears a growing toellng of 
con.'crii has been uumifested In tlie 
fate of tlie tiger, and tlie government 
has e\ en been urged to take measures 
for restraining the zeal of tlie shikari 
fr.-i ternit.v'. Some districts, however, 
plight r>resent a very ri.'fferi'ut picturti 
of tlie Kieat cat. Only recently a 
man-eat ini; tigress, as crafty as she 
was il<-structlve, met with iier death 
after achieving an exceptionall.v evil 
record, extending over man.v seasons. 
Now the con.ierva'.or of forests in 
Bengal reports that man-eating tigers 
a) e unusually busy In ,the.,Surjdarhans 
ferests, where the.v arc .-'tated lo ]^:<yc 
killed 120 men during lasi'Vefir. These 
beasts were particularly.,.actlve iti the 
Khiilna Ooupp, of- wKJUlf the cdosnr'- 
wa.s only prevonted by the putting 
flown of poisoned door. Rew.irds 
wPTc paid during the year for killing 
eli'ven Sund.arbans tigers, including 
two cub.s.

THE NEPTUNE, BRITAIN'S LATEST DREADNOUGHT. 

Drawing of the new Dreadnought, the Neptune, launched some days ago, as she will appear when completed. 
She is longer, broader, and heavier than her Immediate predecessor, and her masts, bridge arid funnels are differ- 
ently arranged. Immediately abaft the fore turret, with Its two 12-lnch guns, rises an armored tower. In 
which 4.7, or possibly tl-lnch guns, forming part of the anti-torpedo armame nt, will bo placed. Amidslilps there 
is a second tower, siniiiarly armed, and again, at about an equal distance, a third tower. Tliose three towers 
will he connected with light bridges. Another now feature of the Neptune ^vill be the dlsiiositlon of her amid- 
ships and after turrets. The main turrets will he placed in echelon, the one on the pin't side being between the 
llrst and second towers, and tliat on the starboard side lielng situated between the second and third. Tlie fore- 
most of the after turrets is placed Immediately behind the third tower, at the same elevation as the one in tiio 
fore part of the ship. This will be on the centre line of the ship, and behind It, but at a lower level, will be the 
Ilfth turret.

Ills | 
life during the winter iniintlis is dull I 
and irksome, i'.iiil espeeially palls on I 
the .\-oan.f;er I'ldk". Of amusi'nients j 
there .'ire iiraclieiiUy none, and even i 
i!' this wi're not the ease he could 111 \ 
affnril to be extravagant with .such a 
small caidtal on band. Of recent 
years it has become the custom for 
th(^ \-<iuiiger men and women to spend 
tlie xelnter mmillis In ('aiiada or the 
United .States, where llicv secure ein- 
ploynieiit that eiiablcR them to jiay 
living ex|-enses and also to save up 
a little money lo take home with them 
in the sju'lug. Tills exodus Is rarely 
]iorniaiient, tiie ma.ioritv gointr back 
to enuagv in the season's fishing. Kor 
the bulk of .Newfoundlaiulers strongly 
jirefer following the avocation of their 
forefathers to spending their time on 
the land In the countries to' the west 
of their l.sland. 

The Naval Reserve. 

It was not till 'no that tho Admiralty 
gave any signs of having recogniiiod 
the pre-eminent importance of tho 
flsberfolk of Newfoundland to the Im- 
perial uiivy. Then, at the very ur- 
gent and persistent request of Sir H. 
11. Murray, at that time governor of 
the Island, they oatahlislied the nu- 
cleus of a naval reserve. How grud- 
gingly they adopted his suggestion 
may be gathered from the fact that 
they stipulated that the enrolment 
should not exceed 700 men, and that 



could return home before tho opening 
of the Ashing season.

Lord Kitchener 
was afterwards p'hotographed with the 
various olUcors. 

.Vt Singapore and the ■\^arloua otlier 
garrison ports visited there were In- 
s|iectionB, the volunteers being tnrn- 
eil out at Shanghai and the garristin at 
Peking, from where the f.ainoiis gen-

<'mperor on October 17th' and left Pe- 
king for .Manchuria on the llOth. 

Tile Tokio correspondent of the 
Osaka Malnichl reports that no nf- 
nclal IntlmtCtlon of Field Morshal Lord 
Kitchener's coming visit to Japan has 
been received from tho British govern- 
ment, says the Kobe Herald.

Hamburg- America line, came In after 
rescuing the solo survivor o* a wreck- 
ed Chlhes,eyjunk; >Vho had been clinging 
to 8oh>e'i''sea'waahed rocks off the An- 
amba Islands for elglit day.s after h;s 
shipmates wore drowned. The roacuo 
was uccompUshod with difficulty. The 
atef-mer was ))'assing when the chief 
officer, from the bridge, saw ;i man 
standing silhouetted against the sky- 
line on the pcfi-Ic, waving wildly.

GRIP OF TYPHOOM 

Vessel in Oriental Service Many Years 
Ago Buffeted by Storm in 
China Sea 



The old Phranang, which will l:- 
remembered by old timers as one of 
the first Oriental liners to run into 
• tho''jport of Victoria from the Orl>-nt 
ovet two decades ago, arrlviul at 
Hongkong when the Blue Fumul Uiu r 
danfa, which arrived yesterday, was 
there, typhoon- tossed. Iter auniii^s 
wore gone, stancliions lient, I'linucl 
adiift, iioaLs lirolceii and she was gen- 
erally l)ull'ute(l, whi>n she eanie to an 
anchor near the Oanfa at ilonRkonB, 
three days overdue. c 

The typhoon si'»rang' up almost be- 
fore preparation had been made to 
meet it, and for several houys Iho 
Ijoat W!is at the mercy <ir the winds 
and waves. The glass was down to 
28.04. The ship was brought to, it 
bielng' the Intention of the captain to 
wait until the storm had .spent Itself. 
Instead of doing so, liowever. tiio ty- 
!)lioon carved, to the westward, and 
they were a;jain in tlie midst of it. 
In the early h<JurM of tlie morninp the 
funnel was wriTiched clean out of its 
a(<vktt, and was carried on to llio 
davit on tlie stai:l.K)Hr(J. side., being Kei)t 
there by a hole being mad» l)y . tlie 
davit . measuring . ovoi'v.Lwo-.fael. . ■l^'ul- 
lowing upon this, tlie vessel was 'iiri- 
;ible to keep her engines working, ow- 
ing to ;.the fact that no draught could 
ita prqcured In the engine room. One 
gf. th^ ventilators was completely 
Bhiashed by the fall of the funnel, and 
■Huge s'eas swept over the deck every 



^minute, a large ciuantuy of the water 
going Into the turnacos and exting- 
uishing the (Ires. Skylights were 
torn awav as if they had been match- 
wood, anil two ladders leading to the 
uiiper deck were torn aw.ay and Kwojit 
overboiird. Tlic cluirt room was al- 
most completely dcmcdished, but anUd 
ttie tearing of awnings, and tlie giv- 
ing way of staneliiuns, tlio captain, 
wiio was strapped to tlie wheel, stcor- 
eii ins vessel aa . neat, lie eould. Rain 
de.-), ended in torrents, and the crew 
ooiild .scarcely, see a hand before them 
owing to the blinding spray. The 
captain said that had thu typhoon 
lasted much longer he was cei^tuln 
tliat th(! l)o;it would have gone down, 
as the hatches were giving way, and 
tile V, :;sel. In all pndialiilit y, wonld 
liav^. lilh'd with water. As is usual 
on lliesi' vessels, piggeries and fowl 
iioiises are I'Stabllslied, iiut In the ty- 
phoon these too were carried away, 
Iciivin.g no trace beliiiid tl ( in. ,,U 
times practically tlic wliule of the 
ship was under water. Besides siiip- 
ping seas oyer lier decks by her roll- 
ing from board to board, the cabins 
Haloon and other rooms wore swim- 
ming On water. After tlie tvplioon 
abated, and the work of rigging \i|) 
the funnel was llien proceeded witli. 
After working nearly nlm. liours lids 
w;is aci.onii>lislii'd, sta.ws being erected 
from fore and alt. The Xn. J star- 
board life boat, altliougli not behig 
washed overboard was utterly wreck- 
ed owing to her smashing from side 
to side. A largo number of Cliliiese 
passengers were on board and had to 
be stowed away In the holds, the en- 
gine room or any other suitable place. 
i'"our deaths occurred on board since 
leaving Bangkok.

Young Byrne was lil years old in 
July I'l.'it. and is a son of .Inl;:! i^yrne, 
farmer chief of piiUce of HiilTalo, and 
c.x-.sliorlff of I'Ji-it; cotiiilj-, N. Y. 

Col. Hugh Scott, superintendent of 
tlio Military Academy, issued the fol- 
lowing .statement on .voting Byrne's 
condition toiilghl: "In tho casn oC 
Cadet Byrne, the cadet has partial 
paralysis of respiration. This func- 
tion is beliiff assisted artlllclally. His 
condition Is suoh as to preclude the 
iioH.slbi:iij- of a thorough examination 
for the purpose of making an exact 
diagnosis." 

The army surgeons -who are attend- 
ing- tho Injured player, hope for his 
ultimate recovery, but his condition is 
extremely grave. The fact that a 
compleli! (llaRnosls has not been made 
leaves the possibility that Byrne may 
lia\e been Injured Intornally.

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A Trip to Sooke 

' The stage to Sooke,v.which;.lcaves Victoria 
about 8 o'clock in th'ermorning, found mc 
perched on its rear seat," with pleasant antici- 
pations of a visit to that district, one of the 

olc'.csl settled districts on tlic Island. The 
(lri\-c there was over perfect ruafls, and the 
weather was sunshiny overhead. 

We skirted Gorge Park, with its boats ly- 
ing' idly on the sluggish waters, and not a soul 
visible in any direction at such :ui early hour. 
Eaquimalt next loomed in. the distance, the 
masts of . anchored vessels showing like mas- 
sive,, far-off trees. The adjacent buildings 
AVero faintly distinguishable, and were sug- 
gestive to the reflective mind wiien that splen- 
did haven should be a scene of restless ac- 
tivity, the smoke from mills and niaimfaclories 
trailing clondward, and the flag of every na- 
tion fl}'iiig from arri\'ing and de])ar ^ing \-csscls 
in their various destinations from ilie 'rroi)ics 
to the Poles. 

"Von deep barque goes 
Where tnURc blows, . 
Vrom lunds of sun to lands o( snows. 
This happier one. 
Its ooui*se Is run 

P'rom lands of siunvs to lands of .sun." 

.My companion i>m the rear --vaI lit a cig- 
arette aiul proceeded io enjoy himself. The 
II out scat was occupied by the driver and two 
i;asseiigers, and their sociability made our 
mutual taciturnit3'- back of them a pleasing 
contrast. For myself, the beauty and the 
diversity of the drive was more than enough 
to alone lor the lack of convcrsal i(-in, how- 
<'\-cr brilliant or wise it might ha\e been. 
Here an;! there a trace of the ;mtuninal Nca- 
>iiu had Iclt its imprint in \ cI1(h\- \ iiies oi- 
scattered leaves, while dimly xisihic along the 
road could be seen the red wayfaring tree. 
Here and there the rich green of fern}' growths 
and oak-engirtlling moss flashed emerald in 
tlie morning light, and occasionally, as a fra- 
grant breeze stooped to the scattered leaves 
aiKi yt'low. a whirl of color siiraiig into the 
spaces aboNC. and for a brief moment "the fly- 
ing gold of the mined woodland ilro\ e through 
the air." 

We passed little homes scattered apart 
irom the higlnva\. their caini seclusion 
heightened by the trees and shrubberies which 
enveloped them. Flowers were everywhere. 
Banks of sweet peas in purjilc, pink and white 
stood fragrant by the walls and hedges, and 
roses, asters, marigolds and other flowers 
made color .and perfniue in the garden spaces 
;is we dro\ e b)'. Occasional^' we met a group 
at one of the roarlside hoslelries, but for the 
most part our way led through Sleepy 1 lollow 
windings and turnings, with hard!}' a glinting 
of a bird's wing or tlie sight of a farm hou-^e 
to vary the changing panornma of field and 
stream. 

As we neared Sooke. we began to catch 
glimpses of its celebrated harbor, one of the 
most beautiful on the Island, and diversified 
by many an indentation and miniatine bay, 
some of the niland-locked, sa\e for a narrow 
entrance, and fringed to the water's edge with 
bristling firs. 

Crossing Sooke l\i\er. .a romantic and 
l-.cantiftd stream, after having disposed of two 
of oui" passengers, we came to the house of 
-Mr. John A. .Murray, president of the .Sotilce 
and Oiler Uevelopment .Nssociation, justice 
of the peace fur the district, farmer, fruii- 
growcr. scholar and most hospitable host. 1 
liad Diet .Mr. .Mui ly at the provincial fair, 
\'ictoria, and be welcomed me \crv lieariiK' 
to his home, w hich lies c'o-e in Ibc se;i. w itli 
;'. s])'en(lid \ iew in all dirci'tions. and the house 
is surrounded by frm'l trees, v ines and a pro- 
lusion of flowers. .At f)nc side ,an alnmdance 
of English i\y trailed over a roc!<, \vhile roses, 
lilies, pansies, sweet peas, marigokls, sweet 
clyssuin, popjncs and other flowers shone in 
the sunlight, adding to the beauty of the sitti- 
alion. Over the front porch a \''irginia creeper 
vine spread in all directions. e\ery leaf like a 
fiery interrogatiim point, the whole blaxing 
oiil in a scarlei banner, a.iul i'i\alling a sim- 
■-et in its flann'ng niagnifieence. t'loxer fields 
:ind orchards sn; I'ounded tbt.\ house, and the 
entire effect wa.-' one of i):istoraf l>eauty and 
home comle>rl. 

I browsed around over the farm that day, 
went down to the wharf, niel :\ number of 
jjcoplc of the district, among them .Mr. bdm 
A. I. i''rcnch. the \ ei'y efficivni aiul eiu'igetic 
secretary of tlic Soo]<t' .and ( )lier .Nssociation ; 
Mr. lion nvcasi le l);ile. tiie well loiown n;itin'- 
alist and authoi': .Mr. \\ .-ly, .and sev, i.n other-. 
In the evening, while Mr. .Mi:rr;i\ w;is cul- 
ling sonu: clover, he flushed a large be\'\' of 
(|uail, anti although it was before the season 
for shooting, 1 went down into the hi ush and 
routed a number of them out juil to see how 
thev flew, .md whether their flight and their 
tactics (liifered very much from the "I'ow 
While, " <")nr (pniil of tiie Slates. 1 found ihat 
lliev (hidged (piiekdy over the briiom <and thick" 
ccivor, and raihe: infeii'cd thai '.hev vvdiild be 
hai'd to shoot on ihe v, uig. I iiad brought 
m.y .gun along for the trip, and it was snnglv 
slowed away in its case in the house, wailing 
for the ist Oclober to take its place on the 
calendar. I may say in passing, that when 
ihic 1st of r)clobcr came the gun was lak-en 
from its case, .md — but that wi'll be reser\efl 
i"or another clnii)tcr. .\c.xt im)rning, brighl 
and early. Mr, .Murray. Mr. l-'reneh and his 
wife, and myself all started for a trip around 
.S'"iol<c h.'irbor in a seavvcirthy, si;umch-going 
.gasoline launch — I have fogotlen its name. .It 
was the most memorable trip 1 have ever 
taken on a gasoline launch, from this one fact, 
iP.,J up other; it started without stdking, did 
itot break down once during the entire trij), 
and alto,gether hehiived in a perfectly incom- 
l)rehensil)le ami iru.slworlhy manner for a 
gasoline launch. 1 have been so accustomed 
in my travels ill the»c launches to have the 



skipper swing the crank . vigorously : ■ roiincl. 
about;< a thousand times before tlie launch 
• wonUlvstart, and so used to having it puff out 
and-drift'Oii the rocks, and so resigned to hav- 
mg the proi)eller gel entangled m the seaweed 
and stop, that it was something in the nature 
of a miracle to be in a launch ibat Icept right 
on "launcliing" and showed an ability to make 
a round trip without coughing and giving u]) 
the ghost every half an hour. or so. We had 
on board with us the Rev. Mr, Burns, whom 
we landed on a scow at one of the wharves 
opjjosite Sooke. and from there we i)asscd 
through the entrance of the harlvor .'ind be- 
yond the s.'uul spit, where llie Sooke Rifle 
Team has its weekly practice at the butts. 

Sooke harbor is indeed one of the most 
pictnrescpie and attractive of all harbors on 
the coast. We rounded many .~ cape and 
headland, and finally passed into the entrance 
of Ash Bay, a romantic little cup-like hollow 
in the hills, where the tide came in through 
a narrow I'lassagevvay and si)re.'ul out to llie 
shores, high and rocky, and heavilv limbered, 
which encircled the b.ay. lligli above llie en- 
trance to ibis passagew.'iy were tvvf) storm- 
beaten trees. From one of these a thong oi 
deer-hide fluttered. This, so Mr. Murray ex- 
jdained. marked how the Indian.-s in earl}' 
days tied riule nets across the n;irrow chan- 
nel, and I hen. ciriding ihe harbor, frightened 
the inyri;id ',if wild fowl so thai tlioy flew into 
ibis ;iiid otiiei- adjoining indentations "f the 
main h;ud)iii'. .\s the ducks came iu by clouds 
inn I llie little bay, hundreds became eniangled 
in the net. And when the net was talceii 
down and the captured eliicks removed from 
it. it was again swung up to the trees and 
fastened; and indians stationed at the head 
of the little bay came oul in their canoes and 
chased the ducks bade again lo the harbor, 
numbers of tlicm flying into the net again 
ijn their reinrn to the open v\-alcr. 

I hi one side of this little l);iy was ;i huic 
rock with but a few feet vantage ground on 
it. .\nd here in the very early days ;i lone 
hermit had made his home. J lake my hat off 
to this man for his sagacity in the choice of 
a location. If a man had deliberately chosen 
the hermit profession, and had started out to 
accpiire solitude, 1 do not know of any ))lace 
where he coidd have been more iuinimu' from 
l.MMik agents, advertising scilicitors, gct-riclv 
(piick |)ronioters, peddlers, ]ioliticians ;nid the 
noise of 'raniwavs, than on that sobtarv 
rock in .\sh Bay forty or fifty years ago. The 
legend is that this particular hermit had a 
dog with him, but it got too lonesome for the 
dog and he .swam ashore. This particular 
recluse was a mechanical genius in his way. 
making manv articles of fnrnitiu'e. and even. 
So history records, a complete pipe organ. 
W e came out of this little ba}'. aiul then look' 
CMir way in .-md around Socdce harbor, ])assing 
many charming little farms (lolling tlie 
water's edge, .'uul coining iii) iiilo fl;U cov e.s 
and bays adjacent lo the main harbor. W'e 
had a delightful day and which 1 will long 
remember. 

Tliat night at the Public Mall iit Sooke, a 
meeting of the Sooke and Otter Development 

.\ssncialion was held, and was vvoll attended 
by an appreciative and enthusi.'islic audience. 
.Mr. .Murrav ])resided, and made the opening 
;id(lre.ss, calling ;illenlion to tin- v\nrk nt ilie 
league in the various districts, the need of co- 
operation .and enthusiasm in the work-, the 
lienefits that would result ;dl over the dis- 
trict througli intelligent and steady co-oper- 
ation, the bringing into notice the many ad- 
vantages and resources of the Sooke rlisirict 
as a fruit-growing and farmin,;^ region. .Mr. 
.Mnrrav spoke at some length of ihe excellent 
showing in;ide by the .Sook'e and Otter dis- 
trict at the recent fair bebl al Victoria, its 
improvemeut over the exhibit of the prev ious 
year, and ])redicted that at the next fair, be- 
ing the jubilee year of the Provincial J''air, 
the Sooke and Otter districts would have an 
e.xhibii lhat would be second to none of any 
(jf the agricultural displays on the Island. 
.Mr. Murray's address was received with much 
applause. 

Mr. |ohn .\. 1. French, sccret.iry of ilic 
.''^ooke and Otter .Association, and cipiaiii of 
ihe rifle team of the district, was called ujjon, 
and made an address, in which he called at- 
leiilioii lo the fact, lhat ruiioug oilu'r ibiiig- 
needed bv ilie Soolce disirici was tlie remne.-d 
of rock obsl i iict ion in the chamud coinu cliii;.; 
.Sooke harbor with the .straits. .Mr. hrench 
demonstrated lhat the necessity of clearing 
ihe entrance of this obstruetimi was a niat- 
ti'r of vital importance to the district, espc- 
ciallv ;is the salmon canning ii"li;:;i!v at 
S<'iok"e eiii]il<)yed ,i considerable ifvcv di men 
.'iiid necc -sil ;ited bevnnd all cavii ;i n ai)solute- 
Iv cK'.ir en:i';iiwe In ihe harbor. .Mr. h'reiirb's 
remarks were received in .'i manner v liich 
showed that his audience was in ecnnplete 
;iceord on this and the other subjects he spoke 
on. 

.Mr. Way. one of the prnnnneiit eilizens of 
Sooke. and a man who lias always ideiilified 
hinisclf w ii.li every progressive niovenienl in- 
.'iiignraled in the disirici, vv;is ilie next speak- 
11. .Mr. W av's hobby, if il iiiav be so (U.'sig- 
naled. is land-clearing, li is a luilibv which 
is sli;ired with him by :\ great in.'inv dllier 
men who have the best interests of the Island 
at heart. It is a hobby, which, with tlie 
opening of railroad transportation, means the 
ultimate prosperity and the devciopnient of 
^■ancouvcr Island. Mr, Way has studied the 
subject thoroughly, .iiid is really one of the 
pioneers of clearing land by machinery. His 
jidilress was a mosi inleresiiiig one. and re- 
jdele with informalinii concerniiiL;' the sub- 
ject. 1 lis i)lan has already been given out, 
and is one of the most A-.-iluable a(lditioiis to 
the literature embracing this subject. 

The Secretary of the Victoria Branch w.is 
next introduced by Mr. .Murray; and .g;ive a 
resume of the work accomplished by the 
league, its liojies and .aims for the future, and 
its unalterable dclcrniination lo advance 
steadily with the work in hand, utterly re- 



t gardless of Avhat some people might be pleased 
to term "discouragement." Special attention 
was drawn to fhc significant strides Avhich 
had been taken in railroad development, and 
the material improvement exeu' during the 
last si.N months; ;ind a i)ropliecy of further 
nni)rovemcnt and development, which is eveii 
now showing unmistakable signs of fruition, 
was confidently prophesied by the speaker. 

A vote, of thanks to the .speakers was' 
moved by ^[r, Bonpycastlc Dale, and sec- 
onded by the Rev. Mr. llunis.

That morning, Mr. Dale and I took a trip 
ill his canoe up the Sooke River.

fish. It was a geiminc dolce far nieiitc trip, 
with ihe tlion.glil of angling .'iiid sliudtiTig ^ei 
aside- for a d.'iy. and .'i l;i/_v. sliif'.less. ih -inMh- 
iiig. care-Ill ilbiiig. heed-iioihing spirit in lid- 
lovv us into tile windings ;iiid sli;il!ovvs of one 
iif the most exipiisile of all nf \ .uicmiv er Isl- 
anil's many rivers The 1 'el erborough canoe 
sailed along the waters like a leaf. .\t least 
it did, until we got into some shallows and 
nearly tipped over, but through .Mr. Dale's 
skill we retained our equilibrium ;. ami by 
dragging the canoe ashore and waiting a lit- 
tle w hile, ilu tide rose and enabled us lo re- 
-■■ume our journey. 

b'nrther up the river we came l^' where 
llie salmon vvere sp;ivviiiiig. dozens of ilieiii 
Iving in the shallow pools. I iere Avas a strange 
ar.d nioiu'iifnl spectacle, (iroiqjs aiid pairs of 
splendid fish, their hack fins, sides and tails 
worn and blcefling from eontaci with the 
sharj) gravel, were dying by inches in a last 
effort (jf c\])iring vi'.'iliiy lo iAc back to na- 
inri' the i)rocreat ive force wdiicli meanl ;i con- 
linn.-itioii of llieir sjjecies. Here and there a 
fish lay dead, its putrid decav already api);ir- 
enl. while oecasioiiall v anolhcr rolled, dying, 
buffctted by the curreiil, and lacerated by the 
shingly surface over wdiieh it was borne, the 
instinct of procreation, whether blind or intel- 
ligent, .serving to urgcVthcm up slreaiii, lo lay 
their bones on iiebbledjshores and pass out to 
make room for myiJi^<ls''-ifo come. 

Overhead. ' gold '^nd green and scarlet 
banners of dense I'oliage flung scattered leaf- 
shreds to the limjiid and sp.arkling waters; 
overhead the sun shone, and the living green 
of fir and cedar and the springing gras.-s oi 
I'car-bv fields. ni;ide a ])icinie of ligbi iiiid 
life. beyond, ihc dislaiil lines of iiiounl;nn 
lo])s slanled ],onderf)nsly a.gainsl the si<ies. It 
was a scene of cxcjuisile and dreamy grandeur. 
lUit here on the river bed the salmon darted 
lo ;ind fro, spawning ;nid dying; atoms in the 
iiifinile siiiii iif ii;iliire's iin'stery, sacrifices on 
ihe ;dl,'ir of llie eternal, inartvrs to the iii- 
srncl. w hicli, whether in beast or l)ird or man, 
lia.- spelled progress on the higlivvavs of the 
centuries. 

.Mr. l);dc and 1 built our linle fire in .i 
liidlow mi llu' sands, and his elaborate ami 
tO(jllisome liiiu'heon was .'dniosi the means 
of my foundering myself. On one of our ex- 
cursions along the river bank', three splendid 
vock pheasants sprang out and sailed awav 
in different direclions. each of ns swinging 
enil otu' ein])ty arms in pantoniinie and ex 
l)laining how easily we could have "dnwned 
llieni" if il li;td been ii|iciiing d.'iv. .'iiid we bad 
had our arlillerv along, ("oniing b'lclc we met 
a gi'iiiip of luiiilers .^ning furlber up the river 
for the next day's sbodtinnr, \\ ^ drilled back- 
vvilli llie title, ciiniing out into the harbor 
after a most deli.ghtful -i. d memorable day; 
only ,riarrie<l. if such a day could he marred. 
l)v llie rccolleclioii nf the sn-niingly inexplain- 
iible sacrilice nf llie mvriad s.'dnion in their 
(lying struggles ahing ilic slimglv sbalhiws:

Her address received 
great aiiplnuse and enthusiasm, and her hand- 
ling of ibe subjects on which she spoke 
siiowed ;i ilmroiigh knowledge of them, and .i 
ecniniaiid (jI l;ingu;igc fully cap/able of expl;iin- 
ir.g and illuniinaliiig ihem. Iler audience vv.i-. 
even a largi'r one iliaii nv. the previon-- iiigli!, 
and w;is ;itieuded hy ni.aiiv ladie--, as well as 
by nearly every citizen of the district. 

.Vcxt day I took .in extended trip an)iind 
the vSooko district, finding many farms siilen- 
ilidlv adaiitcd to fruit-growing and nii.sed 
i.n ining. .\n air of prosperity and develop- 
nieiit is apiJarenl all over the disirici. .\'evv 
lioiises ;u'e going up, land (de.-iring is l)eiiig 
eoiidncUvl in various p.aris nf ibc disirici. .'unl 
;i geiiei';il feeling rd progress scems iippei'iiinsl . 
I fonnd the slakes nf the projerieil Ib'iikley 
Sound railway in many places ;ilong llic shore, 
and could not help but speculate on the lic- 
mendous improvement that would necessarily 
take place in such a splendid agricultural 
district as this, with a swift and sure means 
oi Iransportal ion, sncii ,'is the r.iilro;i(l would 
afford, to V ictoria. The f.'u'in of .Mr. Doug- 
las Muir was one lhat ])arl iciik'irly eiilliiised 
me. with the size of iis fields ;iii(l the evident' 
fertilily of the soil. k'nut ;md vegelahles 
grow magnifieenlly in ilie Sooke ;md (.)lter 
districts, and with ihe a.lvcnt of lrans])orta- 
tioii, -and the clearing ;i vv ay of many acres of 
excellent farm land in the "district, it will be a 
locality that will come to the front rapidly.

In fad. her 
bene lael ioiis ;u e i 11 11 inneral ile, and she tries In 
gi\e vviscdv in every insl;mcc. 

.Mrs. I Icily Creeii is believed to possess l;c- 
tvveen .S-5, 000,000 and .S 100.000,000, and most 
.ill of her slnpendoiis wealth she made her- 
self, Sh'- was the daughter of a rich man, and 
vv ben she was imly si.xteen years cdd got 
ooo.ooo from his estate. .She had $4,000,000 
left to her by an auiil. .\ll the rest of her for- 
tune is her own aecnimilation.

Army Manoeuvres^ 



Vc publish today the second of two articles 
by our A'lilitary Correspondentiijip'on/tKe.Arm}'' 
Manoeuvres. His lucid and ificiiive ti-eaf^^ 
of the rnatter-will enable every intelligent'^eir- 
son, eye'n without the advantage of technical 
knowledge, to form a good general idea of the 
degree of efficiency attained by our troops in 
comparison wdth that existing a few years ago, 
and perlta])s also lo .gain some not wholly- in- 
adetpiate conce])tion of the sustained zeal, 
energy ,-ind intelligence which have brought 
about the salutary ehan.ye. .Mr, liaidanc has 
been so closely associated in the public mind 
with the Territorial Army that his work in 
connection with the Regular Army has per- 
haps hardly been sufficiently appreciated. 
From the military point of view the silent and 
unobtrusive manner in which, reform h.as been 
carried out is a dislinel ach-antage, because the 
non-professional mind, though it can judge re- 
sults in a general way, is (|uile unfit to criticize 
the general details of method. Hut now that 
the results arc before us and are admitted by 
all coiu])eleiil jnd.ges lo mark .1 very great ad- 
vance, il is htling that due credit should be 
given to the .Minister whose steady and en- 
lightened support has enabled the military au- 
thorities to effect necessary but difficult re- 
forms. Mr. Ilalclaiie would no doubt be the 
first 10 acknowledge lhat the foundations of 
the work were put in by his more immediate 
l)rcdecessors at the War Office, and that the 
initial steps in such a matter arc bard, obscure, 
and liianklcss. L'lxm the foundation laid by 
others, and with the aid of the Army Council, 
he has built a superstructure which, if not yd 
complete, can al least be recognized as solid 
and well designed, and as representing almost 
a revolution in Army administration as under- 
stood ten years ago. It can easily be recog- 
nized by those least versed in military affairs 
that the recent manoeuvres are of an unaccus- 
l(nned t.vpe, that the}- make a closer approach 
titan those which preceded ihein to the actual 
conditions of war, that they test not merely the 
lighting line but all the services upon which 
an army in the field must depend for its mo- 
bility and fighting efficiency, and that they 
make calls upon generalship which could 
hardly be said to exist in the highly-conven- 
tionalized manoeuvres of the past. 

It is highly gratifying for the people of 
this country lo find that the military organiza- 
tion throu.gh all its parts has satisfied these 
more exacting tests with very marked success. 
J 11 the first ]daee the rank and file have shown 
all the (pialilies which have given tlve British 
soldier tlie reputation of being the finest fight- 
ing material in the world. The rank and file 
have proved that in spite of all the croaking 
about the degeneracy of the race, they can 
march like their forefathers, can endure fa- 
tigue, exposure, scanty rations, and all the 
hardships of the field, and can endure theih 
with all the gay . courage and itncptnplaini,n'g 
good humor of other days. In addition thej' 
have develoi^ed to a very salisfactorv' extent 
the qualities of individual intelligence and in- 
itiative demanded by modern tactics. That 
thev still have much to learn in this direction 
is no doubt true, but they have not had many 
o|)poi ttmilies of learning b}- actual practice, 
and il is onlv from the new style of man- 
oeuvres that they can obtain such o]Dpoi-luni- 
ties. The great jjoint is that the qualities and 
capacities are there, and that' the British 
soldier, as of old, needs only the right training 
and tlie right leadership to hold his own in 
any circumstances. The training, as we know, 
has been immensely imjiroved, and the 
manoeuvres arc there to prove that it has not 
iieeii wasted. The leadership has also been 
transformed. In the handling of the troops we 
mnsl note ;m alertness, a sup])Ieness, an 
;i(laplabilily, ami m one word, an intelligence, 
such as modern c(.nidilions iin|)eratively de- 
mand, though only a few years a.go the demand 
bad not been met or even fully recognized. Of 
course, there have been mistakes. There al- 
ways arc in the finest armies. It is truly said 
thai the best general is the one Avho makes 
fewest mistakes ; for war is an art based on 
science, not a science proceeding by rigid dem- 
onstraiion. It is by making mistakes that we 
learn how to avoid them, and the Army is 
forlimate in having the hue military judgment 
of Sir bdiii iM-encli li.i point ibem out when 
m.ide. We have to remember the condili(.)ns 
—a novel kind of manoeu\'rcs carried out in a 
liighl)'- enclosed country ijrcsenting peculiar 
problems of its own — and to ask wdiat sort of 
show would have been made by the Army as 
it was before the Boer Avar had it been called 
upon to perform similar operations. No ofte 
who looks at the matter in this way can fail to 
recognize an enormous advance. ' 

The machinery of the Army still creaks a 
good deal, 'i'lie transport arrangements leave 
something lo be desired, even if we allow for 
obvious diiTicnlties. Our Correspondent notes 
lliarilie disseiniiialioii of news is not properly 
provitlcd iVjf, and that adequate arrangements 
;u'e not made to ensure the certain and prompt 
receipts of orders from headquarters. Tliese 
and other defects of the kind can be remedied, 
and doubtless will be remedied now that at- 
tention has been called to themi;.;.\yfhen they 
are put right perhaps the gloomy and anxions 
faces noted by your Correspondent will give 
place to the serene and smiling countenances 
of officers who know what is going on around 
them, and feci themselves in secure touch with 
the general in command, — London Tunes.

"A Certain Rich AFaii," by William Allen 
White: The iMacmillan Publishing Company, 
Toronto, Ont. 

" • . Once in a while we like to have a story 
told to us, sitting ncar the narrator, and watch- 
ing his face as he talks, seeing the ernotions 
chase one another across his covinlcnancc, 
listening to liis voice as il rises and falls, now 
tender and soft, now dcnunciati'.ig- and ficrci-, 
now vibrating- with sympathy as he rclalcs 
a tender love story, now deep and low when 
tragedy touches the tale. W e like to hc?r his 
laughter punctuate certain passages, and to 
see the tears in his eyes through the mists in 
,our own. Yes, once in a while, a very rare 
once, we like to adopt the attitude of lisiener 
when we read a story, and we can very readdy 
accept the manner in which Mr. While tells 
his tale, for his i^crsonality is not (jbtrnsi\c, 
he makes us think of liini as a c]uiet oliservcr 
of it all, all the lillle tragedies and comedies 
that go to make up the book. 1 ristincti vely we 
jdcturc him as one nf the gnnip of philosni)hers- 
in the harness makers shop, taking- only a 
very small part in affairs, but notnig care- 
ful iV cverytliing that happens in Sycamore 
Ridge, each event with the individuals that 
iigure in it, and after the lapse of time, tellings 
.us the story as it appeals to him who has 
known and loved the participants. Only once 
or twice docs the story-lcdler spod an inter- 
esting passage, by introducing an irrele\'ency , 
for instance, in the scene where Xcal_ awaits 
Icanctte, and the reader's heart is beating fast 
in anticipation of the happy meeting, it is not 
pleasant to ba\ c a wholly incongruous element 
thrust in. it spoils, one of the sweetest inci- 
cj«nts in the book, fiut the tale is s(t long, and 
so full of interest, the characters are all so 
keenly and consistently delineated, the whole 
tone of the book is sn sano and wholesome, the 
good is made so much of, and the bad touched 
u|6ri''so lightly, that the effect produced is 
genuinely uplifting and wc can forgive a fault 
more or less. 

lohn Barclav is the "Certain Rich Man," 
and' wc meet b'im hrst when he is little more 
than a babv— the descriptions of childlife and 
of boyhood' and girlhood are all delightfully 
realistic— and little John shows his originality 
frCJin theibegitining. \yheri the civil war Vrfiaks 
,oiU;'atid"he is not yet in his teens, he Hides tn 
pjie of llie commissary wagons and manages 
to reach the front and to sec .some figlnuig, in- 
cidentally receiving a wound iir the foot. The 
awfttlness of the s'ccnes he witnessed, and bis 
own suf^enng^ may have seared the childish 
heart then, though he does nf)t give any evi- 
dence of his futtne proclivities until alter the 
death of his boyhood's sweetheart, a gentle 
little girl whom he worshipped with all the 
pure constancy of a lad's first love, which has 
not learned to demand and only desires to be- 
st'Ow. 

Returning from school, grown bitter 
through his sorrow, he makes up his mind to 
devote his life to but one thing, the amassing 
of wealth for the sake of the "Larger Good. 
From herding his neighbor's cows. John rises 
io the honor of driving a team of bis own. 
which he uses for odd jobs of hauling. Little 
by little he works up. always hcjarding and ac- 
cumulating, until when the first bank opens 
in. the Ridge, he staiuls proudly at the head of 
the line of depositors. 

There is such a multitude of charae.cra in 
the book, and so many of them no less inter- 
esting than lohn, and the tale covers so mucK 
in point of time, nearly three generations, that 
It would be impossible to give a fair synopsis 
of the stor\-.

his long and busy life. .Mr. Ihick'- 
tions were many and ot \aried O'

his son, Dudley Buck Jr., the violiuiri me 
composer was born at Hartford, Conn., A .irch

Public, musicians and critics praised 
the cantata highly and Mr. Ruck's fame v/as 
established.

The important compositions of Dudley 
Buck are of various kinds. The greater num- 
ber arc vocal, sacred and secular. He com- 
posed '•The Legend of Don Munio," a dramatic 
cantata, in 1874, the te.xt of which is- bis' 6'Wn 
from Washington lr\ing's "Alhambra." His 
setting of the forty-sixth psaltn for solos, 
chorus and orchestra, and his symphonic over- 
ture to Scott's "Marmi(m" are familiar. 
Thomas brought nut the "Marmion" with the 
Philharmonic Society of l!r..,d-dyn. 

Five \-erses by the late Fdniund Ciarcnce 
Stediiian were set to music by 'Mr. Ihick, one 
of which, "Creole Lover's Song." soon be- 
c:ime very popular. 'His setting uf Longfellow's 
"v'.oldcn Legend" won the St, 000 prize offered 
by the Cincinnati Musical h'estival Associa- 
tion years ago against twenty competitors. His 
largest work. "Light of Asia." was ])ublished 
and first performed in London in 1886. He 
wrote one comic opera score to a bf)ok written 
bv W. A. Croffut. 

.Mr. lUick's literary works include "Dic- 
tionary of Musical 'I'erms" and "influence of 
the Organ in 1 listory." 

CANADA'S DEFENCE 

In a very able article in The University 
Magazine. C. Frederick Hamilton discusses 
the various reasons why Canada should have 
a navy. He think.s that the Dominion would 
command more respect and would receive far 
more consideration from England if she were 
not so entirelv dependent upon the iiinther- 
cnuntrv for hc^p in a i)ossiblc war. In c<.inmon 
,wilb iiiost Canadians, he is chagrined over the 
preference shown the I'liited Stales, and de- 
cares that Canada does not feel particularly 
enthusiastic over llie policy of taking e.\cessive 
pains in order to keep on good terms w^th 
our neighbor In the south, v.dio never "does a 
good turn to lis." Moreover, rightlv or wrong- 
Iv, we have an idea that much of the apparent 
unyiehling and cjuarrelsonie rcscdution of 
American foreign ])olicy is bluff: and this 
makes us exceedingly impatient of any con- 
cessions to the American point of view. 

He has this to say in regard to. our. atti- 
tude towards Jai)an : 

"As to Japan, we have no special reason to 
cultivate her beyond our general desire to in- 
cfease oui' trade, and we may' have a danger- 
ous racc-r|uesl ion to rliscuss with her. Our 
jjcople in I'ritish Coinnibia have ali the Xorth 
.American white man's intolerant,, and one 
must sa\-, insensate, jjride of blood and race; 
the Japanese are proud and quick to lake of- 
fence; the racial aspect of the difficulty is 
aggravated by its economic importance, one 
or two industries already having been appro- 
priated by the new-comers from the Far East. 
W e lia\-e every diplomatic reason to treat 
Jai):in with consideration, she being mighty 
"where we are feeble: hut we have very pre- 
cious interests in conserve on the Pacific lit- 
toral, and in the maintenance id lliem Japan 
is our chiel' — let us say — obstacle, for enemy 
is not the correct worcl to apjily." 

In the event of a war with Gcrniany he 
thinks that a Canadian naval force in Cana- 
dian waters would render the .Atlantic coast 
impregnable and gives the following reasons: 
A war.ship on a commerce-destroying ini.s- 
sion of this sort greatly dislikes fighting other 
warships, b'.ven if she win.s, there is only one 
small cruiser the less in the hostile navy, 
whereas her business is tn destroy a great 
mam- merchant ships, territ'y the rest from 
sailing, and upset tb.e enemy's trade. Again, 
,111 eiuniN' s coast, 3,000 miles from home, 
would he an uncomfortable place if a chance 
shot hurt the engines or made the vessel leak. 
Then there are considerations as to ammuni- 
tion and fuel supply of a technical nature. 
Thus even a small fighting force would tend 
to discourage a somewhat s1r(-)iiger eommercc- 
deslroving force from eoining in its direction. 
The stronger our defeiisivi' f(n-ce were to grow, 
the less ;it tr;tct ivr \^-'iiild the enemy fiml our 
co.-isi. .MoreoNcr. the peculiar nature of our 
coastMine, with its scries of gateways, would 
lend itself to defence, if we had a -naval force, 
even as it docs to blockade :is long as wc have 
none. If wc keep those gatcwaxs strongly 
eiuumh I'l w.-irn raiders U', the St. Lawrence, 
(mo mile- Ironi Onrbee to CabfU Strait, is safe: 
;iml so Is the Ib-iy e>l Lniidy. h'rom Quebec tri 
Lix ei pnol is _',(ioo nnles : of this siune Ono or 
700 miles would be closely guarded, and the 
rest would be in the ocean, where it is harder 
to find vessels than coastal waters wdiere 
routes converge, 

"The naval force for such a task might be 
either a torpedo defence, or a squadron of suit- 
able cruisers, or both. By a torpedo defence 
1 mean, of course, a flotilla of lori)erlo boats 
oi- of destrovers, possibly eseu of submarines. 

"The advantages of torjK'do delence ;ire 
lb,-it. Ii\- ri-ason of its ste;ihb ;in<l the shatter- 
ing effect of a blow that gets home, it is a 
we.ipoii which is effective against any kind 
of ship, even the mightiest; that its existence 
makes the whole coast so infested most unsafe 
for any hostile fleet, however powerful, and 
im;^<ises ;i str;iin on the nerves of its crews and 
oil the judgmeiit and strength nf ]-)urposc of 
its jidmiral : ;md tli;it it is a ^-aluable assistance 
III am- friendly fleet which ciunes its way. If 
\-ce bad three or f"io- ili'visions of torpedo craft. 
sa\- one at I'.elle isle, one in Cabot Strait, one 
;ii Halifax and one at Yarmouth, the very fact 
of their existence would keep our coastal wa- 
ters clear of hostile vessels unless they had 
some particularly Jfood reason for standing 
Snshord; even if they did, it would be neces- 



sarv for them 10 approach by daylight, wdien 
they could be seen, aitd to be-off 'beforeinightT: ' 
fall'. The menace of the submarine wb'urdibe 
l)articularlv efficacious in keeping the enemy; 
away. Any British fleet having business' in 
our waters would, of course, find in these craft 
a - ready-made and valuable auxiliary. 'I'he 
disadvantage of torpedo craft alone is that 
they can operate only by night, so tha: a 
cruiser -re:dB' wishing -to enter the Gulf or 
Hay of I'luidy could do so by running through- 
ill davlight. ' , , t- 

"If now we turn to the Pacific, wc find w»at 
the dominating factor there is the existlince 
of Japan as a most formidable naval power. 
We have no guarantee that our relations with 
her always will remain friendly, and there arc 
several dangerous elements in the situation, 
.•\part from the ]n-(d)lem of Jai)anese immigra- 
tion and the race difficulty which il raises, we 
inu't consider the remarkable antagonism be- 
tween the United States and Japan ;_ should 
tliese two powers fight, our i)osition, in view 
alike of the explosive conditions in British 
Columbia, and of the temptation to Japanese— 
or to American — ships to use our harbours 
under certain i)ossible contingencies, might 
prove very delicate, and we might be dragged 
into the conflict. .Aside from these dangers 
|)eculiar to ourselves, there is the general fact 
that any erne of a hundred accidents or devel- 
oi)mcnts with which wc have nothing to dp 
might set the British Empire at war with 
Japan. 

"We can, without dishonour, count on a 
certain automatic protection from the United 
States. That power is certain to maintain a 
fleet on its l acific coast, and Japan would 
know that the Americans, for their own rea- 
sons, would be exceedingly touchy about any 
interference with us. This protection, ho\v- 
ever, has limitations, and might become _a 
danger: if we were impotent and if Japan _^ill 
attacking the American littoral were to vio- 
late our neutrality by using our coast as ia 
base, we might be embroiled with the United 
States, whose government might suggest that . 
as we were unable to safeguard our coast purr 
selves it would undertake the task for us. 

"The clue to our Pacific policy seems to 
bq in this contingenc}-. it seems an impera- 
tive dulv to take steps to make cur coast se- 
cure against use by a foreign fleet. Only one 
wea]3ons fits die c;u-,e — the torpedo. Fortunate- 
!v. the intricacv of the coast,, with. its;jchain,---0^ 
islands masking the tru6. shore, with' its 'iriaize 
of sounds and, straits, with its thousands of 
fiords and inlets, lends itself to mosquito Avar- 
fare. The climatic difficulties of navigation, it 
is to be observed, arc far less serious than on 
the Atlantic — an important consideration when 
\ve are discussing the use of these fragile 
boxes of machinery. Jn a^idition to this very 
serious duty, there are certain peace-time 
tasks of patrolling, police, etc., wdiich are 
needed in the North Pacific and . which might 
l>roperly be undertaken by Canada;. the§c 
would require shiips of the normal, cruiset; 
type. 

"It remains to discuss, very briefly, ,the 
situation on the Great Lakes. 

"It would seem that if anything is to be 
done in the way of preparing for a naval 
defence of these lakes, it must be doiic bv 
ourselves. If we had a naval force on the 
.Atlantic, for instance, we nught build and 
n-iaintain in the Gulf of St. Lawrence gun- 
A^essels, which, wdule suitable for coastal work, 
would fit the locks, and would carry a fairly 
beavv armament. We also might maintain a 
number of torpedo boats small enough to be 
transported by rail."

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SIMPLICITY OF TRUTH 

Goctli said: "People arc so little iucHned 
to believe in the truth, because the truth is so 
simple." In tlie course of his Sermon on the 
Mount, Jesus said: "Blessed are the pure in 
heart, for they shall see God." That seems 
tOvbs very simple. One mi.i^ht suppose iVoni 
if tha't if he could keep his lieart pure, he would 
enjoy divine favor. It would never occur to 
him that he would have aUo to lielievc a com- 
plicated system of theology and go through a 
certain ritual to obtain the desired boon; 
"Ask and yc .shall receive," said the Divine 
Teacher; Init that is much too simpK^ a propo- 
sition for ir.osl people. They can hardly be- 
lieve it can be so. They prefer to believe that 
if you ask, ])crliaps what you wish will be 
^;ivcii, or [lerhaps, and most nnobahly, some- 
thing else, whicli is really betler than what you 
wanted, although yon may never know it. "In 
the beginning God created the heavens and 
the earth," says the Book of Genesis. This 
is quite too simple for belief, ft is so nuicli 
easier to believe in primordial px-rms endowed 
with a potency sufficient for ihc evolutitm of 
a \-isible inii\-orsc. Trobably ynn wi" ,iiu 
know what that means. It .sounds so very 
learned liial you niii^ht naturally want to be- 
lieve it. W e don't know what it means either, 
but the words fit into each other quite as \vell 
as Herbert Spencer's "I think I perceive that 
there is no necessity- feu- th.e hypothesis oi 
God." W ise-sounding phrases like these are 
easy enougli to l>elie\c, but a simple suue- 
nient 'ihat "*.he Spirit of (lod inDved i;p'>n the 
face of the deep" is past belief. This is the 
way in Avl'ich we befog our intellects with 
mere word.s. We look for Truth in an elab- 
orate garment coming in some mysterious 
way, and so fail to recognize in the simjilicity. 
which is her characteristic. 

In one of His addresses, jesns spoke of the 
way lo life as "strait and narrow." Strait and 
narrow mean the same thing. The idea that 
is usuall}' conveyed by those who speak of this 
famous text is that in order to reach eternal 
life we must go through life in a long, straight 
and narrow path, on either side of which are 
all manner of pitfalls leading to perdition. But 
this is not wdiat it says. U simply slates ihat 
the wa}- to life is narrow and that few ])eople 
find it. The reason why is probably becau.'-e 
it is nanow. If it was broad and conspicu- 
ous, any one could, see it; but most people ig- 
nore, it because it is inconspicuous. They go 
searching for something that is grand, in- 
volved, my-s'terious, difficult of com|irehension. 
If tlia'; kind of a salvation is jircaclied, people 
think there may be something in it: hut any- 
tliing that is as simple as what the I'^oundcr of 
Chris'iianity preached is not to be thought of. 
The te.xt referred to is generally used lo ad- 
monish those that are living lives of wicked- 
ness ; but we might be justified in thinkmg that 
it applies in some degree lo the people who 
make creeds and preach dogma. "They would 
.not come unto Me that they might have life" 
.said the Divin..' Teacher, lie did not say that 
they would niit learn the catechism or sub- 
scribe lo snrni' formula 'if belief or acce|H cer- 
tain ccrem^jnies as efTicacious. lie said sim- 
l)ly. "Comi; unto Me." That seems a very 
simi)lc thing to do, and perhaps that is why 
so few people do it.

WATERLOO 

On his return co t'aris from Elba, i\a])olcon 
put forth all his efforts to consolidate his 
power. An extraordinary assembly of the 
estates of the icalm was called for the purpr>se 
"of eoi recliiig and modifying our coii.st itution 
and oi assisting at the coronation (if the em- 
press, our dear and well-belox'ed spouse, and of 
our dear and well-beloved son." Later he is- 
sued a manifesto in which he declared that he 
had abandoned the organization of "a grand 
federal system in Europe," and that "hence- 
forward he had no other object than to increase 
the prosperity of France by strengthening inib- 
lic liberty." Me al.so established a bereditar\ 
peerage. At this time, as was mentioned in the 
]3rece(liiig artici-, the allies had 700,000 men 
in the field and the most that i\'a]3oleoii could 
muster Avas 200,000. But the allied force was 
considerably scattered so tiiat the dispropor- 
tion was not as great as these figures indicated. 
Napoleon advanced into Belgium at the head 
of i22,40[ men, mostly all veterans and un- 
doubtedly the finest body of men he had ever 
connnanded. W ellington had 105,950 men un- 
der him. Of those 30,000 were .\'et herlandcrs, 
in wdiom little confidence was placed, and their 
conduct on the eventful day showed that they 
were not to be trusted. Of the remainder j5,- 

000 were English, chiefly raw recruits; there 
were about 40,000 from various' German' prihd- 
palities. .Altogether il was a weak- force l)c- 
cause it was so lacking homogcneit}'. Welling- 
ton said ''it was the worst army ever got to- 
gether." Blucher had i 16,897 men, nearly all 
of them veterans, and the whole forming a 
homogenous army. 

Napoleon left Paris on June 12, and moving 
with hi^ usual celerity be threw hinweljf ..be- 
tween the two opi^osing armies. He attacked 
both of tliem on the same day. He met the 
Prussians at l-igny, where he commanded ''n 
person and inflicted a severe defeat. Of the 
Prussians 12,000 were killed and wounded, and 
among the latter was Blucher. Marshal Ney 
was entrusted with the attack upon Welling- 
ton, which took place at t^uatre f>ras. Pic was 
compelled to retreat ; but the check which the 
Prussians had received compelled Wellington 
to retire on i'.russels, so as to effect a junction 
with Blucher. German historians have never 
iorgi\-en Wellington for this, and they claim 
that he should ha\-e advanced to Ijluchcr's as- 
sistance: but the Duke doubtless knew what 
was the wisest thing to be done uiuler the cir- 
cuiiislanccs. Much de])endcd upon the result 
of the battle which was expected. H Na- 
poleon won, all Europe would be at his feet. 
It was prudent, therefore, for Wellington to 
got more closely in touch with the Prussian 
force, and by retiring give Blucher time to , e- 
cover from the check administered at Eignv. 
June i/tb was oecu|jied in this ret;'; .grade 
movement, and on June l8tli. Wellington de- 
termined to try conclusions with the Empe:<ir. 
The battle of Waterloo consisted of live at- 
tacks on the British position. The first was 
on the right, the next was on the left ; the third 
was the famous cavalry attack, which broke 
mto foam on the l^.ritisli squares; the fourth 
\v;is ;i .successful attack by Xey on Pa llr.ve 
Saiiite, and the hfth was tlie (diarge of I'he 
guard. The battle hegrm ;it 1 1.30 a.m. : the rout 

01 the guard was complete at 8 p.m. The Prus- 
sians ajjpearcd on the scene during the third 
attack. The fate of the day was decided by the 
general advance of the British ; it was render- 
cfl complete by the pursuit of the Prussians. 

\ arions explanations of the defeat have 
been gi\eu. One of them is that .\'apo!con 
ni.ade :\ seriou.-i error in despatching Oroticliv 
with 30,000 men in a fruitless ])nrsuit of a part 
of the Prussians. Victor Hugo accounts for it 
by the a\\ liil loss of the bVencb cav;ilr\- in the 
famous "sunken" road. Others say it was due 
to the fact that Napoleon was not well. Uut 
after the whole situati(jn has lieen analyzed 
we conii' down to one 11 ndispii t .able fact, name- 
ly lh;it the r.rilish iiifanlr\ stood limi and let 
the lo'cnch ea\rilry "fo;im itself a\va\-" against 
their l)ayonets. 'Had they sielded", I'diicber 
would b.ave arris'ed in v;iiii. It is said of Wcdl- 
ingtoii that, during the third stage of the bat- 
tle, one of his generals approached him and 
asked him for instructions to he followed in 
case of his death. The Duke replied: "They 
are simple. St.and here until the l.asi ni;m dies." 
Thi- third att.ack, which .Vapolooii ex])cc1vd 
would decide the day was bc'giin sluirlU after 
^our o'clock'. .\'ey led it, and his ca\;dr\- was 
supported b\- a terrific artillery i fe. l"or lliree 
hours tlie-lerrii)le trial of st'-ei'gth i-o;i! iiiiicd, 
when Ney was forced to retire, fo'- lack <;{ men. 
Then Friant was sent forward with eight bat- 
talions of the Imperial Guard against the Brit- 
ish squares, but tlicy stood !irm and the dash- 
ing ch.arge of the 5-'nd Port threw them into 
confusion. It wa.i at this juncture, speaking 
.accnr.'itely at 7.,^o, ih.at the ad\-ance i;u;irds of 
the Prussians came into action. Wellington 
saw at once that Ihe flay \\as bis, and ordered 
a general advance. The exac. los.sts of Ihe op- 
posing armies has never been quite deter- ^ 
mined. That of the French probably exceeded' 



There never was a more crushing defeat. 
Despair .-^ci^.ed upon the French. Wonderful 
acts of heroism were performed by officers 
and men in a vain effort to rally the fugitives. 
Napoleon himself seems to have lost heart, 
and for the time being almost his rea.son. 
Victor Pliigo tells that he was discov- 
ered alone in the darkness walking back to- 
wards the field where his fate had been de- 
cided. Four days after Waterloo Napoleon 
abdicated. In announcing this step, he said: 
"I offer m\'self as a sacrifice to the enemies 
of Prance, My public life is finished. I pro- 
claim my son emperor of the French." But 
the people were aroused. A reign of terror 
seemed about to be inaugurated. Napoleon 
endeavored to escape from the country by sea, 
but the vigilance of the British cruisers wJis 
too gr<'at. and on July 3 he surrendered him- 
self t(j Cajnaiii Maitla:id of the Belleroiihon. 
.\lucii has been said about his iiaving th^.^^■•" 
himself upon the clemency of ti... urilish gov- 
ernment; but he really had no other course 
left. If he had remained in France, he would 
jjrobalily have fallen a victim to public rage, 
lihuhcr thre.iiencd to shoot him on the spot 
\\diere le Due d'E.ughrcn had been killed. Tlial 
the deposed Emperor hoped lo l)e allowed to 
li\-e in Eni;laiid his letter to the Prince Regent 
sliou's; init in the existing condition of Europe 
such a course would have been full of danger. 
Therefore it was decided to send him to St. 
Helena, where he arrived on October 15. He 
died on May 5, 1821, being 52 years old. His 
life in St, Helena was unhappy chiefly because 
of his quarrels with the governor, and the end 
of his career was inglorious. 



FORCE 

In the preceding articles on this subject, 
reference has been made to the force of grav- 
itation, magnetic attraction and capillary 

force. What may be called vital force will 
now be spoken of. This naturally^ divides it- 
self tinder two heads, vegetable force and ani- 
mal force, usirg both cx|)ressions colloquially. 
.■\. seed is a. very wonderful thing. Thousands 
of years ago grains of wheat were placed in 
Egyptian tond)s, but when they were planted 
after the lapse of manygqenturies, the; moisture 
of the earth sbfteixed'ui cm, tiny green 'shoots 
appeared abo\fe the'groun.d,' and full stalks of 
wheat laden with new grain was the result. 
What was it that was imprisoned in that grain, 
which lay dormant for perhaps five thousand 
years, but was read}' to make its jirescnce felt 
as soon as conditions became favorable? 
What is the force which Nature stores up 
when she 

"Within its shell russet and rude. 
Folds up the tender germ, 
PTninjured with inimitable art. 
And ere one flowery season fades and dies 
Prc]Kires the blooming wonders of the next"? 

What is the quality of the power hidden in 
tin- base of a leaf from a fir cone that it is 
able to produce a great tree, wdiich will stand 
through centuries, and hand down its life to 
future generations of forests? By what 
agency is a rose able to take from the atmo- 
sphere, chiefly, the elements that compose the 
fairest of all flowers and arrange them in ex- 
(inisite form, imparting to them an odor of 
the most marvellous delicacy? What is it that 
c;irrie< the sap to the topmost branch of the 
t.-dlest tree? So we might go on asking ques- 
tion, hut ne\-er getting an answer. Bui tins 
we do loiow, lh;it the \dfal force in a plant ;icls 
successfully in o])position to the force of .grav- 
itation, for while to a certain extent plants 
grow downward, Ihey do so voluntarily, so to 
speak, because by going downward they find 
wdiat they are in search of. Their great ten- 
flency is towards tq)ward grf)wth. "We can- 
not, of course, tell what this jiower is; wc 
c.-uiiioi talce it (uit of the seed and put it un- 
(\vv the microscope; we cannot weigh it. \\'e 
can only ol)scr\-e its operation. It acts con- 
trary lo the force of gravitation, not only in 
raisinf/ plant bself in the opposite directc»in 
lo the operation ot that force, but by raising 
inert objects. It acts contrary to the force 
ni cohesion, because it is able to SpHi. rocks 
risimder. It is so mysterious that, whereas it 
ni.ay he around us on e\'ery side, we cannot be 
conscious of 'ts presence. We onlv know that 
it is working steadily :ind silent!}-. Of all the 
forces it is, .so far as we know, the only one 
that can remain dormant for appaieiilly an in 
definite time, "and yet retain its original vigor. 
We cannot make the force of gravitation dor- 
mant. We ca nimpart magnetic force to ob- 
jects, hut Ihey will lose it. W'e cannot lake 
from water the cohesix-eucss of its i>articles ; 
we ina}' sep.arate these ijarticles widely froii- 
each (jlher by con\-ertiiig the water into steam, 
but when the heal jxisses away the water in 
the ])articles are ^as cohesi\'e as c\ cr. Appar- 
ently if we destroy the vital force of an ani- 
mal it can never be restored, and we cannot 
make it dormant. (Since the above was writ- 
ten we have seen a statement made b}- a dis- 
tinguished h'liglish physician, that umler cer- 
tain hirces the vital force of animals can be 
rendered dormant, and be subsccpiently re- 
vived. Of course dormant vital force is a 
very different thing from mere so-called sus- 
l)endcd animation.) But in the case of plant- 
life, as luis been shown in the case of Egyptian 
\\du\al, and as is shown in a lesser degree bv 
secfls of ;ill kinds, the \'ital force may remain 
dorm;uit indefinitely withoul losing any of its 
efficiency. 11 ere we seem ai)i)areully to be 
face to face with a species of energy for which 
^here is no parallel in nattive, and its existence 
seetns lo show that the various forces cannot 



be resolved uito each other. One rcmarkaliie 
thing about the vital energy of plants, or rath- 
er it would be remarkable if it were not so 
common, is that without it a plant loses its 
power to remain erect, unless the soliditygof 
its structure is such as of itself to resist the 
law of gravitation. Grass, whfen alive, may be 
beaten to the earth by the wind, but unless it 
is broken or entangled, it will take an erect 
position again. The change in a plant wdien 
its vital principle is destroyed is almost in- 
stantaneous, although in the case of those that 
have advanced to the stage of reproduction, 
the plant makes an effort to complete the pro- 
cess. Thus a rosebud placed in water will 
open its ])elals, although it doubtless would 
not ]noducc seed that would possess vital 
energy. In the case of grain, the straw be- 
comes yellow at the base just when the time 
for ripening of the seed arrives, and thereafter 
the grain apparently derives no further nour- 
ishment from the soil, although it probably 
does from the atmopshere. But a plant that 
has iT^' yet reached the reproductive stage 
enteis upon the process of decay the instant 
th.c \'ital energy is arrested. 

In this connection reference may be made 
to a phase of the operation of this vita! jDrin- 
ci])le, which seems almost lo argue intelli- 
gence. As a general projiosition tropical 
plants are luxurious in leaf and flower, but 
meagre in seed. As they extend northward 
the luxury of foliage and bloom is less, but 
the seeds are more numerous, and better fitted 
to v.dthstand adverse cf)nditions. That is why 
"Manitoba Hard" is the best of all wheats. 
The rule holds good of plant-life generally. 
In sonic mysterious way the plant is instinct 
with a tendency to preserve its species from 
extinction. Therefore in the North it puts 
out many seeds and secures them as best 'it 
can from danger. The case seeds of the 
coniferous trees affords another illustration of 
the manner in which northern plants provide 
for their reproduction Under strenuous con- 
ditions, and that the effort is necessary is 
shown by the fact that onl^ a comparatively 
few of the seeds of the coniferous trees ever 
germinate. Therefore the vital energy of 
plant-life' seems like an intelligent energ)', 
wherein it differs from the other forces that 
we have been considering. Th'te "/fact that 

"The sunflower .turns to its -gq,d tjn the West 
The sarne face that he saw wlien he rose," 

is not a phenomenon similar to that just con- 
sidered. Thi^ is pt-obably due to the expan- 
sion of the ^cells ofi;-the pl.ant/jUild the influ- 
ence of the suii's rays. 

The circulation ^o'f sap fn the trunk and 
branches of a tree is a' remarkable phenomen- 
on. The sa]) does not. as sornc suppose, move 
up tlic tree ironi its ixiois, but seems to be in 
gener/il circulation through it. Whether or 
not ..his circulation is due to capillary force is 
an open question, but we may be quite sure 
that it. is not due to thi^ agency alone. One 
thing is certain, and that is that the sap is not 
taken up froni the soil by any such means. It 
is formed in the body of the plant itself, the 
process in a general way being that the jjlant 
secretes the sap in droplets, which fill its cells. 
It is formed from moisture, which is taken in 
from the roots and the foliage. In cold coun- 
tries one frequently in winrrr hears the trees 
crack with a loud report. This is due to the 
freezing of the sap in the cells. But while sap 
is generated in dead wood in a living tree, 
or, in other words, in wood that has matured, 
it will not generate in wood after the vital en- 
ergy of the tree has been destroyed. ITencc 
the production of sap is due to \ ital cncgy. 
It may be added that sap is i^resenf. in all 
^■cge!ation, and one of the insoluble questions 
of science is how certain trees, such as the 
maples, certain roots, such as beets, and cer- 
tain grasses, such as sugar cane, secretes sap 
that is rich in saccharine matter, while others 
secrete it charged with other qualities. These 
things show how intensely mysterious and va- 
ried arc the manifestations of wdiat we have 
called the vital force of vegetable life. It has 
played an exceedingly important part in the 
development of the earth as it exists today. 
We need only refer to the coal fields, which 
contain the storcd-up energy which it gath- 
ered from the Sun's rays when the world was 
young.

A Century) of Fiction 

VI. 

(W. de Bertrand Lugrin) 



Victor Hugo 

Successful alike as dramatist, novelist and 
poet, Victor lingo represents the greatest 
literary genius of the last century in France. 
His marvelous versatility is an outcome, to a 
great extent, of his own pers(3nal exi^eriences, 
for he led a checipiered and romantic career. 
l''ailiirc ne\-er daunted him; he rose supreme 
.•ibox'c all obstacles. Success could have no ill 
effects ii]>:)n him; his genius was loo pf»re and 
spontaneous a thing to be l.nntcd b}' too great 
praise or over-increasing' popularity. Plis name 
is renowned in every country, his works are 
universally read, and the benefit that he has 
conferred upon the world of letters is very 
great. ' 

He was born during th.-it unsettled time just 
following the Prem-li Revolution in Besancon, 
Prance. 1 1 is f.all','er sr-rved under Josepli P>ona- 
parte, and his intrepid mother, refusing to be 
scinirated from her husband^ follou'cd him with 
their cliildrcn on all bis joiirncyings, W'lten 
the Boiiapartist downfall was accomplished, 
the Hugo family settled in iVaris, and little 
Victor attended' a privatct school there. We 



first hear of Iiim attracting • iu- attention of 
Chateaubriand, the brilliai.i lilerateur and 
member of the reactionary party, who confer- 
red, a prize, upon the lad for a poem of 320 
verses which he wrote in competition wdth 
many other pupils. The first professional work 
was undertaken by Hugo when he was eigh- 
teen years of age. He. and his brother tried 
jointly to edit a paper which proved in no 
sense a success. 

Hugo fell in love and married very young, 
assuming domestic responsibilities before he 
was twenty-one, and though Eouis XVIIl, 
recognizing his talents and thinking to g.iii\ 
his aid for the lPe;,,dx)n cause, ])cnsioned liim, 
yet the young man could earn l)ut a i)recarious 
living, for his fiiv. literary cITorts won him 
little or no success, "Croniwe'! ' and "Amy 
Robsart," dramas of the Rorai n'. .cist school, 
failed to please, and though a third play, 
"Marion de Lorme" was praised by Dumas, 
Balzac and Alfred de Musset, its presentation 
was forbidden by the censor. Tn 1830 he pro- 
duced "Hernani," which was h •. arst real suc- 
cess and a success that was very great. 

Six years later Mugo \vas defeated in the 
election for members of the French .Academy, 
and becoming a candidate in 1839-1840 he again 
failed to win the coveted ss, at. Nothing 
daunted he came lo the fore the Uowing year 
and his courage and deternnr . ion were re- 
warded, liis powerful infhien :j was recog- 
nized by the Royalist party and he was created 
a peer of France, nevertheless in 1848 he sup- 
ported the republic and even w- it so far in 
his paper as to advocate his ov - .ausc for the 
presidency in oi^position lo P --i.s Napoleon. 
During the exciting times which followed 
when Louis Napoleon had been elected presi- 
dent, Hugo was compelled lo leave Paris and 
conceal himself. .A reward of $5,000 was of- 
fered for his arrest and he fled to Brussels, and 
later lo the islands of Jersey and Guernsey. 
While in the latter place he wrote a very bit- 
ter satire on the president of France which 
he entitled Louis le petit. His most famous 
work, "Les Miserables," appeared in 1862, and 
Was followed by "Toilers of the Sea," and "The 
Laughing Man," both rather horrible stories, 
but works of genius nevertheless. 

When the Empire fell the exiles were all 
recalled to Paris, and Hugo returned among 
them. He was elected to the Assembly, and a 
little later resigned because he said he had 
been interrupted in a speech. During the Ccnn- 
muiu'st uprising he was in I3elgium, but re- 
turning to Paris he was elected after a pre- 
vious defeat, lo a life senatnrsh.ip in 1876. Plis 
last great work was that terrible and power- 
ful romance "93." 

Hugo's life went out in a uiaze of glory. 
He lived to be eighty-three, retaining his 
faculties to the last. Five years before his 
death an anniversary performance of ."Her- 
nani" was given, and all Paris tried to gain 
admission to the theatre. From that time he 
became the idol of the people, atid all France 
united in conferring honors upon him. He 
died in 1885, and the funer;'! sc. -vices held in 
the Pantheon were attended by thousands. 

Les Miserables 

Before this great novel appeared it had 
been translated into nine different languages 
and was issued simultaneouslj' in Paris, Lon- 
don, Berlin, New York, Brussels, Madrid, St. 
Petersburg and Turin. It has since '■>een trans- 
lated into twelve other langt ges. Les 
Miserables is such a voluminous n >yt\. that it 
takes weeks in the reading, but i is so fas- 
cinating in its themes, so powerfid in its por- 
trayal of all the human emotion.--, that it will 
always remain one of the most intensely in- 
teresting works of fiction. 

Jean Valjean is its hero, a type of the hum- 
ble farming class, who has been condemned to 
the galleys for stealing a loaf of bread for some 
starving children. He tries to escape and his 
sentence is lengthened from five years to nine- 
teen. IIi.> long imprisonment lias a very de- 
teriorating effect upon his character, and when 
at length a kindly bishop befriends him upon 
his release from prison, he rewards his bene- 
factor by stealing his silver. He . is caught 
and brought back, and the bisho» . who is a 
saint of goodness tells the polici '.hat he had 
given the silver to Valjeaiv r..id that the man 
has committed no fault. This act of the holy 
man clianges N'aljcan's heart coipplctely, his 
nature becomes softened, the eye >.,.' his mind 
is oi)encd lo the beautiful of li..!'!i and virtue, 
and the rest of liis life is spent in inii1a'i;ig the 
bi.'dtop's example and hclpin'i.;" liis fell: wmcn. 
In lime he rises to positions of wcaltli and 
dignity. His first act of charity is to rescue 
Fantine, a grisette, who has been abandoned 
by her lover. He returns to the gallc}'s through 
no fault of his own, but in order m save an- 
other man, and escaping, adopts little Cosctte, 
l<"aiiiine"s child, who since her mother's 
death has lived a miserable life a.u.td sordid, 
wicked i)eople. He brings Iter up t- '.a.lnrly and 
she repays liis goodness with all P. ; love and 
confidence.

The greatest chapter in the book -i?, fb« one 
which is descriptive of the Battle of .WHU't'lloo. 
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Of all the bulbniis plants that arc used to 
embellish our p^ardens nqiie are cither more 
beautiful or possess a greater variety of color- 
ing than the tulips. From a very early date 
(t)iey^l|aye been great favorites, and their citlti-' 
'vatib^n ""iri olden- times was not less enthusias- 
tic than it is today, though they were grown 
Ins? than for cutting; than now. To prolnnp; 
the season of bloom it is necessary to grow- 
both the early and later flowering kinds, and 
these are divided into various groups, such as 
Early, May-flowering. Parrot, Darwin, etc. 
Each and all in their way are very beautiful, 
^but it is more with the self-colored forms that 
■'We- wish to treat at the jircsent time, as these 
are far more effective for bedding when cm- 
ployed with other plants as a groundwork, 
than are those haying various colorings on the 
('same flower. 

First let us treat of the plants to be used 
as a carpeting. Though these arc by no means 
numerous, they arc ample for the purpose. 
Of the myosotis, or forget-me-not, ther.e are 
various shades of blue, in addition to the white 
forms. Seeds sown in July will produce 
plants large enough for planuuL'; out by the 
time the beds are ready for them in the au- 
tumn. Where a large (pi.-intity lia\e 10 he- 
produced sow the seeds thinly <mi a north or 
.-hacled liordcr, where the soil can he kept 
moist. In such a place the seeds will germin- 
ate freelv and the plants grow away rapidly. 
\Vhen large enough to handle, prick them out 
.about four or five inches apart, and let them 

■ stand until the beds are ready, when they can 
.|be lifted with balls of earth attached. The 
■same remarks apply to .Myssum saxatile com- 
pacta, the common white arabis, auhrietias, 
and others of that class. I'ansies and violas 
nia}- also be treated in like manner; but where 
particular shades of colors arc desired, they 
are best ^rovvn from cuttings. By sowing 
.early in- July, and giving the plants liberal 
treatment, the majority of them will be in 
bioom by the autumn, so that the best may be 
picked out, keeping each distinct color by 
itself. 

■ ,"' There are many plants, howevei', that will 
not seed readily, and these must be propagat- 
ed b}' cuttings. The double white arabis is 
one of them, and nothing could be more beau- 

■ tiful for carpeting beds in which some of the 
tall May-flowering tulips are planted. If cut- 
tings of this plant are inserted in a light sandy 
soil in a north border they will soon take root, 
and thousands of them may be propagated in 

,this way 'With but little trouble. When root- 
•-,.ed they should be transplanted, so as to induce 
i'th'em to •make~a sturdy growth. The various 
wallflowers arc also useful, hut a preference 
should be given to the dwarf growing kinds 
when einpioyed for this purpose. The seeds 
should be sown thinly in June or early in 
July, and when the plants are large enough to 
iiandle prick them out sufficiently , apart in 
an.jjpcn .-pace -^'i poor ground to indnce them 
to grow the more sturdy. There are also some 
annuals which, if sown in the autumn, will 
flower early in sjiring. Having a good_ stock 
of these plants, there should be no difficulty 
in making a fine display. pio\'ide(i the colors 
are properlv blended, and the varieties so ar- 
ranged thai both the carpet heneatli and the 
tulips above flower at the same time. 

Amongst the early-flowering tulips the 
Pottebakicci s, Proserpine. Yellow Prince. 
Chrysolora, White Hawk, La Reine, and 
Crimson King are the best selfs, while in 
:mixed colors Keizenskroom, Duchesse de Par- 
ma. Rosa Munch, and the like are useful. 'Ph.e 
Mav-flowering class, however, are by iar the 
most effeciive. W'liat can h<^ nK.rc lieautiful 
than a bed of f(n-get-me-nots over which are 
fine bold flow ers ^'f .Mrs. Mnrui, Gesneriana 
lutca. or -Mrs. KeiglUlcp iuIi])S are waving their 
stately lilooms ? When well '^rown the stems 
of these tulips vary from eighteen inrh<-s to 
two and a half fee!, st) t.i-,.i in exposed jjlaces 
they will need slight supports. The first-named 
grows the tallest, and jjroduccs bright yellow 
•pointed flowers, while lutea is of globular form, 
large size, and gorxl substance. Mrs. Keight- 
lev is pale ]irimrosc. There arc several others 
of this class \-arying from a pale primrose or 
straw cnjor In a (kcp orange-yellow, siicli as 
elegans maxima luti.-,'.. ret im 1 lr.\a. vitcllina, 
Leghorn I'ximiet. ixioides. Illiiminator. and the 
old l'.nittiMi-(r( )r, all lirst ela>-. 

Of whiles w e ha\ e sticli \ arieties as the old 
Picotee, or .MaidenV lilush, which has for a 
long time been a great favorite; then there is 
the Parisian W hile, a fine globular form; .Milk- 
maid, a dwarf-growing variety, suitable for 
small beds; Didicri alba. White Swan Snow- 
don, elegans alba, and Creamy White. The 
beautiful shades of pink and fawn color should 
not be overlooked, as amongst these we have 
some of the finest blooms, notably 1 n,L;lesc(jmbe 
Pink, f,a I'erle, The h'.awn, l.a ^Icrveil!e, and 
others. .\m<ing^t the most show}- of all the 
tulips are the searlet.s anfl crimsons. The old 
flcsncriaiia. is a line, tall-growing kind; ma- 
eros|)ila, Cireigi, spathuiata major, iiilgcns, ;ind. 
its early form, elegans, are all beautiful in their 
way, and may be grown in beds carpeted with 
other plants to harmonize with their colors. 
The number of varieties producing striped and 
mi.xed-colore'd blooms is verjV large, and these, 
as a rule, are best planted in i^roups by them- 
selves in burders, that their eoloriiio- may not 
(dash with other things ; Bridesmaid, [ivony.c 
f'rince, Clusiana, Bainty Maid, Billietiana, 
Shandon Belle, and Striped Beauty, are all 
good. 

'W'e now come lo the Darwins, wliich. are 
noted fi')r their long stems and bh^oms of re- 
markable beauty. These are best planted in 
rather a shady .position, so that the bright sun- 



shine may not take the coloring out of their 
thick fleshy petals. The colors range from a 
creamy-white to almost a jet black. For ctit- 

'ling they should be grown in quantity, as 
their stems are stout enough - to carry the 

. blooms erect when placed in vases. 'Then we 
have what are called the Parrot tuhps,.biit as 
these produce flowers out of all proportion to 
the strength of their stems, they cannot be 
rccGninicnded either for cutting or for making 
a display in the flower garden, as the flowers 
flop over so nnich, unless staked, that they 
come in contact with the soil, and are therefore 
spoiled by the heavy rains in spring. There is 
one other set, the old English varieties, which 
include Bizarres, Bj'bloemens, and Roses, all 
known by their various markings. These 
florists' .tulips are best grown by themselves, 
where each can be given proper treatmenj:, but 
I do not advise their cultivation for making a 
display in the flower garden, as the colors, as 
a rule, are not bright enough for that purpose, 
but as show flowers they are a most inter- 
esting group, and should be cultivated on that 
account, — H. C. Prinsep, in the Gardeners'

WINTER BLOOMING BULBS 

T'he value of bulbs for winter flowering in 
the house can hardly be overestimated. They

give a nia,\imum of pleasure with a mmnnum 
of attention occupvmg nnieli less sp.aec than 
many uiiier jjiants and \'iel(img a long season 
01 b](ioin> at a season when ihev are most to 
be (lesn-ed. .Narcissi, crocuses, ireesias. Ina- 
cinilis, Bermuda Easter hlies. the blv-of-the- 
valley, and tulips will certainlv rejiav what- 
ever work IS nccessarv to grow them. 

If flowers are desired hv Christmas, it is 
nccessarv to get the bulbs potted earh'. Oood 
results can be obtained only when the bulbs 
secure a vigorous root growth. Each bull' 
contains sufficient nourishment to give a blos- 
som a start, but not enough to carry it t(j ns 
iiul beau-.',- ; aiMi oic roots iiuist be forcea- in 
adx'.ance n| the t(ip growth, which w clone bv 
potting the bullis ruui then placint; them 111 a 
sit-iiation wliere root growth will lie stnnnl.'Ued 
while top L;rowtli is retarded — plunging ilieni. 
a. the process is ealle.i. 

There are several wa_\'s of doing this, the 
simplest being to place the \)n[s in ,1 cellar 
and cover them v,-ilh coal ashes for an inch or 
two, after watering each pot with a liberal 
hand. When this is done the ashes over the 
pot should be watered freely at frequent in- 
tervals. One of the best plans is to dig a 
trench in a dry place in l!ic garden, setting 
the pots close together in thai and covering 
them over with a few inches of soil, rounded 
a little above the surface of the ground to shed 
water. The pots ip the trench should rest on 
several inches of coal ashes, and after the 
ground has become frozen a protection of ma- 
nure or of leaves or straw should be put over 
the mound. 

.Sometimes pots are jmr m a. sb.eltered spot 
on the ground and covered with dirt and 
ashes, another plan is to put them in a hot- 
bed or cold-frame. In all cases when they rest 
on the ground out of doors there should be 
ashes under the pots to give drainage and keep 
out worms. 

As a rule pots not less than five inches in 
diameter should he used, and exce])t in liie 
case of large liiilbs, se\-eral should he grown 
in each pot. If there is an inch of soil between 
the bulbs in a pot thc.y will not be too crowded. 
If the ])0t is new it should be thoroughly 
sotdced before being used; otherwise it will 
take u]) the moisture from the potted soil. Pans 
from eight to twelve inches across ,are also of- 
ten used. 

It is necessary to have good soil,, and one 



of the easiest ways to obtain it, is to dig up 
sods where the grass is in a flourishing condi- 
tion and shake out the earth for that ptirposc. 
A little sand may be mixed with it and possibly 
a* little bone meal, but manure should never be 
used. 

In many cases it is advisable to sectire pot- 
ting soil from the florist. S^everal pieces of 
broken pots should be put into the bottom of 
the pot in which the bulbs are to be grown, in 

order to provide drainage. The pots shonld not 
be filled quite lo the top, allowing an oppor- 
tunity to apply water liberally', this being an 
im])ortant matter after the 'Inilbs have been 
brough into the house. The crowns of most 
of the bulbs should not be deeper than one- 
half inch below the surface, and, as a general 
rule, all but the small ones should protrude for 
one-half inch above the s:oil. -The lilies are an 
exceptionj however, for they should be well 
covered with soil. 

Many of the bulbs will require three months 
in order to secure pfbper root growth; others, 
particularly the paper white narcissus and the 
Roman hyacinth, can severally be removed in 
five or six weeks. If pro])erly pitingcd the to[)s 
will make little growth for a k^uf:,^ time, niakiiiL; 
it possible to have biilb-^ flowering all through 
the winter. 

The f)Ots should ne\-cr be taken into the 
room wdiere tb.e l)ull)S are to flo\ser until the 
grower is certain that the root growth is as 
vigorous as it should be. The only waj' to as- 
certain this IS to remove the contents of one of 
the pots, wdnch can b'' done by holding the 
hand over the top and then rapping the pot on 
the edge of a table or a board, when the con- 
tents will readily come out. J 1 the roots have 
develo[)cd sufiicientlv they will be see-i m a 
tamjlcd mass all through the soil: otherwise 
onlv a lew straggling roots will be seen and 
pieces of the soil will ]irobahlv droj) a\va\. 

It IS not good policy to remove the bulbs 



or small stones are use,d to brace the bulbs to 
prevent them from toppling over when the 
foliage has grown. The Chinese lily may be^ 
made to yield an, "extra number' of blossoms if 
the skm.is.x.ut lightly just below^ 




THE AMATEUR'S PERPLEXITY 

Happy in his gardening experience is- he 
wHb 'cah.say that 'if he were planting' friiit 'trees 
in his garden again he would put in the same 
varieties as he did before. Such a one is in- 
deed lucky, for, however great his experience 
and sound his judgment, the cultivator is still 
to some extent at the mercy of chance, for he 
may, find that something in his .soil does not 
suit a particular variety; or that trees grow- 
ing upon it are late in maturing their fruit, 
so that the latest varieties, like Stunner Pip- 
pin, Adams' Pearmain, and Duke of Devon- 
shire, are a failure in any but the best seasons ; 
or that some trees are not upon the stocks most 
suited to them, a weak grdwer having been 
put upon an exceptionally feeble stock-, or a 
strong grower upon a very strong one. for 
even m nurseries a good deal of ^vork has to 
be left to paid men, and mistakes v.-ill occur. 
.Still, barring accidents, of ivhich. thsre must In- 
some, it is possible by the exercise of judj;- 
ment, combined with experience and observa- 
tion, to reduce the nnndjcr of failures to a 
minimum. It is hojied that these few notes, 
by pointing out some ot the pitfalls which be- 
set the amateur, may help luni, if not in the 
making of a good selection, at least in the 
avoidance of some of the mistakes into which 
so many fall. 

Perhaps the most frcfpient source of failur.e 
IS the exhibition table. The would-be t,'.rower 
inspects the varieties, and Icels he must have 
Ihis and that, without taking into account the 
exceptional conditions that have contrilMited 
to the placing upon the table of such splendid 
specimens — selected, perhaps. Irom the produce 
of scores, or even hundreds, ol trees ot the 
same variety. A given variety may be a poor 
bearer, extremely subject to canker, very ten- 
der, liable to spot, a feeble grower, very slow 
coming into bearing, etc., etc., but if a grower 
has a hundred three-year-old trees of it he will

direetlv lo a warm room, lor such a practice 
is apt lo lorce the blossoming stalk to such 
an extent that it will be unable to escape from 
the bulb and fail to flower. At first the bulbs 
should have a temperature of not greater than 
qo decrrees. If ihey can be placed ni a cold 
tramc. a light attic or siinilrir place, the h-suIIm 
usually will be satis mctorv ;iml ilu- \< loowiIi 
will soon appear. W ater ^lunild be i;i\ en Irech 
and a little commercial lertili/.er deMs^ned tni 
this piirnosr. and winch can be secured at a 
leeO stcn- will e;i\c satisfaction when used ac- 
ci )rdiii.L;' ti ) (11 iTCt it >iis. 

If it is found that the leaves arc- growins;' 
faster tli.an the flowering slein. llie tjroAver will 
know that llie temperature is tof) high for the 
l)csl success. I'oliagc and flcjwcr stalk should 
develop together, and when they are well along 
the bulbs should be removed to a sunny loca- 
tion in the house, although the flowers will last 
much longer if the temperature does not run 
above sixty and the atmosphere is somewhat 
moist. 

.Some bulbs, espcciallv hyacinths, can be 
.grown N'cry satisfactorily in water, ar.d bulb 
glasses desi.gned espc-eiall\- tor ihcm m;i)' be 
purchased at very small exjic-use. The effect 
id blossoms rising from these .glasses is very 
,'ittraeti\'e. 

The bulbs are started in the i^lass in ;i cool 
garret nr celhu', and \Ndien the- bulbs ;ire well 
rooted, \\-hich e.-m be del erin inod verv easily in 
Ibis ease \iy merel)- look-in!'' dirnngli the glass, 
they should l)e removed to a light room in a 
temperature not exceeding 50 degrees, and two 
or three weeks later to the room M'hcre they 
are to flower. This matter of introducing the 
bulbs to a warmer temperature by degrees is 
important, as it insures a strong and sturdy 
.growth of foliage and flowering stem. 

The bulb commonly known as llie Chinese 
lily, which is reall}' a \ariely of narcissus, is 
usually grown in a shallow dish iiartially filled 

with water. Three or ' bulbs should be 

grown together and they should rest on sand 
or pebbles in. the bottom of the dish/ Pebbles

be unlucky indeed it he does not get enmigh 
fruit to be able trj show a half-dozen selected 
specimens. If you had a tlozen Ijiisluds f>f 
the ugliest \-ariety of apple grown you vinild 
jirobably be able to pick out half a dozen that 
were fairly presentable. It should be remem- 
bered, loo, that the (iiiest specimens are usiiall\' 
obtained from two or three-year-old trees, of- 
which a nurseryman, of course, has a large 
stock. 

Varieties are all too numerous, and are be- 
coming yearly more so. In some lists nothing 
is mentioned that is unfavorable to any variety 
which is catalogued, though there arc few va- 
rieties of fruits which do not possess some 
drawback. If a variety is a i)()or grower, C).' 
bad cropper, or very tender, the catalogue 
should say. so, but it rarely docs. Tl. ec^m- 
paring of two or three catalogues lo.nether also 
,-i(lds to the planter's pi'rpU-xily, but it m;i_v 
;ilso save him from haslil)' deciding uj)on ccr- 
l.ain \ arieties when he sees what dilTerent Opin- 
ions are held by )K'ople of experience. 

I'or instance, one describes bord I'lir.ghley 
apple as a small grower (Jiily suitable, for gar- 
den culture, while another says that it forms 
a large pyramid and a good standard)' Of 
Winter Nelis pear one says that it is hardy 
and a good cropper, and another that it is 
lender, and can only be dej)ended upon as a 
.garden tree or on walls. Of Oiillin's Golden 
Gage plum, one says it is a shy bearer until 
the tree gits old," and another that it is re- 



markable for its abounding fertility. - No leffs 
perplexing is the diversity of opinion as to the 
.quality-of different varieties.. ,0ne<.5ay^^t^^^ 
the bld^ Roundway Magnum Bohuiri apple is 
'the best dessert kind, richer in flavor than 
Cox's Orange Pippin, and withal fruitful on 
the paradise, while another well-known list 
omits it altogether. One says that that beau- 
tiful pear, Josephine de Malines, is one of the 
most regular-bearing sorts we have, while the 
first grower you meet will probably tell you 
that he has a difficulty in getting, it .to irititi -, •.; 
at least, until the tree gets old._ •. •._ • ■'• i-^;^- 

There is no doubt that 'not only db';{vui|4 ? , 
lieliave very differently in differ^nt-'soils— 'a 
liability to variation which is increased by 'the 
varying nature of the stocks upon which they 
arc worked— but that nurserymen have dit- 
ferent strains of the same fruit, strong or 
weak, prolific or the reverse, early or late, 
more or less highly colored, and so on. It is 
a well-known fact that two ]5lenheim Orange 
trees may be grow.in.g side by side, and the 
fruit on one be dilferent from the fruit on the 
other. This increases the element of luck in 
the i)urchasc of fruit trees. 1 have had some 
striking instances of this in my own experience. 
Catalogues tell us that Fearn's Pippin is a 
small grower, and an abundant bearer, ,but 
with me it grows so rampantly that no pinch- 
ing will subdue it, and I have had to vigorous- 
ly root-i)rune it. while during the half-dozen 
years I have had the tree — a cordon on the 
paradise— it has scarcely produced anything. 
So with I..orcl llurghley, which someone writ- 
ing about in one of the gardening i)apers a 
little while a.go, said was the worst grower 
and bearer he knew of, and yet with me it 
.grows too\ strongly for the space assigned- to 
it, and bears fairly well. 

Similar instances might be multiplied. 
Novices at fruit-growing may well say it is 
hopeless to make a successful selection of 
varieties for planting. If he is quite a novice 
it doubtless is so, and the best thing he can 
do is to take the advice of .some experienced 
gardening friend or nurseryman. But whether 
inexperienced or otherwise the first thing to 
do is to make up one's mind for what definite 
purpose one wants the fruit. To go to a man 
and say to him, "Tell me sonic good apples to 
plant," is as careless and diffuse a way of 
speaking as to say, "What book shalH:read?" 
It is of no use consulting catalogues or friends 
until one has quite settled in one's mind 
whether one wants dessert or cooking sorts, 
early, mid-'season, or late; whether as stan- 
dards, dwarfs, or wall-trained, etc., having re- 
gards to the nature of the .soil and situation, 
with all that it involves in the matter of spring 
frosts, early or late ripening, the inducing of 
canker, and other considerations which lead 
the experienced amateur to determine what 
sorts he will plant. All this needs careful 
study, and after it one is in a position to profit 
by a friend's advice, and to put some leading r 
questions to him, with the .result that, one's 
mistakes may be re.dticed to a minimum. 
There is one mistake most of -us' make, ^^nd 
that is in the planting of too many varieties. 
It is interesting, of course, to have in One's 
garden a collection of varieties, but the more 
sorts the more failures, besides wdiich, after the 
novelty of grnwini'.- the different sorts has worn 
off, one wishes that he had more of the best 
sorts, and less of the indifferent ones, as some 
arc bQund to turn out to be. The most valua- 
ble help one can get is to sec the sorts which 
succeed best in gardens adjoining one's own, 
or in the near neighborhood, assuming the 
soil and general conditions are somewhat 
similar. As regards the number of varieties, 
it has been said of apples that a half-dozen 
dessert, and a half-dozen culinary varieties are 
enough for any man, and yet we generally 
want to plant more. The sorts which are 
really c.xceiicnt in all respects, however, are 
not much more numerous than this, and if we 
can find out two or three of these sorts which 
do well in the neighborhood, the best thing to 
do, if they answer our purpose as to season, 
etc., is to plant as many of them as we have 
space available for.

From 
these foremost gardeners of the world has 
come a strain of irises that neither orchids 
nor lilies can rival in beauty of fcirin, texture, 
coloring, markings, and general effectivenes.s. 
In the Mikado's garden, under ideal culture 
conditions — that is to say, in rich, warm, sunny 
alluvial land — the blossoms will measure from 
nine to twelve inches across their flat petals. 
Yet the Iris Kaempferi may be as easily 
grown as the potato. Moreover, it 5s perfectly 
hardy. ITigh dry lands do not suit its moisture-- 
lox in.g roots, but good garden soil, enriched' 
with I horoii,L;hl}' deea^'cd niaiuiri;, deeidy dug 
in aiul well ^\■atered during .'\pril and }\\:iy — 
the blossom months in this country — will pro- 
duce flcAvers of \vonderful size. L')o not select 
a shady place for yotir irises. They thrive 
under full exposure to the sun, but moisture 
they must have to bloom there best, and sonie- 
tiiues their rqots will penetrate two feet deep 
to get it. Naturalized in the water garden, 
■where : the tall, narrow, bladc-like . leaves rise 
in phaiahxes 'around the shore and the stately 
beauty of the flowers is reflected in the mirror 
below, they are ideally situated ; but let no 6nc 
merely because he lias iiot a stream 0," pond 
forego the delight i:if .v;rowdn,c; Japanese irises 
on his. place. Some exceedingly fine specimens 
have -been produced in a city back yard. 
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MISS BILLIE BURKE'S CAREER ON

Many tlieatrc-ci^ocrs doubtless remember a 
team of comedians, Burke & Andrews, who 
had a buckin.c;' donkey, and who were great 
favorites on the vaudeville stap.o all over the 
country. • Well, the Hurke of that team —

Burke— was the father of Miss Billic Burke, 
the famous j-onng star who is coming to the 
Victoria Theatre on Monday evening, Novem- 
ber 1, in "Love W atches."

People Who Cook for King 



-Mr. Menagcr, ilie head cook at Buckingham 
Palace, occupie-^ an imixjitant j^ost in the royal 
household. ILs .^alarv is $10,000 per anuin, 
;ind he is recognizfii a.-; being one of thf great- 
est culinary artist.-, in ilu' world. The royal 
kitchens and the v.-hule Kite';, en slatV are under 
his complete contrcjl, s.-ty.; London .Answers. 

Opening off the .nain kitciion al one side 
of it are half a doTzen smaller kilchens, and on 
the other side there arc four offices, where 
the clerical work in connection with the kitch- 
en department is attended to. One of these 
offices is Mr. Mcnager's private room. 

Mr. ]\Ieuagcr does not live in Buckingham 
Palace, but has his private residence close to 
it. On arriving at the ])alace — usually about 
II o'clock in the morning — his first care is to 
inspect the lunch menu for that day. which 
has been |)rcpared by his lirst assistant, and 
also the menu for breakfast llie follov.'ing 
morning, lie then ]>i-epares the dinner menu 
for the followin.q- (lay — a task that occupies him 
usually a cou])lc of hours; 

No two dii ncrs at the i-oyal table arc ever 
the same. Cer ain di.shes are from time to time 
repeated, frequently by special request of the 
king, but what may be termed the general 
scheme of each dinner is always difTerent. One 
of the side kitchens is reserved solely for Mr. 
Menager's u.se, where he carries out experimen- 
tal culinary operations and is con.stantly 
elaborating and w- irking out new ideas. Some 
dishes have taken b.im months of ]ircparalion 
before he has decided to pul them inUj the 
menu. There is one particular sauce which Mr. 
.Menager invented some veais ago for which 
the king has a particular liking. Mr. Menager 
was making experiments for more than three 
years before he served this satice to the royal 
tables ■ 

'There are nian v dishes, |)^ th? v/ay, whicjj 



can be tasted nowhere exce])t at the royal 
table. The secret oi tlieii- preparation is 
known onl_\ to .M |-. .Menager, and he guards 
such secrets with great care. X'mie of his as- 
si.~lanls li.i.-, the least notion of how these 
special dishes and sauces arc prepared. The\' 
sim])ly have the handling of (lie raw materials, 
and each assislaiu carries oiii different direc- 
tions ill ils preparation f(jr table. 

The diniiei- menu is siibiniiled e\'er\' ila\ to 
their majesties I'or a|)pr()\ al ; but this is a mere 
matter of form, for neither the king nor the 
queen ever thinks of altering or interfering 
with Mr. Menager's arran.gements. 

At 3 o'clock a report is laid before the great 
chef by the order clerk of the various meats 
that have been ordered in accordance with Mr. 
Menager's instructions of the day before, and 
also whal is called a kitchen report is given 
to him by the head assistant cook — which is a 
detailed statement of the manner in which the 
dinner iur that niglit is to he prci)ared. .After 
seeing that CN'erything is in order for their 
c^•e^i^g's \->-C)r!.-, Mr, Menager generally lea\es 
the jialace about 4 o'clock retui-ning at 6.30, 
when he never fails to make a personal in- 
spection of the various ranges, ovens and 
stoves, and takes a careful note of th'e tempera- 
ture in each. 

The preparation of the royal dinner is then 
begun. Mr. Menager remains in the kitchen 
while the work is going forward, keeping a 
keen eye on everything and everyone, and is- 
suing from time to o;..:. instructions to his 
lirst lieutenant. .At ten minutes to 9 o'clock 
a bell is rung, and the ser\-aiits who are to 
bc;ii- the dishes to the slate dining |-ooni enter 
the kitchen. 

.At 9 o'clock tliniier is served, and Mr. .Men- 
ager's work for the -day is over, . He remains 
in his private room viutil ..ip o'clock, when .hg 



receives a message from the king commending 
the dinner. This is a ceremony his majesty 
never forgets to perform.

■ Four hundred years ago the idea came 
into the minds of the early Spanish colonists 
of Central America of having a canal to cut 
the Panama Isthmus of fifty-four miles 
across ;m)l join the waters of the .\tlaiitic 
and l';icific oceans a few degrees noi-th of 
the e(|natoi'. !t was ;ifler ccrlain preliiiiin- 
;ii ics in 1S80 that the canal ,-^chciiie was float- 
ed by .\1. <lo Les.'-cps, who had successfully 
finished the Siie/. canal, became the president 
of the French company which undertook it. 
The great l'"rench en.gincer had. Irnni his ]>lan 
being carried out in the Suez enterprise, be- 
come a strong adx'ocali' of the sea-le\-el plan 
of canal, ;iinl this, as we sli;ill see. bectme. as 
;i.gaitisi the loi'lc-s\st em can;il, a subject of de- 
bate (hiring .'ill these nearly thirt)' years, if 
indei'd it is yet entirely dead. 

In 1889 the canal company went into 
liquidation, and the work on the great enter- 
prise was suspended. .After some years the 
congress of the L'nited States acciuired. at ;i 
cost of ,$40,000,000, the proper!}' rights of. the 
I'anauia (."an.il Coiiii^any, and. td.so obtained 
ironi llic Re]niblic of Colombia a strip of six 
miles wide, afterwards ten, from the Carib- 
bean sea lo the J-'acific ocean. 

In 1904 the perennial question of :>. se;!-!c\ el 
canal came up for discus.sion before an in- 
ternational commission appointed and con- 
vened by the President of the United States ■ 
at Washington. The experts made a majority 
report recommending ;i se;'-lc\el, the ininor- 
ily re]iorl \\■a^; in fa\'oi- of a lock canal.

A fair estimate of the canal being builL ac- 
cording to the lock-system is $375,000,000, 
while the canal of the sea-level type would 
cost .$563,000A>o. One of the most agree- 
able changes in the work of the canal at the 
present time, when the working population 
numbers 25.000 souls, is that made by the de- 
partment of sanitation by which it is said to 
l)e one of the healthiest localities in the world- 
Tbe fcMcc of laborers consists of 6,000 S'pati-;'. 
iards with a few Italians, the remainder be-' 
ing natives of the "West Indies: All the skilled 
labor, the clerical fdrcie'ahd the higher officials 
are Americans recruited at AVashington. It is 
expected tliat the canal will be completed in 
six years from the present time. 

The amount of material to be taken otit by: 
excavation in 1904 was 174,666,595 cubic-" 
yards; the amount to be taken out from IQOC)'-' 
to 19 15 to complete tlie \vork is 108,765,792. It 
will tak-c the very .greatest energy to complete 
the canal in the time thus set for it. When 
the canal is finished the changes to be made 
in transportation of grain from the Pacific 
slope, including also our Canadian plains, in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan; will- be matters of 
abi5i'ir!)iiig- interest to the transcontinental rail- 
ways both in the United States attd Canada.

by no means despicable. Dnring the week I 
have heard excellent reports of guud sport from 
quite a number of oth'-rs. 

Fishermen have been doing very well rn- 
dced in near by waters. se\cra! line baskets 
liaving been reported. One well-known sports- 
man has been shewing liis friends, hanging up 
on his premises, the biggest buck he remem- 
bers ever shooting on the island, while another 
lias returned from a trip to the Qualicum 
river with talcs of having to stop fishing 
through getting more i'lsh than he could dis- 
l)ose of, bringing dAwn with him to prove his 
assertions, a dozen two-pounders caught on thi 
last day ni |. stay. 

Two guns (Ml Sunday and .Monday last had 
a nii.xed ba;; of twenty-one \-arious birds, auil 
one deer, ai t ihers, doubtless, of wlir,ni 1 have 
not heard, uu' e(|ually well. ()f cour.^e, it 
stands to re;. son that, as the city grows, the 
free shootii m the near neighborh(Jod is not 
likely to improve to any extent, but still, if 
we can preva-'l on the authorities to give the 
game rather more adcipiatc protection in the 
home dis,tri. \i by ])utting on more salaried 
wardens to protect it from the lawless, there 
is no reason why wc should not all enjoy a 
little good ■-•,ir-! t in llic season for many years 
to come \', il .out having to make expeditions 
to remote districts. Coni])laints have been 
made by some of the scarcity of blue grouse. 
Of course, aii sportsmen who know arc asvarc 
of the fact tiiat Idg ba;,s of Iduc grouse are not 
likely to be iiiR.de aa late as Oclubei, ,uiil iliat 
was why the season's opening was delayed a 
month, to give tliese birds a chance to recover 
from, the massacres of previous sea.sons, when 
enofmous bags were made of young birds 
easily, shot ; as for the willow grouse, it is 
•earlyT in the season yet for the best willow 
grouse shooting. If those who complain tliat 
these birds .arc very scarce will w.ait ;l little 
until the birds have come out of the swamps 
and bottom lands into the higher and drier 
ground 1 fancy that they will not find they are 
cpiitc so diminished in numbers as they 
imagine. Pheasant shooting also is usually 
better a little later, when the birds come out 
of the bush more and the ferns are down and 
tlie leaves off the trees. It deer a-id quail arc 
an\' scarcer than they were last year, then I 
must have been exceptionally lucky in seeing 
as many of them this year as I have done. Per- 
sonally 1 believe the quail are increasing 
rapidly in most districts and am exceedingly 
\vell pleased to be able to say so, as they are 
a bird, insignificant to the [lot-liiinter, but 
highly valued by the s[)ortsiuan and keen shot.

In that case, uiifc)rtunaiely. the 
trust is too often misplaced. The popping of 
guns goes nicrrih' on thriiugh the Saanich dis- 
tricts, one V' 'oi-iu hotel at least bad \-enison 
on its bill o. e for last Sunday's diniu'r, and 
one of the . - ,7'i'ing papers of the date of writ- 
ing has an ace, iUiit of a systematic traffic in 
the carcases oi deer belweei: Vancouver Island 
(where deer arc sold only in defiance of the 
law), and the iMainlaiid. by the way, the time 



has certainly arrived wdieri all sale of game 
should be made illegal. 

Admittedly good work has been done in the 
belter preservation of big game and stejis have 
been taken and money spent successfully to 
stop its wanton slaughter- on the Mainland, 
at any rate. But the majority of the .sports- 
men resident • here are selfish enoiigh not to 
care a hang whether Lord This-or-That takes 
away his limit allowance of our big c^ame 
heads or not so long as wc can get our brace 
nr two of birds occasionally, and we feel that 
our claims come first to the services of the 
ufame warilens. 



A MONSTER ALASKAN BEAR 

At the Museum of Natural History, New 
York City, may be seen the largest mounted 
bear in the world, and wdiich is claimed to be 
the biggest ever killed. It is from the wilds 
of the Alaska Peninsula, and for a year thi.s 
great trophy has been in the hands of taxider- 
mists, who have patiently and skilfully model- 
ed the giant form in clay and snugly fitted 
thereon the im'ionse coat of brown fur. I was 
permitted some close glimpses of the work be- 
hind the scenes of the preparation department, 
and also (jljtained a scries of typical iihoto- 
graplis, together with an account by ;i nicmbcr 
of the hunting part}-, co\cring the incidents 
connected \vith tlic bear's capture. 

First, here are some of the mcasurcmc .tls 
of the big bear. In life he was alioui the si,-c 
of an ox, measured nearly nine feet from nose 
to tail, stool five feet in height, and weighed 
I. boo pounds. The great skin would easily 
afford cover for eight or ten men, and the 
spread of one of the long-clawed feet takes up 
a square foot of ground. Truly a formidable 
adversary, capable of dealing death with a 
single blow of his powerful paws. It was for- 
tunate, from a naturalist's and educational 
standpoint, that so valurdde a specimen of the 
big game of the country did not fall into the 
hands of nati\ es, or careles.s, commercial 
white hunters. Oiving to ijcrsistent hunting 
])\ bolh ludiun and white ^poi t.Siiieii, iiiany ot 
the large, and . splendid types of animals of 
sub-Arctic •America are; fast being exleriiiinatcd 
notwith^tandiiiglthe rcstriGtit>n§ • of the game 
laws. jTo :' scG and pcniianehtly pfcsfer\ c 
some of the great forest donizens for the bene- 
fit of science, as well as intelligent big game 
lovers, some $5,000 was contribule<l for a sys- 
tematic roundup of the animal inhabitants of 
the southeast Alaska region, under tiic (iirec- 
tion of a wcllrknown and experienced Arctic 
hunter. The main feature of the last trip was 
a great bear hunt, lasting nineteen days, the 
most important trophy of which was the 1,600 
pound specimen here described. 

Seated within the shadow of big Bruiii^ the 
writer had an- hour's chat with a JJiemberi pf' 
the expedition: "After a voyage of three \\^el<s 
from Seattle, we reached Sand Point. Alaska. 
At Unga Island two experienced native trap- 
pers v/ere en^-aqed. On May i.=;th, from the 
head of Portage Ija}-. we began to transjoort 
our supplies nid camp outfit o-^-er the nine- 
mile portage to Mcrendceii U:\y. This was tire- 
some and clilTicult wcu-k, as the snow was deep 
and soft in many places, rendering travel ex- 
ceedingly fatiguing and slow. lM:)ur days were 
consumed in this way. ,\fter resting several

ammunition, etc., into shape, we traveled by 
open boat, keeping near the Bering Sea c^ast 
for about thirty-five miles, and established ou\ 
first camp well up on .Moler Bay, loc'ited in 
the zone fre(iuentecl by large brown hears, 
\\ hich roam over the .Maskaii l-'eninsula west 
of the tree line. .'Vbout Ajiril 15111 they come 
out from their winter dens to fiuMge fiir forxl, 
such as fish, ,!.,o'ass, roots, etc.. retiring;' again 
about the l.a.st \\eek of Septernlicr. Tiiey do 
not go tar fr(jm the deii at fir-^t .'iiid ntlcii re- 
turn at night. 'J'hcy ii.i^ e inan\ cunning 
methods of securing food, the most ingenious 
of which is probably that of capturing .salmon. 
This is done as follows: .'\s soon as the .salmon 
begin to enter the streams, Bruin makes fish- 
ing his chief business. The fish usually ascend 
the streams in large numbers durin.g the entire 
summer, and ilie siijiply is ]H'actically unlimit- 
ed. In fisliin!^, bears do not get all their prey 
in slialh:nv water, small .strciins, ny on bars, ;is 
is generally su|)posed, i)iit often go into coni- 
]iaratively dce-p water in large rivers. .Xearlv 
all the fishing is done at night or \ery early 
morning, though their habits in this respect 
have become somewhat changed in recent years 
.■^ince they have been hunted so much. The 
cubs do not attempt to fish, but stay on the 
bank and receive contributions. The old bear 
stands upright and wades in the water. e\ eu 
up to her neck', .going very slnwl\' with ilie 
current, \satchiii.g the water and scarcely 
making a i"if)|)le in it Siu/ holds her forepaw s 
down at her sides, k, iili tlie cl:n\'s spread, and 
wlicn she feels a salmon rubbing a,t;aiiist her 
clutches it and throws it on the l-aiik to the 
eager cubs. .Ifier sujiplying h9r offspring, she 
puts the next fish in her mouth and goes ashore 
to eat it. Only the choice parts are devoured, 
ctirli a<! iho t"'o sidcs. Thc cilbs hcv.'cvcr 
are not so particular, and consume the whole 
fish, Mnnting grounrl squirrels and digging 
them (Hit seems to be a ce)mbination of busi- 
ness and pleasure for the bear, and he becomes 
s(j intent on the game that lie is easily aj)- 
proached. .Sometimes be steals aloii.g a hill- 
side and tries to catch the squirrel by a sud- 
den pounce: but this method usiuilly fails. 
W'hen the si|uirrcl dod.ges into its nearby bur- 
row, new tactics are adoi)ted ; the bear im- 
mediately begins to dig, throwing out l)ig 
tufts and clods at each Stroke, using the left 



paw chiefly, and watching the hole intently all 
the time, While this is going on, the sqiiirrel 
-someliiiies runs out betAveen the legs . of th" ' 
bear and makes for another hol.e." Possibly 
is caught by a cpiick pounce. If he' escapes, 
excavations begin immediately at the new hole. 
The bear di.gs for a few strokes, and then stops 
to poke his nose into the hole and sniff. Finally 
his efforts are successful and the luckless 
squirrel is devoured. 

"On the last of May wc were destined to 
bring down the r. 600-pound brown bear, the 
largest over taken on the Alaskan Peninsula, 
rtiid the record-breaking specimen of the world. 
A new camj) was established still farther up 
on Moller Bay. While hunting the country, 
a bear was sighted w^ell,,up the mountain-side, 
and even at half a mile the"' glasses showed 
him to be a huge Ijeast, By making. a detour 
we came up within two hundred' yai'ds'of our 
game, standing broadside to our aim. The 
first shot struck him in the shoulder. He roar- 
ed with pain, reare<l. jiawcd the air, and then 
came down on all-fours and charged us. Wnen 
about 100 yards away our leader fired two 
shots, both Inillets entering tl;e skull above the 
eyes, and the big beast fell dead. Of the ten 
brown bears secured by the expedition at 
Mollcr Hay, nine "v/ere of the species Ursus 
Merriami (Allen), and one, tiic big fellow, 
L'rsus. dalli gyas (Merriam). The two species 
proved to be readily distinguishable by both 
cranial and external characteristics. 

"Incidentally, I may say that tlie .Muskan 
Peninsula, south of Berin.g .Sea, is the ludji'at 
of the hir.gest brown bears in the world, a id 
likewise the best region for their buntin;.;- in all 
■\merca," — Lilliam F,. Zeh, in h'ield and S'^ream. 

,-.;OME PROBLEMS OF THE SHOT GUN 

Experimenl'S with slvot guns sebloiii take 
the form, so usual with rifles, of testing their 
ability to hit a mark. Yet this comes ncartr 
the., conditions of practical use than many cd 
the other tests that are made. .Mere shooting 
at .game or clay birds tells only a small fracliou 
of the whole story, for 'i kdll results iVorn the 
action of a feW jjclleis in the charge, the posi-- 
ticJii of the rest bcin.q" entirely unrecorded, A 
gun, or either of the ba.'.rels of a gun, might 
so throw its charge that the top edge only of 
the jiattern .struck the pomt aimed at. A con- 
sisteiit-,^ndisk.il,ful shooter might with such a 
gun ihalie go'od ''average shooting, in complete 
ignoraiiciSfef the fact that th<* whole of the kill- 
ing Wvas'ibcing done by the upper half of the 
pattern, say half an ounce out ot the total 
charge. The tendency of his own personal 
error might be to shoot licneath Ids bird, so 
that a very slight deviation from a true aim 
would carry the boundary' edge of the pattern 
beloAV-the bird. The relatively large margin 
which, .exists to correct shooting over the bird 
■yl'p.uJd fSo: seldom come into use that the lower 
pbrtibirof the pattern could be vvriten off as 
so much waste. The shooter's requirement is 
a gun which will centre the charge on the 
mark aimed at. .A sli.ght tendency on the high 
side is not a bad tbin.g to correct the tendency 
amongst most siiootcrs to aim low. 'I'oo much 
artificial allowance is undoubtedly a bad tliin.g, 
because it places a premium on aiming off the 
object, when the first principle of shooting 
should be to aim dead at it. subject only to an 
allowance or lead to cover the movement of

charge in covering the intervening distance. 

It is difficult to lay down any hard and fast 
rules concerning the properties of shot guns in 
peneral as regards tlieir power to centre tlv 
cliar.gc arcuind the point aimed at, simply be- 
cause there is a striking- dearth of exiieriinental 
data coiiceriiin.g this p.articiilar as|iect of shot 
.com behavior. Creat importance has always 
been attached to the regi.stration of jiattern on 
the plate, and it has been customary for the 30 
inch cirde to be drawn around a selected cen- 
tre, it being assumed lb;tt the de^ iation from 
the mark aimed at is the personal err.ir of the 
shooter. In a large maj<uity of cases this ex- 
planation no doubt fits the fads. It certainly 
seems wonderfully dirficult to liii a sitting 
rabbit. I'm it is real]\- leiu.ark.ible that the 
use <if a rifle rest beneath the ft-rc end fre- 
(|iientlv fails to eliminate these unexplained di- 
vcrgeiuies. iM)r example, a gun u hich has re- 
ceived a considerable amount of use was found, 
when tested, to shoot a fairly consistent 10 in. 
low at 40 yasds, .so miniinisiii.g the value of the 
spread by this self-same .-iiiiount. In other 
words. 12 in. low would jjrcdjably mean a miss, 
against which the power to err u itli<uil iienalty 
3 ft. ill the oi)iiosite direction represents but 
po.)r i-oinpeiisatioii. .Ali.unment \\ a> taken with 
the c\ e looking over the breech and just seeing 
the forcsiglu ami ])erbaps an inch or two of the 
niuz/.le. Owing to the greater thickness of 
metal at the breech end of the gun as compared 
with the muz7,le, the line of aim makes an 
angle with Ihe axis of the barrel representing 
at least i-ioin. elevation per yard for all 
for all ranges. This would .give 4 in. at 40 
\ar(ls. which exactly covers the drop of the 
shot due to gravity whilst traveling that dis- 
tance. Therefore, in the .gun under discus- 
sion, there remained a further 10 in. of dmp to 
be accounted l(n- l)y recoil phenomena not as 
yet fully understood. That is to say finding 
the shot strikes low, one assumcr the muzzle 
dips. On the other hand, if it was found to 
strike high, it would be quite as simple to find 
an ex])lanation based on up-throw. due to tlie 
butt being beneath the line of the barrels. 
llo\vc:vcr, the .gun was sent to the makers for 
the stock to be strai.glileiied so that the bend 
at the hut I was reduced from j i-.S in. to i 7-8 
ill,, with something intermediate at the comb. 

It -was then decided to test the patterning 
properties of tlnj ^'uii, paying due. regard "to 



the position of the selected circle with refer- 
ence-td tlie>rnark aimed at. The alignment nf 
the first five shots was taken by bringing the 
..eye down to the level of the l:rccc!i, noLvvith- 
standing that the alterca slia;^" of the stock 
made it difficult to .get so low ■'.. wn. This test 
ga\-e the shootin.g of the barrciL-.. 'l.die remain- 
ing five shots of the ten-shot series were then 
fired with the cheek and eye, taking up the 
position that would be adopted when handling 
the gun in the ordinaiy fashion. That is to 
say. the eye was about 1-4 in. above tlo? level 
of'the'hreech, and as the distance irom die eye 
to the muiizle is as near'y a^ iio.-sible one yard, 
this represented 10 in. at 40 yards of extra 
elevation. The following were the results ob- 
tained : ...

The lirst immediately interesting faet is 
that it at once becomes absurd to give any 
numerical pattern value to the cartwheel for- 
mation to which a proportion of all shot gun 
patterns seem prone to take on. The point of 
aim beinp: practically free of pellets, the circle 
would need to be scribed some 2 ft. therefrom, 
and as there are nearly an equal number of 
pellets in evcrv pari, of the annitlus, it would 
matter bale whether th«e circle was drawn 
high, low, right, or left, so long- as it is nowhere 
near the point aimed at. The other 5.iatterns 
fi fini the right barrel were by no means regular 
enough to form a nice series, a circumstance 
which made it at times diiVicult to select one 
place more than another as the centre for the 
join, circle. However, the hrst five rounds 
ga\rc four records, of wliich three were 6 in. 
low. and the other, round No. i, was correct 
in eicvation, but diverging 12 in. to the right, 
i lie eon eapomuuf;' cmwI..s frc-m the left barrel 
contained another cartwheel patte-.rn, and a 
moderately consistent low elevation with an 
a\'crage of rather more than 10 in. low. The 
mark aimed at was a circle of about 4 in. 
diamoter roughly drawn on the whitewash. 
Aim was taken at the bottom edge of this mark, 
and all measurements were recorded ' herefrom. 
Perhaps the centre would have been a better 
zero point to adopt. This would co?l^ vrt the 
10 in. low into 12 in. That tlie right barrel 
did not shoot so far down was either the 
chance beha\'iour of these shcjts. or the dif- 
ticvilt)' of correctly locatin.s^ the centre of the 
wide spread which a c}dinder ])attern rt-p c- 
sents. The second half of each series d sb-.t.'i 
was fired with the artificial elevation ;;:vcii b}'

The shooter is indeed fortunate w . pos- 
sesses a t;"iin wliich throws its cba";:-, a the 
true line of the liarrels without tlv ;k .'ssity 
lo elevate the e)e .abnormally abt.\-e ■■' e rib. 
.•\ clefecti\ely .'iligned ,^1111 may be .i>':d for a 
lifetime without the f.ault being sus|-)ecled. I^ike 
irregular ijatteriis, it may militate against the 
user developing the b.ighest prade of skill. 
Certainly greater possibilities of improving 
one's shooting exist when the gun mounts 
readily to lihc shoulder, takes a natuu:' bed- 
ding in true line with the eye, and pla . is the 
charge of both barrels on the vcdn'ir' .1 spot, 
than is possible where true sightii'g pi . 'duces 
a false result. The growing vise of light 
charges, whether fired, from i2-!i('rc.< or lO- 
hores, j)rn\-ides e\ idciice thai 'iir gnnmakers, 
wdth the help of sbooting schools and gun- 
littin.g apjiliaiices, are becoming iiicrea^iiigiy 
cajiablc of building guns capable of ceiuering 
the charge in the right ]dace. Ten or even 
twenty per cent reduction of the charge is not 
felt if the remaining pellets arc disposed to 
the best advantage, and it is in furtherance of 
the desire to increase this advantage to the 
greatest possible extent that more detailed at- 
tention v.ill be paid in the future than in the 
past to the position of the pellets with, refer- 
ence to the mark aligned at. That guns are 
not all perfect in this resjicct has ycv<:"ral tiiUL-s 
been suspected from the persistent leu 'ency of 
a i>articnlar barrel to take a li.u- of i s own. 
/\s a general propositifm it may be mt for- 
ward that high cpiality barrels, syni netrical 
inside and out, and truly made on t le most 
approved principles, would be more ikely to 
shcot in harmony than a com."iic'!je? pair of 
tubes roughly put together anJ fui;d with 
overweighted aiid badly joined ribi

Both barrela evidently shot at least 6 in. 
low at 40 yards. This seems a small fractioii 
of the total killing circle, and yet the appear- 
ance of the patterns suggested that the bulk 
of the charge was very decidedly beneath the 
mark aimed at. The left barrel shot as nearly 
as possible true as regards lateral deviation, 
but more experience is needed before an opin- 
ion can be j-.yprcssed as to whether the re- 
sults obtained should be considered regular or 
the reverse. The 3 in. throw of the right bar- 
rel towards the left is fairly consistent, and 
would make a shooter a little inclined to'iniss 
behind birds crossing from left: to riig;ht.'^his 
tendency would naturally be emphasized by the 
experience gained shooting at birds crossing 
in the opposite direction, where the proper 
all.nvance would be diminished by the same 
3 in. Whether the amount of lateral and verti- 
cal deviations which have been dealt with in 
tliis article exceed, or otherwise, the allowable 
or the unavoidable differences of the behavior 
of guns no attempt has been made to say. Cer- 
tainly pattern testing is better conducted on 
the system of a selected circle than by aiming 
at a circle previously drawn, but the record is 
not complete unless the position of the circle 
relati\ e to the spot aimed at is defined for ciach 
shot. The regular adoption of this system of 
registration will .lead to the automatic accumu- 
lation of statistics, which cannot fail to. prove 
interesting as time goes on.

A FOOLISH SUPERSTITION 

"What is the reason," asks Josef Hofmann, 
writing in the Ladies' Home Journal, "for thi.s 
curious and out-of-date superstition that music 
can be studied better abroad than in Amer- 
ica :"

That the indifference of their com- 
patriots drove these men practically out of 
their cotuiiry ])roved to be of advantage to 
them : fnit how ou.ght those to be regarrled who 
failed to keep tliem here? The wrong is ir- 
reparable in that these men do not think of 
returning- to .America except as, visitors. The 
duty of American students and lovers of good 
music is to sec to it that such capable teach- 
er.s as art still here should remain here. The

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It is only if wc get up early that we sec 
cobwebs in their full beauty. AVe must be up 
betimes if we mean to catch these silvery welDS 
while their gossamer is still intact andrtheir 
delicate designs not yet spoiled by the.Httl^ 
T«incl that is. sure to spring up when once the 
day* has come. We must be weather-wise, 
too;'' if ; bur ' heroism of early rising in wintry 
weather is to meet with its reward, and wc 
can tell a little over night, for a still dampish 
evening usually means a still, misty morning. 
The beauty and visibility of the cobwebs so 
depend on atmospheric conditions, and unless 
there is the cold dampness in the air there 
will not be the rows of minute silver}' bells 
on the cobwebs which emphasizes and make 
the strands visible and which are in reality in- 
finitesimal drops of moisture. 

The webs are so fascinating in their carl)' 
unspoiled beauty, for no two are alike. Each . 
has had its own architect, who seems to have 
made a special study of his own particular con- 
ditions and most cunningly used every natural 
advantage that came in iiis way. Then there 
are the distinct different kinds, two very ob- 
vious ones seen in any garden are the ones that 
remind us of tatted doilies, a circle, or portion 
of a circle with lines radiating called the 
Orbitilariae. Another, the thin closely woven 
sheet of web suspended among branches, called 
the Relitelariae, which must take a lot of 
spinning. 

Our old childish idea of the spider si)iiming 
his own thread is ratlier knocked on the head 
when we learii about the silk glands, and how 
the silk issues from many papillae and is united 
into one strong thread. The hinder legs of the 
spider have tliis work to do, and if we watch 
when the spinning is going on, we shall see 
liow busy they are, but it is the third claw in 
particular that is used for this purpose of ar- 
ranging the web and uniting the different lines 
into one thread. It has been noticed that those 
spiders which spin the most exquisite webs 
(Eperides) have this claw very much develop- 
ed, and in those spiders who hunt their i)rey 
instead of spinning snares, thi-., leg is entirely 
absent. 

Sometimes, too, as children, we have wound 
the strands of a web and wondered if somer 
thing could not be niade of such beautiful fine 
silken thread. About one hundred and sixty 
years ago a Frenchman named Le Bon had., 
the same idea and actually succeeded in weav- 
ing stockings and gloves from it, but no cul- 
tivation of spiders for this purpose has ever 
succeeded, though it has once or twice been 
tried, because the spider itself is such a 
veracious ar.d Ctiiiiiibctli.SLii; cicu-iure. 

Altogether the spider itself it not an at- 
tractive character, and even his beautiful web 
loses a little of our admiration when we realize 
it is, after all, nothing but a cunningly woven 
snare. In it sits a cruel and relentless beast of 
prey, waiting to sec its victim entangled and 
ready to dart out, bind him with fresh ropes 
and devour him. Also, its domestic traits do 
not show it in a niuch better light. In the 
courting season, unless the male spider be as 
big and as strong as the female, there will al- 
ways be a tragic fate hanging over his head. 
If he fail in any way to please his exacting 
mistress, she very quickly and effectually dis- 
poses of him by eating him up ! And. as in 
nearly all the species of spiders the male is 
inferior to the female in strength and size, one 
shudders to think how often this gruesome 
domestic drama is acted. There is, however, 
one ray of hope for the poor male, he is more 
active and more agile than her lie woos, so let 
us trust he sometimes puts discretion before 
chivalry and d(:>es not scorn t^.; run away! 

In her motherly instincts, too, the s]>ider is 
anj'thing but old-fashioned. She does not al- 
low her young to be much trouble. In the case 
of the garden spider (Araneus), tlic eggs are 
laid in a- cocoon, which is suspended some- 
where near her web and about which she 
troubles no more. However, one rnusl own 
tlip.r most spiilers are a little more concerned 
for their offspring and carry them about on 
their backs till they are big enough to fend 
fo) themselves. 

W'r. ha\-e sometimes wondered what the 
strands of L^ossanier are that float clown onto 
our noses from a])parcntlv nowhere, and b.ave 
sometimes wondered if they were spun by 
some particular species of spider that did not 
trouble to form them into a web. Sometimes 
the air is full of them and wc see them ly- 
ing, like a white film, on bushes and trees. We 
learn, however, it i.s a youthful sport of young 
spiders of different species. On fine autumn 
mornings tlicy climb in the toj)s of fences and 
bushes and emit a thread or tuft of threads 
which soon become strong enough to bear 
them, and nn which they sit and let the wind 
carry them to great heights. Lucky young- 
spiders! How wc envy them their youthful 
sport. Would that we too could manufacture 
a flying machine so easily and inexpensively, 
how gaily would we float oflF to great heights 
on fine auttmin mornings! 

After all, the worst has some redeeming 
trait, and with the spider it is certainly his gift 
of si)inning' and the beauty of his webs will 
liclp us not to judge him too harshly. 

Not a few learned scientists have given 
years of their lives to the scientific studv of 
.->ljidcis, and iiave produce! -vveighty tomes 
embodying the .results of liieir researches. To 
the scientist, of course, the spider has scien- 
.tific valt-ie, as }ias many another uninteresting 
creature and natural phenomenon; but the 
housewife has not yet been trained to learn of 
their domestic efficiency nor to appreciate their 
housely advantages,' Perhaps this state of af- 



fairs may never be brought about; but it is 
most imwi.se to announce results in the world 
oi' science,- for very many times what seemed 
, definite- conclusions- hdve been swept-^o one 
side'iby some ■brilliant' discoyeVy- or some utt- 
expected "cohc'lusion. • • • '' ■ 

I have not,- however, thought to write of the 
scientific aspects of the spider, but simply to 
draw attention to the real beauty of many of 
his webs. These are often more than charm- 
ing and more than ingenious. The student of 
Nature may well pause for a moment in his 
scientific studies, and enjoy, if he can, the 
ethereal but real beauty of these wonderful 
nature-creations. It will be time well spent 
and thoroughly enjoyable. — Garine Gadby.

He would have the 
choir given as much freedom and self-govern- 
ment as consistent with discipline. In regard 
to the future of church music; he states that 
the subjects which will now be studied with 
more care rmd belter results are: Al onotoning, 
the renderin.g of inflected resixmses. and 
chanting.

"Sailors, middies, adni'rals, ;iro all chang- 
ing iiiulcr our eyes in obecliciu-e to the law of 
■progress that, rules alike the I'alo of fleets and 
of people. In coming days there may be even 
less roystcring and iunketing; ever increasing 
Mrcss aiui efforr. One can hardly foresee, as 
)et, the types dcstincil to man and command 
our future fleets; but." contends the writer of 
the followtttg: article, "we are entitled to be- 
lieve that something of the old roystering spirit 
may survive, though it may be less in evi- 
dence." 

Not long' since the present writer enconnt- 
cttd in the High Street of Kensington an old 
shipmate, who had recently retired upon a 
moderate pension. I had known him well 
twenty years prcvionsl_y as a jovial }-oung- sur- 
geon of a gutd)oat on the China station; hut 
now he was middle-agc l, his once hanrlsome 
face was not a little lined and battered, and he 
bore upon his visiting card the sonorous title: 
"Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals and 
Fleets." 

Aware that he had quitted the Service, 1 
asked him presently wiiether he regretted his 
retirement. He stopped short, and gazing 
across the street with a far-away look in his 
eyes, replied, thoughtfully, "Often, as I lie 
upon my comfortable spring mattress. I dream 
that I'm waiting for a boat at the end of a 
cold, wet pier." I was answered. It was very 
plain that my friend the "D.I.C." had had his 
till of seafaring and wet piers. 

Now and again, it is true, .vou may chance 
upon a pensioned veteran in wliosc blood the 
call of the sea still echoes, wdio longs for em- 
ployment, finds no enduring joy in spring mat- 
tresses, chafes at his moorings, and grumbles 
about the monotony of retireitie at. One has 
met such sturdy spirits, but they are rare ; for 
tfif! truth is, that the song of the sirens grows 
dim in the ears of middle-aged men, while the 
appeal of the cUtb arm-chair is persistent and 
satisfying. 

' Stout Robert Blake was fifty j'ears old 
when he began his imique career at sea. Co- 
Itimbus but five years younger when he sailed 
upon his great voyage of discovery, and I.ord 
I lowc was hard upon seventy on the '"Glorious 
First of June." None the less, the appeal of 
the sea life is to the young, and. on the lower 
deck especially, you will ever tind the grey 
beard out of time wit'i his unwelcome Environ- 
ment, and growling for the solid comforts of 
dryland. 

But, while the glamour of the naval life 
has ahvaj's appealed to restless youth, one 
inclines to doubt whether the sirens sing as en- 
ticingly today as they did even thirty years 
ago. Thirty years is but a span in the long 
history of our na\'y. but great have been the 
changes ii: the mode of life afloat since the 
■writer touched his cap lo the cpiarter deck of 
a priiniti\-e ironclad launched in i8b2. That 
good ship, a flagship in the Channel, was pro- 
tected against the muzzle-loading guns of the 
day by four inches of soft iron, llcr simple 
engines lent her a speed of ten knots, and 
these were quaintly supplemented (though 
no man held it quaint then") by three tower- 
ing masts upon which could be spread a cloud 
of spotless can\'as. 'J"he main-yard nica'^nred 
a hundred and five feet from vard-arm lo yard- 
arm; but our highest speed under all plain 
sail was something under five knots! 

Even then certain engineer officers held it 
childish to clap sail upon steam-driven iron- 
clads, but nobody heeded tlieir cautious sneers. 
The Admiralty clung to ,-,ai!s for some years 
after I went afloat in '.078, abandoninp; them 
ill last with a strange reluctance, and amiii the 
hearlshakii-.g and lamentations of all the retired 
admirals and captains shellcred hv tlu- Ser\-ic'.; 
cluhs. It was all [nc, m (hnse veterans

Something had 
gone wrong, and every man stood like a statue, 
while the littie commander on ihe poop re- 
buked a small section ol the crew. Two harsh 
notes from the bugle eom|)ieted the i)rief 
lioniil}', and instantl_\- the wild stami.'.-dc \va.-> 
resumed. W hen all was r.v-jr, the towering 
masts clad with car.va:-, the crew, pantint,'- .-ind 
sweating, fell in in double rank on bod: sides 
r.i the long unbroken deck, and a great silence 
fell upon the whole fleet. Day i)y day , a-id 
SQinetitiies during three hours at a stretch, the 
c'rcwis 'of that period competed against each 
o^her in the performance of mast and sail 
drills which had for thirty years ceased to 
possess practical utility. \Vc clung, you sec. 
to the old seamanship tlia! jtad made England 
glorious from the daj'S of ]|)rakc; did our bcs"£ 



to forget the engines and boilers, and treated 
the engineers like pariah dogs. 

1 dwell upon this fetish of old-world sea- 
manship because it so greatly influenced the 
mode of life afloat for thirty years after the 
Crimean War. We resisted beyond belief the 
inevitable change from sail to steam, trying 
desperately lo i)rescrve all manner of decayed 
institutions, manners and customs, handed 
down from the era. of wood,, and canvas. On 
a fair average we killed a man per week over 
those ancient exercises; but the mode of death 
was not inglorious, and the victims were 
Iniried ^vitli considerable ceremony. ' weV 
remember a forc-royal A'ardman of (:'.:> -h.io 
who risked his life twice daily for tlic ni'nor 
of the forc-topmaii, performing feats of agility 
that miglit have shaken the nerve of a baboon. 
In the end he perished, falling upon the foc'sle 
from a height of 150 feet. But the admiral 
attended ♦^he funeral, and we subscribed nearly 
fifty pounds for his mother, besides sending 
her a photograph of his tombstone. 

The cult of old-fashinncd seamanship hard- 
ened the muscles and nerves, and kept science 
at bay. The middies of that day were required 
by the regulations to study mathematics be- 
hind a canvas screen between the hours of 
().30 and 11.30 a.m., but we seldom averaged 
more than li\-e hours' schooling per week, ow- 
ing to the higher demands of the general c\-olii- 
tioii. 'I'heii. too, if your boat was called away, 
you shut y-^ur books with a light heart anrl 
eagerly assumed command of her. ^^'c lived 
a great deal in the boats when the ship lay in 
harbor, and few of the senior ofi'icers look our 
mathematics seriously. A few gunnery and 
torpedo lieutenants who have since risen high 
in the Service were conspicuous, e\ en in those 
days, by their studious habits, or their griji 
upon science ; but not a few captains distrusted 
them and private!}' condenined thein as "x 
chasing muft's." hardly to be entrusted in foul 
weather with, tlie reefing of a topsail. 

There are flag officers and cai)tains now 
serviiig who went through, this mill of "fool" 
seamanship without discovering its futility ; 
but it must he difl'icult for the present day 
commanders and lieutenants to realize that the 
British Xavy was shifting topsails and run- 
ning the whole gamut of Nelsonian seaman- 
ship less than thrity years ago. High credit 
is all the more due ' to admirals and captains 
who have adapted themselves, chameleon-w.ise, 
to the sweeping changes of the past three de- 



cades. It is fair to add 'that foreign navies 
also clung almost as long to a somewhat in- 
ferior brand of "fool" seamanship, if the Royal 
Navy was grotcsqueh- behind the times with 
its masted steamships and aiicieiit drills, so, 
too, ^were all forei&rn navies. Grtly a year or 
two before the' writer' w,ent afloat,' IL.M.S. Cap-:- 
tain, a masted and heavily rigged steam turret- 
ship, capsized under sail in the Bay of Biscay; 
and in 1879 1 saw the grisly wrcclk of the 
Eurydice raisetl from the bottom of the Solent. 
We continued to play with sails for s-ome years 
aft;-; '.vards, ;>.nd to drill at repelling boarders 
wxtU jiikcs and tomahawks ! 

l!n( ill', sc were, after all is .said, joliy da\-s. 
\\"e tooli. our worn-out seamanship seriously; 
but cha -itrenuous, nerve-straining years of 
,<cierjtific training for war were postponed. We 
maintained two fleets, the Channel and- the 
Mediterranean, in both of which tli« spirit of 
competition involved hard work; bur the navy 
wa§ widely scattered in every sea, and it was 
this system of distribution that colored the life 
and differentiated it, in the main, from the 
strciiiious lleet cruising life of todriy. 13olache(l 
service was the general rule, licet cruising the 
rare exception, on all foreign .stall ons from 
China td I'eru. I'ndcr an easy-going skipper 
this meant that officens — and in Icssser degree 
I he men — normally enjoyed good times — real 
good times, .seldom possible now. 'VVe sailed 
from port to port (within the wide linnits of the 
station), lingering pleasantly in liospitabi<' 
harbors, smiled upon by the f2ir, rovcilly entC''- 
tained by the Colonists. There were h'alls and 
junketings, cricket and shooting, long easy 
spells in port, and "hat-pegs" al 011 r disposal 
in many hospitable liouses, enlivened by gi'%- 
cious women. .A flagsh.ip often swung lazily t 
her moorings for six months at a stxctch; tln> 
admiral comfortably -t itled a.shore in "Admir- 
alty House," while leave in plenty was grant- 
ed to the officers, and especially to those who 
cultivated sport or society. It was considered 
meritorious to go in for shooting', fishing, 
dancing, or cricket ; indeed, many an of¥icer 
won prom.otion in these pleasant h^'-ways of 
the naval life. Those who neglected sporl and 
society were, indeed, often penalized ; for they 
were expected to s|:ay on board and look after 
the routine. 

Toda}'. if I am rightly informed, little of 
all this junketing survives. The life grows 
uniformly stren':)ous,^^e'\nen a trifle grey,.. under 
our system o^ fleet J^^'prk and with 4hc dec^y 
of detached servicel u^hc fleets abroad have 



al! been cut down, so that officers and men 
spend the hulk of their time in Home waters^ 
and no small part of it in barracks. To the 
younger men thisjs.iuo iboon;, it is even more 
inouotonous,. and-iit^is assji^ more expen- 
sive. Before Germ5n^cs?«ri{5e us 
to eoncentrate dii Home waters, naval men 
used to sigh for home billets; now, widi the 
usual "cusscdness'' of human nature, they have 
too much of "Home, SAVcet Home," and long 
ior tjie sight of a cocoa-nut tree — the smell of 
a foreign port. In the merry days of foreign 
service, when one saw the flagship once or 
twice in a year at most. Jack and a few of 
his officers usually contrived to bank a tidy 
sum of money against the glad day of paying 
off at home. True,, there was no. prize-money, 
and there were often "duns" to be pacified at 
Portsmouth and Plymouth ; but there was 
usually enough over to set the pretty sweet- 
h-?;iit . and wives 

' .v trip, tri]), tripping on the Quay," 
an'l to ensure the wanderers a tender welcome 
home. 

In the course of a long coinniissif)n an A.iV 
of ii'v accpiaintance stored t!iJO in the Ad- 
i.iiialty Savings Bank, the secret being that he 
owned a sewing machine and turned out caps 
that were the admlTation of the ship's com- 
pany.... One may admit that the average oflficer 
did 'lot return with any balance worth men- 
tioning, hut he did at least contrive to reduce 
thi- hmg hill of the patient outfitter of the Com- 
mon l lard or DevonporL. Three months in old 
l.'.ngland was quite long enough to ta.\- the 
ri-: '\ c of one's banker — then off again to China 
or ihc Pacific, before credit was wholly ex- 
hausi.etl. And. after all. cdd England can be 
!ju:;e uidl when the balance runs dry and 
l{n.uiiy uncles have been completely tapped. 
Married men grumbled at the too short spells 
of home service — one has to admit that-^but 
ih - r.t 'ive list is, in the main, a youthful force ; 
and die sailor who marries undei* thirty hardly 
deserves to be considered. Today, I am told, 
there is too much home service, even to please 
tlie "bundle-men." One wonders what the 
v.'ivcs think about it. But they are hardly like- 
ly I ' ne quite candid. There is a certain 
dre^^^ry anchorage, termed, I believe, "Cats' 
ilolc," where reserve battleships and cruisers 
of tlie Momc Fleet swing monotonuosly at 
thei'- moorings during many iiionths of "the 
year, ''Cats' Hole" (if I have , the name cor- 
rectly) is situated near the rich mwd-fiats of 
the Medway, and about three miles from 



cd there by a policeman, while criticism of the 
tov dog rained plentifully from a brewer's 
firay, a bicycle, and a taxicab, all of which were 
mixed up in the road through their noble en- 
deavors not lo annihilate the yapping creature.

Life is much 
pleasantcr, no doubt, at most of the Home 
ports and barracks, but there is no detached 
service and the fleets are constantly cruising 
or drilling. Rightly so, of course, for our navy 
is strenuously making ready, and takes its. 
work very seriously. My point is, that the Hfc' 
is necessarily less jolly and varied than for-' 
merly, but one respects the increased energy 
and zeal everywhere manifest in the British 
navy of today. 

Take, for instance, gunnery. Everybodv 
knows, or should know, wdiat gunnery means 
now in our navy; how the example of one dis- 
tinguished expert, whose name has become a 
household word throughout the Empire, 
fanned into a steady blaze the slumbering en- 
thusiasm of the whole Service. This awaken- 
ing of our navy to the value of straight and 
rapid shooting constitutes by far the most 
striking change that has occurred for half a 
century. The new skill involves a great deal 
of hard work and intelligence, both of which 
were formerly expended upon "fooF'seaman- 
shi]:i and the polishing of brass. As one looks 
back it appears amazing that bad shooting 
was accepted as a matter of course only a few 
years ago. The guns were good of their kind, 
but the. quarterly practice enforced by regula- 
tions was universally regarded as a nuisance. 
Wc fired at a small red flag attached to a pole 
embedded in a rum cask. Steaming rouifd this' 
almost invisible target, the range varying be-' 
tween 1,000 and 1,400 yards, it was only now' 
and again that the gun cajjtains obtained a 
clear glimpse of the little red flag rising and 
falling with the ocean swell. They^ had to 
watch for it through a narrow gun-port, 
across wdiicb drifted the smoke from other 
guns on the broadside. Actual hits were not 
encouraged, for the shattering of, the rum-cask 
involved delay and the' dropping of a fresh 
target. Rapidity of fire was the - main objec- 
tive, because everybody, except the gUrirtery 
lieutenant, regarded the practice a noisy 
nuisance. When a gunner pitched his shot 
conspicuously short of the bobbing mark, he 
was mildly repro' cd, but shots that passed 
200 feet over the target provoked no comment. 
The present writer never saw powder and shot 
thrown overboard lo expedite the practice, but 
some of his contemporaiies are known to have 
witnessed that amazing abuse of Government 
stores. . • . - . 

Last summer, when the fleets were man- 
oeuvring of? the Scottish coast, I visiteid a rifMv 
battleship anchored below the Forth- Bridge.' 
The manoeuvres were ended, the work of tne 
dav completed; but, from the captain down- 
wards, every man 1 saw looked jaded or wor- 
ried, and a dismal silence enveloped the vessel. 
:\ solemn-faced, pallid, scientific midshipman 
])olileIy acted as my guide. Me seemed to be 
on his guard, a])prehensivc that he might re- 
vciil some official secret. 1 could not help con- 
trasting that solemn youth with the jolly 
middy of thirty years ago, who took such keen 
delight in gulling civilian visitors. 

Later, I was received by the captain' in • ai 
wretched cabin full of ventilating shafts. He 
was civil, but much prc-occupied, and had thd 
air of a man harassed by responsibilities — aSj 
no doubt, he was. 

Twenty years ago the captain of ,1 watship 
had no worries, and resjionsihility .sat lightly 
upon his l)roa(l shoulders. At sea he enjoyed 
ample leisure: in port, he landed daily and 
dined well at the club or wi':h his brother cap- 
tains, leaving the commander to run the ship. 

One does not suggest that the old leisured 
days ca'i or should be restored to officers of. 
the navy; but the pubHc scarcely appreciates, 
how strenous and exacting life in our fieet has 
grown: So great, indeed, has the navy life 
changed within thirty years, tltatWid may soon 
look tu find the fleet manned and bflficcred by 
a new race of engineering mariners. .Mread}' 
one may note the beginning of the transforma- 
tion of the personnel, although wc are liable 
lo bo deluded by the sight of some isolated 
roystering Tar still maintaining the old tradi- 
tions of tlie cloth. Regret it as we may, the 
roystering Tar is passing, and his off'icers are 
equally adapting themselves to the imperious 
demands of an age of science. But, of course, 
we ought not to regret evolution ; and all that 
the modern navy can hope to jnescrvc is a few 
traditions of the grand old Service. 'Phc sailor-:' 
engineer is not only "knocking at the door,'^' 
hut has already thrust his experimental foot in- 
to the gun-room and the mess-deck. 

.S;iilors. middies, admirals, arc all changing 
under our eyes in obedience to the law of 
progress that rules alike the fate .of llcets and 
of ])coples. In the coming days tlicrc may be 
even less foystcring and junketing; ever in- 
creasing stress and effort. One can hardly, 
foresee, as yet, the types destined to man aijd; 
conimand our future fleets; but we arc entitled 
to believe that something of the old roystering 
spirit may survive, though it may be less in 
evidence.

You do nol discoN'cr this so long- 
as \'ou mcrclv sell ])a]iers in a spasmodic and 
amateurish manner, appearing luiw aiul then at 
ihc edge of the ])avement with a bundle of 
ncNsspapers and going fdT to tea as so<>n as 
trade grows slack. Any element of novelty 
at once gi\ es an air of detachment to the ama- 
teur and keeps the world from really making 
friends with her. But as soon as the passer- 
by grasps that she is a fixture, ju.st as much 
so as the seller of pink football news or of 
green politics except that she is kept S'.spiilied 
with i)ai)ers by a purple, white, and green 
cart instead of by a panting boy on a hicx cle. 
then'' every kind of crank who is 011! for an 
airing thinks she is there to listen to his views 
on any conceivable subject from vivisection to.^ 
food reform. 

Yow divide the woiid into iiirce kiinls of 
i;eople. roug'idv s;;eakiiig. when y(ni sell 
])a]iers as a pi"ofcssirinal aiul noi as an amaleur. 
There is the person who waiu.-^ to buy a paper. 
There is the person who wants to know where 
the nearest tea shop is, or which omnibus 
goes to the Circus, or whether you have seen- 
someone in a grey frock and a pink hat with 
wings. Tiiat person makes you feel like a 
real newsj aper l)o_\- al a slreet corner. Eately 
there is tlie crank, nho merely wants lo talk. 
The crank, ot course, never troubles liie <iidin- 
ary newsvender, for llierc is jiist this difference 
between the ^i-I!er of -.nllragc papers and ihe 
others w'no share tlic edge of the pa\cmenl 
with her: she does rei)rcsent an alicmpl lo re- 
form the world as well as an attempt to sell 
papers. So her pitch is a common meeting- 
ground for cranks. , * 

If it is true that the character of an age 

js^to be found in the character of its cranks, 

the ~pcfTi7?r--vi£i_are passing through will pre- 
sent extraordinary difFrtTik«?-'=.io dic^ chronicler 
of the future. That is the worst ot''ltvriT^---aJ. 
a time when most ot the big tilings have lieen 
established in theory, though some still rc- 
m'ain to be established in fact. It was qu'U' 
easy to be a crank with distinction \vheii |.' 'J- 
])le tortured you for saying the world was 
round. .\'ow s'ou have to fall hack: on Idrd 
millinery the Swedish system or a whok: 
ht):;t ui" minor niovemeiils to educate jjublic 
(ipinion, and the real crank has a hard struggle 
for existence. Personally, standing as I be- 
lieve for ohe of the few big things that still 
have to be fought for because they are not 
yet estabii'?;":-cd in fad. 1 have alway^s felt in- 
clined to look upon tiicsc lesser attcnqits to re- 
form humanity as fads. But 1 find from stand- 
ing at the edge of the pavement that the hall- 
mark of every crank is a firm belief that all the 
other cranks arc faddisis. 

"No," said the tailor-made iadj' with firm-i 



ness. as she i^repared to pass by aflcrr reading 
my newsbill. "1 have no time for fads. Be- 
fore I married, hen I earned by o-wn living 
and paid rates ''and taxes, I quite believed in 
this sort of thing.

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Few American industries have f^aown as 
rapidly in recent j-cars as has artificial ice- 
making and refrigerating in its various phases. 
In j the ./ri'januiacture of ice the strides have 
been' erfbrrnolis,' while the conditions of the

It was but a century ago wlicn tlic ship- 
ping of natural ice became a business, and in 
Frederick Tudor, of Boston, originated the 
• idea of shipping the natural product from the 
great fresh-water streams of the north to sec • 
tibns of the south, where the chances for har- 
vesting a crop of ice in the winter were slight. 
" Tliruugli New England, and indeed in the 
I\[iddlc Atlantic States, every farmer had his 
(i\vn icehouse, wliicli he filled in winter for 
his use in summer, and while those who had 
. *=mpre than they needed sold it to their less 
fortunate neighbors, the transaction was con- 
fined to neighborhoods. 

'I'udor. however, with Yankee forethought, 
had an idea lliat ice wuuM brinn^ a good price 
in the south, and he loaded a \'es-ei with 
blocks of frozen water and set out to sec w hat 
he could do. 11c found that after he had set- 
tled for the harvesting, and had allowed for 
that which melted he had some profit, wiiich 
encouraged him. 

From then on he bccaiuo nn ice baron, his 
cargoes went as far as (he West Indies, ynd he 
laid tlie foundation of what in ten years be- 
came a \'ast business tliat emj}loyed hundreds 
of men and scores of vessels. 

Today the ice industry has atlaincd ;in 
enormous business and in the t>vo phases, the 
natural- and the artificial, hundreds of thou- 
— sands of men are employed ,ind millions upon 
millions' of dollars are iiivestcd in it. The in- 
dustry having been started in this country has 
been largely developed by Americans, and they 
ha\ e become the greatest consumers of ice in 
the world. 

, ..The combined cry of all physicians against 
the? partaking, of iced drinks prevails not in 
' thisjcountry. . Ice is no longer a luxury; it is 
a. .necessity. The poor and the rich alike de- 
mand it,,, and they have it. For those who are 
too po.qr to afford it free ice funds are raised 
annually in every city. 

Ice enters into dozens of phases of our 
daily life. The butchers, grocers and oth.ers 
:■ whb 'sell edibles use ice to keep them. In iccu 
■ft or"'"refngera.tor cars fruits and vegetables, 
; meats, 'milk, oysters;, and inany (jther things 
ard shipped from one part of the cotnilry two 

■ to ten da3's in transit and arri\-ing in perfect 
shape. 

All o\'er the country '.here arc cold-stcaage 
warehouses, where eggs, poultry and meats are 
sometimes kept for two years. It would be 
impossible to have partridge in th^ middle of 
_ summer were it not for the game laws. 
. ^ ' Is if any wonder, then, that the tourist frcni 
England or the Continent is astonished when 
he visits this country antl sees how nuich ice is 
consumed and how abuntlant it is? In ICul-,- 
land e\'cn families of the middle, \\ ell- (<.. -do 
classes seldom have ice. .Vs a nation the I'.ng- 
lishman does not believe mucli in cold di'inks, 
and. therefore, little attempt has been made to 
introduce the general use of ice there. 

The business foumled by Frederick Tudur 
was that of trafficking in natural 'co. but nat- 
ural ice had its liiiiitation.«i. and, althoni'Ji V5\si 
quantities of it are now being shi|5ped. the 
other phase of the business, that of artificial 
ice, is making giant strides, ami ice factoric- 
are now forming in almost every conmtry ni,- 
dcr the '-imi. In the West Indies, in Cential 
America, in South .\iueri:a, in .Xfriea. and, 
indeed, wherever a Yankee may be found nia}' 
also be. found an ice plant, for the American, 
if he is going to live in a warm ciiniate, \y. also 
going to have his iced drinks when he w?ntv. 
them. 

.\or is ii 1)11 l.iiid tluit ii-e-tnaking has been 
brought to a hi.gh efficiency, for nowadays 
practically e\eiy iia\al \esscl in tlie world 
is capable of making an e.xicnded crui-<e i-; 
fitted with ice-niaking machinery. .Vo first- 
class passenger ship wou.hl be at all attrac- 
tive without such a plant, while there are 
many small steamers that ha\e been built for 
the fruit-carrying trade between the West 
Indies and Central .America and this country 
that are ec]ui|)|-)ed with refrigerating appar- 
atus. 

The liners that ply between .\iistralia and 
England and the Continent bring iTiillioiis (jf 
carcas.-es ol sliei'p and bee\'cs across t\\i> 
oceans in thcii- cold-storage coniiiartinents. 
.■\11 this has been developed within the past 
fifty years, but the greatest development has 
been Avithin the past ten or twelve years. It 
might be said, however, that the business has 
net yet scratched the surface and has a 
splendid future. 

riic production of cold b)- artificial means 
had its beginning in ICgypt, \\here ice and 
snoAv were nut available. The Egyptians dis- 
covered that by lirst heating the water anrl 
. then exposing it to tii," night air in recepta- 

■ cles wrapped in straw ihc water the next 
morning was cooler than tnc atmos]ihere. 

From I-"gyi)t tiie knowledge s|-jread, and 
the Greeks took it up, as did the KDinans, 
Those I'jeopic, iio\ve\cr. had the ad\'a:'tage 
of being able to procure snow and ice, ami it 
is said that Nero was the first man to estab- 
lish an icc-hpuse. Snow Avas gathered and 

jjj;„ packed in cjcliaif, and it kept fairly well. 

'•■^ : But auyone.can store away ice and keep 
it, Ol' at least keep a certain percentage of it, 
but in countries .where there is no snow or 
ice and ice is wanted, it is necessary to manu- 
facture it. .\s far back as 1550 IMasiiis \'il- 
lelranca wrote u]K)n metlnjds (jf making ice 
ami carried on experiments, in the centuries 
since there have been hundreds of others 



who ha\'c Avritten and CNi5eriniente<I, bt; it 
remained for Dr. Gorrie, an American, to 
))roducc a machine that would rcdiicc water 
to a solid state. In 1850 the physician ex- 
hibited his machine, but it was Ifiughed 
at. People of these days were prone to 
laugh at tilings out of the ordinary, and five 
years later Dr. Gorrie died, without having 
been able !q sec his patent carried out. 

There were otiiers who were working on 
the idea, and iti 1866 the first artificial plant 
in this country was established in New Or- 
leans. In 1870 there were four such plants 
in the country, and in 1880 there were 35, 
in 1890 there were 200, in 1900 there were 
800, while now the number is estimated at 
2,000. and there are now. very tew ei'ics of 
any size that are without them. 

In the making of ice there are two sys- 
tems used, commonly known as the "coni- 
l)ressor" and the "absorption" systems. The 
fnnncr system, by far the most common, in- 
volves liree successive steps, n.'spectively, 
caDcl conifjression, c onilen.sation atid c>:i)an- 
sioii .\nh_A-droii.> au'.monia, or animonia 
wlucli contains 110 water, is siil.tjected in ihe 
gaseous ionn U) a pressure of from 125 tr> 
175 pounds per sqtiarc inch by means -of a 
specially constructed pump. 

The next step is the reduction of the com- 
pressed gas to liquid, and this is done by con- 
densation and by passing the gas through 
coils of pipe in contact with cold water. In 
this process the gas reduced to litiuul loses 
not only its heat, but its temperature is low- 
er than what would be required to freeze 
water. 

The liquid ammonia is then pumped 
through coils of pipe that come in contact 
with the. water to be frozen. The anmiotiia 
absorbs the heat from the water, and when 
the ammonia has drawn from tbr- water all 
of its heat and reduced the temperature to 
its own level the water congeals into ice. 

The arrangements of the pipes in an ice 
factory is ingenious. It would be imprac- 
ticable to make ice in huge blocks and to cut 
it up afterwards, so in most factories the 
pipes arc so arranged so that small tanks 
containing w'ater may be set into pits. These 
taidvs turn out a block of ice that weighs just 
200 jiounds, and thus aid greatl\- in the con- 
venience of handling them. In some fac- 
tories the Ijlocks are made larger and are 
then called platefs. Sometimes these plates 
are made as large as 12 feet long and from 
6 to '8 feet vviirfp avid a foot in thickn'ess, hav- 
ing the appearance of plate ,glass. 

Uidikc the natural ice, the artificial pro- 
duct is always clear. This is because it has 
been found that in order to make the water 
freeze readily it is necessary to reni'jvc from 
it as much (.)f the air as possible. To get out 
the air the water has to be distilled, and in 
this process the water is also purified to a 
considerable extent. 

In the making of artificial ice by the tank 
system one of the early troubles was that the 
ici' took on a frosty appearance. This was 
due to air, but it has beet.' largely ov'crcome 
l.iy the use 0.1 a specially constructed nozzle 
for the j)ipe line that fills the empty taiiks. 

It recpiires from 48 to 60 hours to freeze 3 
200-pound tank, so- that a factory to turn out 
200 tons of ice a day has to have from 1,500 to 
2,000 tanks, necessitating Ciulderable floor 
space and investment. 

When the tanks have been sufficiently 
frozen they are lifted out and run to the 
"dti!ri|:)cr." This is a contrivance that throws 
the tank on end and and permits hundreds <;l 
little streams oi warm water to play on the 
four Mdes of t!ie iron, loosening the grip of the 
uniil it dro])s out. a |)erfect cake. 

in dull times, {)r during the winter when 
the demand for ice is light, the factory begins 
vi'orking on stock. The blocks of ice made are 
s *nt into a storage room and packed away, one 
01. top of the other, bui between each layer are 
thin strips of wood. In the ordinary ice- 
houses sawdust or stra\s' is used, but in tlu' 
storell(ln^e nf the f.actory that is not necessarv, 
for the temperature of the room is maintained 
by rcfrigcratii m. 

'i'he li(juid ammonia is pumped through a 
series of pipes in the room and the heat from 
the air is aljsorbcd in just the same manner as 
the heat is abs(n'bed from the water. This is 
merely the method of refrigei\'it ing that is gen- 
erally employed and lor which new uses are 
beirg found dail\-. .\'o longer do rlealers in pei'- 
ish.'i'.d- foods aloiic depend u])on refri,geration 
but department stores are installing the sws- 
tem iit rooms in which are stored during the 
summer months valuable furs, blankets and 
woolen goods. 

The making of ice and refrigeration ha\c 
caused an increase iii the ammonia jjroducing 
itulustr)- and there ha\'e been great strides in 
this iinlustry within the ])asi few 3'ears. The 
ammonia, in huge steel drums, is easily trans- 
ported and thus it is now possible to have ice 
factories in even tropical countries. 

There are many interesting stories told of 
methods t^scd in the introduction of ice in the 
tropics where the most of the natives never 
even heard rjf it. It is said that when a plant 
in a Scjuth .American country was opened and 
the nati\-t's bought the beautiful crystal bloclcs 
to carry them into the interior they were is- 
tonished at the lightness of their burden when 
they reached their destination. The hot sun had 
reduced the ice to water and much wrought up 
were they for they were under the impression 
that the blocks would lasffor 3'ears and con- 
tinue to give off their most i)lcasing coolness. 

Then, too. the enterprising Yankees were 
met by the e<piall3- "enterprising" olTicials who 
"taxed" the icemakers until all of the profit 
disappeared -and finally the plants were aban- 
doned. ' This was jiist to the liking of the na- 



tives, who promptly began to run outfits for 
their own profit. ' 

While many persons arc under the imi)res- 
sion that an ice factory must be a delightfully 
cool place to work, a visit, to one will' demon- 
strate that for heat such a place can- scarcely; 
be equalled. On the iirinciple that all heat asr 
cends-the ice-making apparatus is belo-\y,>wher.e 
one Avalks, consequently on the top of thie floor 
all the heat of the building is concentrated. 

A 200-pound cake of ice is prettA', but there 
is little poetry in the handling of one and tho.^e 
who sling these blocks about perspire freely. It 
is remarkable how dexterous the iceman be- 
come in the handling of ice. Dnconsciously 
they aj;ply natural laws of ph3'sics and swing

Then, too, in the cutting of ice the men dis- 
play their skill. To split a cake a man taps it 
g';ntl3' se\-eral times with his tomahawk-like 
j)ick and it breaks true. In estimating how 
much of ;t \i\ccc of ice it will require to make 
v.p a given v/cight many experts in ieehotises 
can chop off a piece that will weigh within an 
ounce. 

. One of the features of the annual conven- 
tion of ice dealers is the competition in hand- 
ling ice. This consists of carr3-iug 200-pound 
blocks by means of a pair of tongs, splitting a 
block iiit(> from live to ten [lieces and each piece 
to weigh the same, and in tossing small pieces 
to a teammate who catchc? them with tongs 
The rivalry among the icemen is keen and 
not infre(|nently a dealer will liriiig his most 
c.vperi haniiii-i to i.uiii|)Ctc withi some man that 
another dealer has brought for tli<: ])urpose, 
thus introducing a little fun into \shat is or- 
dinarily a rather prosaic occupation entailing 
little but hard work. 



MISCELLANY 

Bingley Hall, Birningham, is a vast place, 
built, and generally used, for exhibitions and 
cattle sho\vs. It has to be specially fitted up 
when a public meeting is held there, and the 
jjreparations take a considerable titiie and cost 
some hundrcfls of iiounds. The last time I 
was at a iiiecting there, writes an old re- 
])ortcr, was when ^Ir C/ladstone spoke on 
November, 1888, and the sight of the vast 
arena packed with people was one never to be 
forgotten. A jjlatfonn for the speakers had 
been built about fiftv feet out from the wall 
at the end of the central bay. In front of it 
were the reporters, aiul bc3i)nd them, onl3' 
kept from flowing o\-er on to iheir scats I)}' 
a strong barrier, was a dense mass of men 
and women. Galleries rose on all sicies from 
floor to roof, and so packed were they that 
only a few inches of the \valls were visible 
between the' heads of the topmost tiers and 
the beginning of the roof.' When they cheered 
or when they sang the rohr was deafening. It 
was estimated that there were 18,000 or 10,000 
people aetu.iUy in the hall, and they were, as 
Mr. Gladstone said, merelN' "a samj)le" of the 
surging crowds outside. 

In his "L,ife of Gla^lstone." Lord Morle3' 
has a delightful little note about the great 
gathering and the great speech .Mr. (iladsionc 
made. "The sight of the vast meeting," he 
writes, "was ajipalliiig from fifteen to seven- 
teen thousand people. He sjioke with great 
vigor and freedom ; the fine passages probably 
heard all over; man3' other pa.ssages certainly 
not heard, but his gesture so strong and varied 
as to be almost as interesting as the words 
would ha\e been. The spc<;ch lasted an hour 
and fiftv minutes, and he \\as not at all e.\- 
h.austed wdien he sat down. The scene at the 
close was absolutel3' iiulescribable and incom- 
parable, overwhelming like the sea." Mr. 
Gladstone was then almost 79, but his wonder- 
ful voice stood the strain splendidly. In spite 
of its vastness the hall does not make so great 
a strain on speakers who know it as some 
smaller halls do.

Uenmark cannot claim it as part of 
Greenland, for Greenland is an island, and 
neither Dr. Cook nor Commander f-'eary — not- 
withstanding the hitler's tele,grain to Presi- 
dent Taft ])]aciiig the .\oith Pole at his dis- 
pC'Sal — h.til power to aniu'.x aiiv tei'ritory on 
behalf ol the Cnited Slates, n.n'tlier being a 
commissioned agent of the I'nited Stales. "If 
an uncommissioned iia\'igator tal<es jjossession 
of lands in the name of his sovereign, and then 
sails awa\' without forming a .sett lenient, the 
fact of possession has ceased, and a confirma- 
tion fif his act only amounts to a bare asser- 
tion of intention to possess, which, being 
neither declared upon the spot nor supported 
b\- local acts, is of no legal v.alne" (Hall). 

F,\'cn disco\cr\ b}- ;i commissioned agent 
of a GoN'ernniein is no lon.ger held to c(nifer 
a title. "In the early davs of luiropeaii e.\- 
liloration it was held, c^r at least every State 
maintained with respect to territories discov- 
ered by itself, that the discovery of jircviously 
unknown land conferred an alxsolule title to 
it upon the State b}' whose agents the discov- 
ery was made. Rut it has now long been set- 
tled that the bare fact of discovery is an in- 
sufficient .ground of proprietar\- ri,ght." - If 
accompanied by atitliorized anne.xalion it 
gi\'es the l)eginnin.gs of a. title and would bar 
occupation by anothci' Slate fur a reasonable 
time, to allow the 'annexing Slate to make 
good its claim by settlement, military occupa- 
tion, or other acts. A more interesting point 
of international law relating to exploration is 
the fact that vessels of discovery and scientific 
expeditions arc exempt from caiiUire in war. 
When Captain Cook s.ailed from I'lvmouth in 
1776 with the J^esoliitioii and the jjiscovcry, 
the I'rencli Minister of Marine instructed 
owners of vessels and all other persons con- 
cerned that Cook ami his vessels were to be 
treated as neutrals and friends.

The first bulldogs, according to early wri- 
ters, were bred from the English mastift', and 
by protess of systematic selection in breeding, 
a smaller and more active dog than the mastiff 
was evolved., The smaller dog was found. to 
be better Suited for. sport than the hcaviefand- 
slower- mdstiff. The bull-baiting dog, without 

/■IriiiKf rorimrprl an innrrlinofn orin(-»»inf nf rrniTtP- 

ness. The principle of bull-baiting was ex- 
tremely simple, although it is said to have af- 
forded considerable excitement for all parties 
concerned. A collar was fastened round the 
bull's neck, and by this the bull was attached 
113' a rope 10 a stake. The rope varied from 
nine to fifteen, feet in length, and, therefore, 
allowed the bull but little movement. The 
audience was accommodated in a circle or 
"ring." 

Bull-baiting at times ranked as the national 
pastime, and countless scores of dogs met their 
death to provide a pleasing diversion for the 
British public. ' Even royalty favored the 
sport, though during the last hundred years of 
its existence patrons of the bii!l-rin,g" com- 
prised almost exclnsi\'el\' the "lower" cla.ises." 
The br.iverv- i-if fji.j bulldog," cultivated dur- 
ing centuries of active service in the bull-ring, 
naturally became deeply inherent. Owing to 
the dog's occupation and surroundings he 
acquired a sa\ageness of disposition which 
prompted a writer as recentl3' as fift3' years 
ago (v/hcn bull-baiting, which had been made 
illegal, was long since over), to state that the 
bull-dog had an intractable temper, and that 
he would turn on his master, if offended, as 
readily as on a stranger. 

With the advent of the dog-show era, com- 
mencing about .'ifty years ago, and the aboli- 
tion of bull-baiting, a change was gradually 
wrought, not onK' in the bull-dog's shape, but 
also in his disposition. 'J'hc kinder treatment, 
amounting almost to "coddling," nowadays 
bestowcfl upon the bull-dog, has caused the 
elimination of the old-time savageness. lie 
now occupies a place in the front rank of the 
doggy world, and he is championed b3' the fair 
sex. among whom there are many who figure 
as leading exhibitors in all parts of the world. 
Still/ amid all the glamor and fuss incidental 
to being everyone's favorite, sometimes a 
gleam of the old-time love of a combat will 
sho\y itself -when another dog throws down the 
gauntlet. He v.'ill not wantonl3- provoke a 
conflict, but when his honor is at stake he dis- 
plays an aggressiveness truly amazing. Gen- 
erally Mr. Bulldog is slow to start, maintain- 
ing an outward semblance of self-composure. 
His features are placid, but he is watching 
every move of his antagonist. W'^hen the 
battle commences tiic "brainstorm" bursts, and 
in a few moments, if Mr. Bulldog's adversary 
does not decamp, the broad, blunt jaws close 
on his victim with a snap like a spring-tra]). 
1'hen it is that the meaning of the term 
"death-grip" is well exemplified. It is a strange 
I'act that, although 70 years have elapsed since 
Indl-baiting held sway, the bull-d(3g retains his 
disposition to maintain his hold of a foe till 
either choked into semi-unconsciousness, or 
extraordinary force is used to open his jaws. 
Lighted matches are applied to the nose, and 
other more or less barbarous means arc tried 
to induce the bulldog to let go, but frequently 
he will endure much pain without a wince. 
An effective way of causing the bull-dog to 
capitulate is that of throwing him — with his 
victim — into water. 

The bulldog, unlike the majority of dogs, 
very seldom barks; in fact, owing to the con- 
struction of his throat, his attempts at bark- 
ing arc more like a burlesque of the real thing. 
He wades into a fight without any vocal warn- 
ing, and the onl3' sountl he emi's is his licav3' 
breathing. His courage is astonishing, and the 
largeness of liis opponent nc\'er acts as a de- 
terrent when hostilities are imminent Still, 
as he is not a tpiarrelsome dog, he ver3' r.arely 
indulges in street brawls, and as he is exceed- 
ingly good-natured it takes a lot to rouse him. 

The modern bulldog is undoubtedly a dif- 
ferent looking animal to his bull-fighting an- 
cestors. The most conspicuous "improve- 
ments" intr(jduced 1)3' th(^ present-dia3' "faiiev-" 
are largeness of head, width of chest, hea\ines's 
of bone, and more t3-pical laii. 

.\s the bulldog'.s original occn]);Uion is now 
gone, his weight is of \ ery little conse(|iience. 
He can be aii\' size from 25 poiinds to (lo 
pounds, or even 70 pounds. .\ miniature, or 
dwarf, variety, is now cultivated in England, 
weighing less than 22 pounds. 

The bulldog breed has a large variety of 
colors, including, in order of merit, brindles, 
reds, whites, fawns and fnllovvs, with or with- 
out black masks; and, secondly, pied and 
mixed colors. 

.■\ |)ink, li\-er-colored or llcsli- tinted nose — 
called a "Dndlc)- nose" — attributed to exces- 
sive in-breeding — is ;i dis(|u;dif3ing blemish. 
The bulUlog, while being l)road in front, 
should be comparativc|\- narrow across the 
loins, altlK)iigh the hind legs should be strong 
and sound. The skull should be very large, 
and the circumference (measured round in 
front' of the ears) should at least equal the 
height of the dog at the shoulder. The skull 
should be broad and .square, and the forehead 
flat. The skin 011 the forehead and face shouhl 
hang in large wrinkles. The "stoj)," or in 
denlation lietwceii the eyes, should be deep 
and broad, and should extend in a faint groove 
up the middle of the forehe.-'.d. The eyes 
should be wide apart, low in the skull,, and aS 
far from the ear as possible. 

.'\lso, they should be quite rouiui, of mod- 
'cratc size, neither sunken nor projecting, ycry; 
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dark, and showing no white wdien looking 
straight forward. The ears should be small 
and thin, and set on the top corners of the 
skull. . The most .eprrect, the "rose ear," folds 
inward at the back, and tile upper edge folds 
outwards and backwards,tShovying part of the 
inside of the burr. The face should be very 
.sbnrt from (-heek-hnn<» to nose, and tho skin 
deeply and closel3' wrinkled. The muzzle 
should be short, broad, turned upwards, and 
vciy deep from the corner of the e3'c to the 
corner of the mouth. The nose should be 
large, broad and black, and set back almost be- 
tween the eyes. The nostrils should be largc^ 
wide and black, with a -well-defined straigh', 
line between them. The upper lip . should bc^; 
thick, broad and pendulous, hangings over thafe 
lower Hp in front, and should hide thq ^.teetli 
when the mouth is closed. Many exqellent 
dogs, however, show their teeth at all timesi 
The jaws should be broad, massive and square, 
with the canine teeth, or "tusks," wide apart. 
The lower jaw should curve upwards and pro- 
ject considerably beyond the upper jaw, en- 
abling the dog to obtain an cxtraordinaril3'; 
secure grip. The neck should be moderate in 
length, rather short than long, .very thick, 
strong and arched. The skin under the tliroat 
should be loose and wrinkled. The chest! 
sliould be very wide, round, should be power- 
ful and muscular, prominent and deep. iTha 
shoulders broad, slanting and deep. The bodj' 
should be round — not flat-sided — with thebcll>'; 
well tucked up. The back shot:?d be short arid 
strong, very broad at the shonidcrs and nar- 
row at the loins. There should be a slight 
hollow behind the shoulders, and then the 
spine should curve upwards to the top of the 
shoulders. The spine ^hould then curve down- 
wards suddenly to the tail. The ideal length 
of the tail is aboiit six inches. 

The ancient bull-baiters had moderately 
long, curved, whip-like tails ; but this feature: 
has latterl3- hecn altered. The "crank tail" is 
the one stipulated in the British club "stan- 
dard."' It should be set on low, jut out rather 
straight, and then turn downwards, the end 
pointing horizontall3\ Other styles of -l-ails 
are permitted, but they are penalized. The 
tail should be round, smooth and devoid, of 
fringe or coarse hair. It should be thick at the 
root and taper quickly to a point. The dog 
should not be able to raise it above the level 
of his back. The forelegs should be sturdy, 
set wide apart, muscular and straight. The 
calves should be well developed, thus lending 
a somewhat bowed outline to the forelegs, but 
the bones of the legs should be rather short 
in comparison with the hindlegs.) The elbow 
should be low, and stand away from the ribs. 
The ankles should be short, straight and 
strong-. The feet should turn slightly out- 
wards, should be of medium size and ver3' 
nearly round. The toes should be thick, and 
the knuckles prominent and high. The hind- 
legs should be large and muscular. The hocks 
should be slightly bent and well let down, so 
as to give length and muscularity from the 
loins to the point of the hock. The bulldog 
has a pecuiiar]3'^ characteristic gait, which is 
heav3- and constrained. He appears to walk 
with, short, quick steps, on the tip of his toes, 
his hind feet not being lifted high, but appear- 
ing to skim the ground, and when running 
he carries his right shoulder forward like a 
horse when cantering. The coat should be 
shorty close and smooth, although hard owing 
to its closeness and shortness, but not wiry. 
Buyers of bulldogs should note that the most 
flagrant defects arc legginess, flat sides, light 
bone, a down face, straight or narrow undei'- 
jaw, long back, and big ears or drop ears.

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^ Some Flower Clocks. ^ 



i (By Charles A. Brassier) 

In the constant quest for "something ncAv" 
that animates the spirit of the times, sonic- 
thinj^ novel, not only in attractiveness but in 
utility, something, for instance, that would 
prove a unique and interesting addition to the 
picturesque features of a private garden, a 
public part or others putdpor; place of rccrca- 
j tion. the floral clock- has been strangely ovcr- 
f looked. It cannot be' denied, however, that 
^theSe ingenious devices hive of late been ac - 
icorded more attention. At the Lousiana 
iPurchase Exposition an immense floral clock 
was one of the attractions, and at the In- 
.i;strial Exposition, held a short time ago at 
^Mulhausen, Thnringia, a floral clock received 
'considerable attention. 

In speaking for floral clocks, 1 do not wisli 
to be understood as referring to the ingenious 
combinations of flowers, opening and_ closing 
regularly at different hours, such as Linnaeus, 
the famous botanist, devised and described, 'in- 
structive and original tliough they may be. 
•'drie of this type, especially, based on the open- 
ing and closing of flowers at uniform and prc- 
'determined periods, although differing in de- 
tail from the flower-clock of Linnaeus. w;\^ 
sutTiciontly original to merit a i)iace in any gar- 
den. Ii was designed, in the form of a sim-dial, 
hv a Mrs. Hillings, an English lady, and con- 
structed to represent the scriptural allegory of 
the angel, as the reaper of human destiny (St. 
Matthew xiii. 39). It was constructed in the 
form of a gnomon, the angel's wing casting the 
indicative shadow on the dial-plate. The dial 
is moimled on a pedestal in the center of a 
parterre of flowers, so laid out that the sickle 
throws, its shadow on the one that, according 
\to Linnaeus, as recqrcled in his "Botanical 
TPhilosdphy," corresponds, in its opening and 
closing, to a certain time of day. 

The ,saine flowers are also carved in bas- 
relief around the base of the pedestal, so as to 
represent them at seasons when the flowers 
themselves are not in idooni. To read the 
hours, even by so simplified a floral timepiece, 
requires a more perfect knowledge of the 
habits of plants tiian most people, not erudite 
botanists, possess ; so, for the benefit of those 
whose botanical knowledge is limited, in the 
floral time-keeper, above described, a dial- 
plate,, inscribed with ordinary figures, is placed 
under tht point of the wing, the edge of which 
acts as a gnomon. ^ 

While such a clevice for recording tiTe 
Avould interest any intelligent person and could 
be made an attractive feature of outdoor decor- 
ation, I desire particularly to refer to the floral 
clock in its more practical sense, in wdiicli 
horologicrd skill is comI";incd with highly dc- 
veloj^cd horticultural taste and knowledge. 

As might be expected, it is in Switzerland, 
where the clockniakers' art is of ancient repute 
and has attained its highest perfection, that 
some of the finest specimens of floral clocks 
are to be found. As among the most inter- 
esting, artistic and practical, I have, therefore, 
included among those selected for illustration, 
the floral clocks in the park of the Kursaal, 
and of the Sav'oy ?Iotel, at Interlaken. There 
is also a beautiful one in the garden of 
•Medaks Cafe de la Terrasse, at Zurich, and one 
at the Grand Motel des Avants, Switzerland. 
Several of these clocks were dsigned b_\' M. 
Guelat, conservator of the Schwab Museum in 
Bienne, who has also installed, on ilie uiuu 
in front of that institution, a floral clock that 
is a source of never-failing interest to residents 
'in and visitors to that city. 

The dial of his clock, laid out at an angle 
of 40 degrees, so as to be more readily visible, 
is one and one-half meters (4 feet 11 inches) in 
diameter and is composed of living flowering 
and leaf-plants, of the varieties used in carpet- 
bedding, and arranged, as to color, so as to pro- 
duce an attractive design, the Roman numerals, 
the figures on the seconds, dial and the year, 
1906, being worked out in diiTerent plants. The 
tlircc hand.T are made wi .ilmiiiniun, record 
seconds, minutes and hours and. owing to 
their large proportions and speed, their nvn-e- 
mcnt is so perceptible as to attract attention. 

The movement, o])erate(l by a si)ring, i.s 
contained in a water-tight metallic case, con- 
cealed beneath the floral dial so skilfully that 
even the opening (between the figures III and 
IV) where the crank-handle for winding the 
clock is inserted and the regulator, which pro- 
jects from the face, are invisible. The arbors 
carrying the hands work in water-tight, lubri- 
cated stuffing-boxes. 

Additional interest is imparted to the clock- 
by its reproduction, with the aid of moviiii^ 
figures, of various tableaux. I'our times daily, 
in a grotto above the clock, appropriately 
framed in blossoms and verdure, groups repre- 
senting various epochs — the cave-dwellers, the 
lake-dwellers, the Helvetians, the carlv Cliris- 
tions, the people of the Middle Ages and later 
periods — make their appearance, presenting a 
moving chronicle of the progressive develop- 
lUent of the human race. 

.-One of the first and most successful of this 
type of floral clock on record was the one 
'.instq^led in 1892, in the garden of the Torcad- 
ero, Paris, and which, sunk below, the surface 
, (>f the ground, to afford a better view of its 
..iciial, was tl-iie subject of much attention and 
woiidermen,t at . the time. The dial, 32 feet, 2 
inches .m;'diam'eter, with the floral hands, was 
designed 'and ; laid .6ut by M. Debert, gardener 
and florist; the mechanical details were plan- 
ned by M, Casalonga and carried out by M. 
Mathicux; M. Marcel,, landscape architect ' de- 



signed the attractive setting. A small jet of 
water, acting on floats, operated the concealed 
train of wlieels by which the hands were re- 
moved. The mode of operation cnhariced -the 
novelty and interest of the clock. 

Edinbttrgh, the chief city of Scotland, and 
by natural location and artificial embellish- 
ment, one of the most beautiful of Europe's 
modern capitals, boasts an exceptionally bea-ii- 
tifnl floral clock that has been laid cut every 
summer for several years past in the Princess 
Street, gardens. The dial, measuring twelve 
feet across, is laid out on the sloping stirfacc 
of a sort of mansard, hollow inside, but covered 
externally -with green turf, against wdiich the 
dial, a most beautiful specimen of carjjct bed- 
ding, shows up admirably, American .Moe, 
Eclievcria, Seduni and similar plants being 
tastefully combined in its construction. The 
figures, or fresh green pyrethrum, stand out 
clearly between two concentric rings of silver- 
gray sedum Not only the dial, but the hands 
of this clock are floral ly worked out, being 
long, shallow troughs of sheet-metal contain- 
ing the cifrth in which suitable plants, grow. 
Scdiim and cchcveria are the growths com- 
monly used, and make a handsome apijciiiancc, 
the minute-hand having a total length of eight 
feet. Considerable ingenuity had to be dis- 
played in balancing; the hands, owing to the 
fact that the clock is laid out on a slope of 
about 40 degrees, the amount of moisture the 
soil and plants carried also causing the weight 
to vary widely. The v/orks, an ordinary tower 
movement, are. located in the base of the ad- 
jacent Ranasay statue, driving-rods and suit- 
able gears of non-corrosive metal, running in 
boxes kept fdled v»'it*li oil to prevent rust, 
transmittinc^ the movement to the hands. 

J ublic interest in this remarkable time- 
pie ;e has r^-centiy been stimulated by the addi- 
'ion of a siiTin'-;- i rain of wheel-works combined 
with a bellows and two organ pipes, concealed 
in ihc floral d"rl, with the aid Jl which the 
clock is made to sound a cuckoo note at each 
quarter and at the liour. 

It is not necessary, however, to travel to 
foreign cotintries in search of notable speci- 
men.^ of floral clocks. A timepiece of » this 
character forms one of the attractions of. the 
water-works park at Detroit, Mich. It is of 
unique design, the dial being vertical and oper- 
ated by a jet of water; as long as the water- 
supply continues the clock goes and never 
needs winding. It stands on a broad green 
base, the dial, about six feet iti diameter, be- 
ing composed of foliage and flowers in artisti- 
cally contrasting shades, rows of wl-jite flowers 
being used to indicate the minutes. It is said 
that the plants require trimming almost daily, 
so that the dial will remain clear and the 
figures be legible at a con.siderable distance. 
The hands, of wood painted white, are at- 
tached to the movement in a manner similar 
to the hands of an ordinary clock. 

Another American floral clock that wa= ac- 
corded a great deal of attention was llie colos- 
sal tinie-pieoo laid out on the slope of Agri- 
cultural I fill in front of tbr Palace of Agricul- 
ture, at the Louisiana T^urehasc Exposition. 
In magnitude, tins gigantic flock surpassed 
everything ])reviously attempted in this line, 
ilif' di-.i being 120 feet in diameter, with 
numerals 15 feet in iL-ngt!;. TIic hands each 
weighed in the neighborhood of 25,000 pounds, 
the minute hand being 74 feet in length and 
travelling at a speed that would cause it to 
cover a distance of more than 500 miles in a 
year. 

The dial, prohablv the most elaborate and 
extensive decorative production of a floral 
character ever attempted, contained upwards 
of 18.000 growing jihuits. The center .was 
])lantcd with 4,500 verbenas, surrounded by a 
border containing r,ooo Coleus Verschfeltii. 
The numerals, from i to 12, required 2,500 
plants of Coleus Hero, while the space sur- 
rounding them contained 3,000 Centaura 
Gynocorpa, with 4,000 Cen.taurea Martinia 
Candidissini a. In the yellow minute marks 
1.500 Colens Golden Bedder were used, the 
red minute marks using up 1,500 Coleus 
\'ersclif(,dtii. 

The flial was made, as a si)ecial exhibit, by 
the St. Louis Seed Co., and cari:t;d for them 
a gold medal. The mechanism of the clock 
was constructed by the Johnson Service Co., 
Milwaukee, Wis., the movement being con- 
tained in a small building located between the 
clock and the Palace of .Agriculture. It was 
(jrecian in design, except the rnof, which was 
hemispherical and of cerulean blue, dotted with 
stars and showing the meridian lines, to rep- 
resent the celestial arch. The southern wall 
of the little structure was of glass, screened 
b}- a revolving door which slid aside every 
hour, allowing a view of the works. Adja- 
cent to this building stood a kindred structure, 
the roof of which represented the western ter- 
restrial hemisphere, in which was housed a 
sonorous bell weighing about 5,000 pounds, the 
strokes of which, a.s tlie\' recorded the flight 
of the hours, could he beard all over the exposi- 
tion groimds. On the other side of tl;e clock 
house' was a structure similar to the bell house, 
in which was housed an immense hour-glass 
that was reversed hnmiy by automatic ma- 
chinery. This clock l-ep' accurate time with- 
out a hitch all the time the lY'r was open, At 
night the dial .was il^uminat id by .electric 

lights^ '■ ■[ . 

Suqh floral clpcks as I have dcicVibed; the 
fipsC •expeBfe:' of tlic " wdrk^ 'Oncfe irieti .cost but 



little more for installatioui/and: require hardly 
any. more subsequent attention than' >s' needed 
to keep an equally attractive laid out carpet 
bed in order. Periodical oiling and regular 
winding is all that the mechanism, if skilfully 
and honestly constructed to begin with, calls 
for ; the floral part of the work is oidy such as 
a competent gardener would be expected to 
undertake in connection with his duties in any 
\yjell|lce-g:t- public or private grounds, and its 
rriiiinteni^n'cc would be a source of gratification 
to tlie' horticulturist jhaving a .thorough knowl- 
cVlg-e of and' pHde ih 'his 'calHh ' ' 

Such clocks are only suited to large places 
as public parks and squares. Even with the 
most skilful they will entail great cost and arc 
hardly, by .their size and effect, available for 
the decoration of private places. — Charles A. 
Brassier, in American Homes and Gardens. 




SOCIABLE SPIDERS

They have never made friends with a sjiider, 
and they do not know what a nice com|)anion- 
able fellow he can he. 

There arc people, however, who have en- 
couraged spiders, and they Ukc them .so much 
that the spider's nest has become as much a 
feature of their homes as the dog kennel, the 
cat's basket, or the canary's cage is in that 
of otl-.crs. The spider habit is very ancient in 
certain parts of Mexico. In the higher vil- 
lages of jMichaocan every bouse for genera- 
tions has had its s|Mder's nest on a tree branch 
hanging from the ceiling of tlic principal room. 

1'-. L. l>ouvier has been writing about the 
habits of this little house spider, wdrich lives 
in colonies in a nest, having a superficial area 
of almost two square yards. The nest looks 
something like a sponge ; it's surface is of fine- 
ly woven threads, forming a firnfi covering or 
envelope to protect liic lal^yrinth of passages, 
cells, and galleries within. The spider rarely 
show^s itself outside its lair, but no fly ever 
settles a second time on the big h.anging nest, 
for a pair of jiinccrs silently seizes him and 
drags him in through the nearest i'jass;igc. The 
fly is immediately bound and gagged, tied up 
in a tangle of threads, from which escape is 
impossible, and laid away in the larder to form 
a part of the next me'al of the colony of spiders. 

One 'of the stt'a'rigest things about these 
sociable spiders is that 'they live in happ}' 
communism with a small beetle, vvlio, in re- 
turn for his hoard aiul lodging, keeps the nest 
clean. The beetle' is always busy gathering 
up the rcfu.sc and rei'noving it to a sort of gar- 
bage pail constructed in the lower i^art of the 
nest. The beetle lives on tlie crumbs that fall 
from his master's table, and he is a faitliful 
friend and industrious worker, for he never 
allows the nest to become littered or untidy. 
The debris which htf.*stores in the lower cham- 
bers is all eaten by other injects. 

The spiders live" in the houses only during 
the fly season; thiis''pver, the adults emigrate 
and spend the winter outside, leaving their 
larvae in the nest to hatch out before the next 
fly time.

Mr. Robert Laird Borden, K.C., M.P., the 
Leader of the Conservatives in the Canadiaii 
House of Commons, is an interesting personal-' 
ity. »To begin with, he is a young man to be 
a. .party leader; and, secondly, he has jumped 
into that position; withpii.t: serving a long ap- 
pi^ijnticesliip iii^the ranks' as did other party 
chiefs before him. Until the year 1896 Mr. 
Borden had never taken any active part in 
political affairs — either Provincial or Domin- 
ion. But in tlie lirm of lawyers in which he 
became senior partner, there had previously 
been as partners such men as Sir John Thomp- 
son and Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper, and these 
examples before hiifl may have acted as an 
iiiducement to Mr. Borden to take up politics. 
However, 'be that as' it may, take to politics he 
did, and in five years found hihiself at the head 
of his party. Now he has given up the practice 
of his profession, antl devotes his whole time 
to [K)litics. It may be here pointed out that in 
Canada the Leader of the Opposition is recog- 
nized by law. For over twenty years clerical 
assistance for the Leader of the Opposition 
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has been paid for by the Dominion Govern- 
meiii, and in 1905 a special indemnity was 
voted for "the Member occup3'ing the recog- 
nized position of the Leader of the Opposi- 
tion.'' 

Duiiiig liis cigiit }--c-ars of leadershiji Mr. 
Borden has not only^ gained a strong hold on 
his own party, but he has won the respect of 
the Liberals as a man of absolute probity and 
rectitude; indeed, as such he has enjoyed the 
confidence of the peo]jle generally.. That he iis 
destined some day to be Prime Minister of Can- 
ada is the general belief. During his first 
tenn in Parliament he did not speak often, and 
he was thus described by the Times Ottawa 
correspondent, in reviewing his long ])olitical 
career; "lie left on the House an impression 
of moderate temper and solid qualities. It was 
app;ireiU that his mind turned naturally to 
considerations of equity. There was no sign 
tiiat he was greatly interested in the fervour 
and ferocity of the party struggle. He was 
more concerned with the character of legis- 
lation than with party exigency and ]i;irty 
strategy. It came to be sairl that he would 
make an iue;il Minister of justice, and that at 
least establishes the impression of capacity 
and integrity which he made upon the House 
of (.'onuuons." This impression is the more 
reinark;ii)U' when i,\-e rcnRMufier that he was 
nearly torty when he entered the l lons.c of 
Cominoiis, an age at which usually- men who 
are going to succeed in politics have already 
made their mark. Personally, Mr. Borden, al- 
though he perhaps lacks the imposing and 
picturesque appearance of the present Prime 
Minister or of Sir John Macdonald, has a 
charm of manner which, if it docs not ennj-.ire 
the multitude, at least wins and holds the 
strong alTectjo!! and dex-otion cjf those Lirouglu 
into ])er^onai contact with him. It has been 
said of him by a Canadi;ui politician (Colonel 
Hugh Clark): "f h.-ive had occasion to learn 
soniething of his seli(darship, his self-control, 
his mastery of |)id)lic (piestions, his case and 
charm of manner, and behind all these the 
Iremciidous reserve force that but indicates 
the strong intellect, the mastetful will, the 
power of command witlior.t appearing to coni- ' 
mand. lie will assume the |)remiership with- 
out ;i heril.-ige of public or jirivate pledges to 
embari-.-.iss hini. One camn.it but admire the 
eatni(iii and ingen'uity with which he a\-oids 
entangling alliances or embarrassing ])lc(lges." 
Such is .1 brief sketch of the Leader of the 
r)j)])<.)sition, with whom oiir regfeseptativie had 
a talk last week. • :,.v;vV,,M^.V:pSj; 

, Mr. Bordenl had just | conciuiJ.ed",a .toti'r, pf 
Eiirppe, and '''our represefitai;ive''''saw hiih 
shwtly before he sailed for Canada on Friday. 
■ '""'ilathrally, the conversation turned upon the 



two great Imperial questions that have oc-. 
cupied attention lately — namely, Impcrialtf 
Defence, and Imperial Preference. 

"I believe," said Mr. Borden, "that it is 
absolutely essential to the integrity of the 
•Empire that there should be some effective 
cooperation between the various Dominions 
and the Mother Country, ..not only in rnatters 
Q-flfrfir'fii-ifv dc^^iicc but 'i»^^ ^i^cc* — -i^-' 
as well. Canada's attitude towards defencd 
has been set forth in a resolntion introduced by 
.Sir AVilfrid Lnuricr. modified in several im-. 
portant respects at my instance, and passed 
unanimously by the Canadian House of Com- 
mons neai' the close of the last session. I have 
not had an opnortiinity of careful! v .'Studying 
the results of the recent Imperial Defence 
Conference, but I trust that the policy laid 
down by the resdlution has been acted upon 
by the Canadian representatives at the cQn| 
fcrence. Co-operation in matters a^ecting 
trade is very closely allied to the question of 
defence, and, without trespas.sing on controver- 
sial ground, I most sincerely hope that effec- 
tual means for such co-operation will be dis- 
covered and ado]3ted without undue delay." : 

Asked if he did not think that the various 
events of the year which had brought Cana- 
dians to the Old Country and Britishers to 
Canada— such as the International Horse 
Show, Bisley, the' Imperial Press Conference, 
the Imperial Defence Conference, and the 
meeting of the British Association at Winni- 
peg—had done much towards making the two 
countries tinderstand each other better, Mt, 
Borden assented, and expresseid a wish th^fc 
more holiday-maker.-, from the Old Country 
would come to Canada, where they woidd find 
scenery— river, prairie, lake, and mountain — 
equal to any in the world, and sport that could 
not be beaten anywhere. 

"Do you think thai the constant influx of 
Americans into Canada is detrimental to Im'^ 
perial sentiment?" asked our represeulative. • 

"No. that is saying too much. . The Ameri- 
cans make excellent settlers. But we have 
not yet learnt -how - to deal with non-British 
emigrants as' the Americans do with their new 
citizens. ,In the United States ihe .greatest 
pains are taken to train the children of foreign 
settlers to become good American citizens,vandjf 
to respect and revere the Stars and Stripes.''^% 

"You approve of tlje restrktions Tccentiy 
passed on emigration'?" - ' • , . 

"Some restriction is necessary. I know litr 
tie of the method of enforcement. It is useless 
to attempt to send Canada men of twenty-five 
or thirty years of age who have led vagabond 
or criminal lives, and who have acquired ten- 
dencies which cannot easily be combated at 
that age, even in a new country. If, however, 
children of the submerged class are taken at 
an early age and sent to Canada and brought 
up in homes provided for the purpose jn def 
cent surroundings and with proper influences 
and education, the problem solves itself. Mrs. 
"Close has done excellent work in this direc- 
tion, at a very large personal expenditure of 
time and money, and it is to be hoped that some 
encouragement and cu-operation may be af- 
forded to her." 

Mr. Borden naturally did not wish to dis- 
cuss partizan questions, so our representative 
did not press "him, and the conversation turned 
upon the tour in J2uro]3e, which the Conserva- 
tive I.,cader has made during the Parliament- 
ary vacation. Mr. Borden has been away from 
home for some three months. He sailed on 
June 18 from Canada, spent eight week? in th'i 
Old Country, and four weeks on the Continentf, 
most of which time he travelled in Switzerland 
and Southern and Central France, 

"I admired very much," said Mr. Borden, 
as he talked of his holiday, "the majesty and 
beauty of the Swiss mountains, but they are 
equalled, if not surpassed, by the Rocky Moun- 
tains in British Columbia. The stress of life 
amonf; the farming and laboring population 
on the Continent seemed to mc much more 
severe than anything of the kind in Canada. 
At thci same time, one not only wonders at 
but admires the marvellous energy^and indus- 
try of the peasant proprietors in Central 
Europe, who make every foot of soil yield a^, 
return in crops, and who even create farms in' 
mountainous situations which in North Amer- 
ica would be left waste for many years to 
come. 1 have seen vineyards flourishing among 
the mountains on soil every scrap of which 
had been laboriously carried and deposited 
there for the purpose." 

On ieaving, our representative asked Mr. 
Borden w hetdier lie; was going to win the next 
Gcncrid Idcction, and how soon he was going 
to be I'rinie Minister, but Mr. Borden does not 
prophesy. Pie only smiled like a man who 
knew his own strength, but was not going to 
brag about it—Canada. ' f '
